A  meeting  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association  is  to  be 
held  on  May  21  at  the  Westbourne  Rsstaurant,  Paddington, 
W.,  at  9  P.M. 

The  late  Mr.  Henry  Tate,  a  cirector  of  Henry  Tate  &  Sons 
(Limited),  sugar-refiners,  left  an  estate  of  the  value  of 
722,440/.  18.v.  8d. 

At  Stamford  on  April  28,  a  confectioner  named  Elson  died 
from  gangrene,  caused,  it  is  supposed,  by  cutting  a  corn  and 
subsequently  applying  some  corn-cure. 

Sir  'William  Thiselton-Dyer,  Director  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens,  Kew,  on  Saturday,  May  10,  opened  the  Hartley 
Botanical  Laboratories  of  the  Liverpool  University  College. 

A  sample  of  tincture  of  iodine  and  another  of  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  were  the  only  drugs  examined  las';  quarter  by 
Mr.  A.  Bostock  Hill,  public  analyst  for  Hereford,  and  both 
were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Thieves  entered  the  Imperial  College  of  Pharmacy  on 
May  8,  and  stole  Mr.  Frederick  Davis's  overcoat,  umbrella, 
and  various  other  things,  including  a  season-ticket,  cheque- 
book, and  about  15>\  in  silver. 

George  Hales  (14)  was  ordered  to  be  birched  at  Chatham 
Police  Court  on  May  5  for  stealing  two  boxes  of  tooth- 
powder,  value  Is.,  from  his  employer,  Mr.  A.  W.  Morgan, 
chemist,  Ra.hvay  Street,  Chatham. 

The  Arsenic  Commission  on  May  9  examined  Mr.  Fletcher 
Moulton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Gordon  Salamon,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.  The 
latter  stated  that  the  amount  of  arsenic  in  malt  has  been 
diminishing  during  the  last  six  months. 

The  Dispensing  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
met  on  Wednesday  of  this  week,  and  Mr.  William  Duff, 
President,  of  the  Public  Dispensers'  Association,  attended  by 
request  to  lay  some  facts  before  the  members. 

The  Duke  of  Northumberland  occupied  the  chair  at  the 
Friday  evening  discourse  on  May  9,  when  Professor  Norman 
Collie  gave  his  well-known  lantern-lecture  on  the  "Canadian 
Rockies."    Many  representatives  of  pharmacy  were  present. 

At  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Staffordshire  Free- 
masons, held  at  Wolverhampton  on  May  10,  Wor.  Bro. 
Edmund  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hanley,  P.M.  418, 
P.P.G.  Steward,  was  appointed  by  Lord  Dartmouth  to  the 
office  of  Prov.  Grand  Pursuivant. 

Lieut.-Colonel  Clifford  Probyn,  Mayor  cf  Westminster, 
gave  a  dinner  last  week  at  Prince's  Hall  Restaurant, 
Piccadilly,  in  honour  of  the  President  of  the  Royal  Academy. 
A  distinguished  company  of  artists,  noblemen,  and 
municipal  workers  responded  to  the  Colonel's  invitation. 
"The  health  of  our  Host"  was  proposed  by  Mr.  McDougall, 
Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council.

Yarmouth  Town  Council  on  Tuesday  appointed  Mr.  A.  E. 
Richmond  to  be  chemist  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
ensuing  twelve  months. 

The  High  Wycombe  Rural  District  Council  has  accepted 
the  tender  of  Mr.  Horace  Ridley,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Princes  Risborough,  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants. 

School  of  Pharmacy. 
By  permission  of  Price's  Candle  Company,  a  party  of 
students  from  the  "  Square  "  was  shown  over  their  works  at 
Battersea  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  14,  a  complete  tour 
of  the  extensive  premises  beirg  made  ;  and  very  interesting 


and  instructive  it  proved.  The  Company  are  mainly  candle- 
manufacturers,  but  their  "night-lights"  and  soaps  are 
equally  well  known.  The  life-history  of  a  candle  is  a  long 
story,  and  the  details  of  its  development  from  the  crude 
material  as  imported  from  America  to  the  finished  article 
which  leaves  the  works  make  up  several  chapters.  "  Corona- 
tion "  candles  and  other  "  Coronation  :'  specialities  were  seen 
in  the  course  of  manufacture,  and  very  smart  they  looked. 
Night-lights  of  all  sorts  and  kinds  were  being  rapidly  made 
in  large  quantities,  and  the  dexterity  of  the  girls  engaged 
in  finishing  them  off  was  amazing  to  the  uninitiated.  The 
manufacture  and  the  milling  of  soaps  were  seen  in  various 
stages.  A  description  of  the  decomposition  of  tallow  and 
other  fats  was  attentively  listened  to,  and  much  interest 
was  taken  in  the  huge  apparatus  employed  in  the  purifica- 
tion of  stearin  and  glycerin.  The  departments  for  the 
making  of  cardboard  boxes  and  wood  boxes  for  packing 
were  afterwards  visited,  and  an  inspection  made  of  the 
commodious  and  well  equipped  laboratories  of  the  firm. 
Unanimous  satisfaction  was  expressed  by  the  visitors  for 
the  kind  invitation  of  the  firm  and  for  the  courtesy  of  the 
officials  who  conducted  the  sections  of  the  party. 

Cricket. 

Bleasdale's  C.C.,  York  v.  Raimes  C.C. — This  match  was 
played  on  Bleasdale's  ground  at  York  on  May  10,  and 
resulted  in  a  win  for  Raimes'  by  17  runs.  Henderson,  for 
the  winners,  took  5  wickets  for  1  run. 

Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.  C.C,  played  a  match  with 
Renklaf  C.C.  at  Honor  Oak  on  Saturday,  May  10,  and  won 
by  60  runs.  The  scores  were:  B.B.'s  103  for  9  wickets 
(declared),  and  Renklaf  43.  For  the  winners  C.  P.  Win- 
chester (41),  and  E.  H.  Barton  (25),  batted  well,  and- 
R.  M.  Dealtry  took  8  wickets  for  25  runs. 

The  cricket  club  of  the  Cardiff  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association  played  their  first  game  at  Roath  Park  on  Wednes- 
day, May  7.  The  teams  were  captained  by  Mr.  Ferrier  and 
Mr.  Morgan.  The  latter  team  won  by  4  runs,  the  scores 
being  66  and  62  respectively.  Mr.  Ferrier  bowled  well  for 
his  side,  taking  seven  wickets  ;  and  Mr.  Sparrow  for  Mr. 
Morgan's  and  Mr.  Gee  for  Mr.  Ferrier's  batted  well,  making 
22  and  28  runs. 

The  Constable's  Device. 

At  the  South-West  London  Police  Court  on  May  12,  Henry 
Wilson  (40),  described  as  a  chemist,  of  3  South  Street, 
Wandswoith,  was  charged  with  being  disorderly  in  a  public 
place.  A  police  constable  said  there  was  a  quarrel  between 
some  neighbours  in  which  the  prisoner  and  his  wife  appeared 
to  be  concerned.  As  the  prisoner  was  disorderly  and 
refused  to  go  away,  he  took  him  into  custody.  The  prisoner, 
in  defence,  asserted  that  as  he  was  on  private  property  at- 
the  time  the  constable  had  no  right  to  interfere,  and  in- 
arresting  him  he  did  so  unjustifiably.  The  constable  whent 
questioned  on  the  subject  admitted  that  the  disorder  took 
place  on  private  property,  but  at  the  time  of  the  arrest  the 
prisoner  was  in  the  public  street.  The  prisoner  said  the 
officer  invited  him  into  the  street  in  order  to  obtain  his 
name  and  address.  Mr.  Garrett  (the  Magistrate)  observed 
that  a  policeman  could  not  entice  a  man  to  come  into  the 
public  street  and  then  arrest  him.  The  prisoner  would  be 
discharged. 

Sheffield  Improving. 

Iq  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Sheffield  City  Council,  Mr.  A. 
H.  Allen,  public  analyst,  states  that  included  in  the  302. 
samples  analysed  by  him  were  four  of  ground  ginger,  six  of 
compound  liquorice-powder,  two  of  paregoric,  and  eight  of 
camphorated  oil.  With  the  exception  of  one  sample  of 
camphorated  oi1,  which  contained  only  17  per  cent, 
of  camphor,  all  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  prominence  given  to  water-glass  as  a  preservative  of 
eggs  has  made  quits  a  run  on  the  article  locally. 

On  the  city  magistracy  bench  Professor  Pointing,  F.R.S.,. 
University  professor  of  physics,  now  finds  a  place.  Pharmacy 
is  represented  by  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay,  and  medicine  has 
several  representatives,  amongst  whom  are  Sir  James  Sawyer, 
M.D  ,  Dr.  Warden,  and  others. 
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There  seems  likely  to  be  a  photographic  boom  this  summer, 
and  with  increased  facilities  for  getting  abroad  by  cycling, 
cheap  week-end  tickets,  and  the  like,  the  photographic 
chemist  has  an  excellent  opportunity  for  business. 

The  curriculum  regulations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Commerce  of  the  Birmingham  University  have  just  been 
issued.  The  term  is  for  three  years,  and  it  is  urged  that  two 
modern  languages  and  chemistry  should  form  a  part.  At 
present  Latin  and  one  modern  language  will  be  accepted. 
Matriculation  examinations  will  be  held  in  June  and 
September. 

In  a  tussle  between  Messrs,  Robert  Peel  (3)  and  Messrs. 
William  Sykes  (3)  the  rendezvous  was  Messrs.  Southall's 
premises,  Bull  Street.  The  Sykes  trio  had  used  these 
premises  to  get  to  a  neighbDuring  jeweller's  shop,  and  were 
heavily  laden  with  gold  ornaments,  when  two  of  them  were 
arrested  in  a  room  of  a  disused  public-house  adjoining  the 
chemists'  premises,  and  which  they  have  recently  acquired. 

The  sturgeon  is  known  to  the  pharmacist  chiefly  as  a 
source  of  isinglass,  icthyocolla,  or  fish-glue ;  but  it  is 
interesting  to  know  that  a  dealer  in  our  city  has  had  posses- 
sion of  one  of  these  animals  of  such  great  dimensions  that 
the  King  has  commanded  that  it  be  sent  to  him  for  inspec- 
tion. The  monster  weighed  470  lbs.,  was  12  feet  long,  and 
had  a  girth  of  6  feet,  and  was  caught  on  the  bank  of  the 
Wash,  near  Boston,  where  it  had  been  left  stranded  by  the 
receding  tide.  Caviare — the  table  delicacy — -is  obtained 
from  the  roe  of  this  fish.  The  Caspian  and  Black  Seas 
snpDly  the  largest  specimens,  where  they  attain  the  length 
of  20  to  25  feed,  and  weigh  3,000  lbs. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Vino]  ia  Company's  representa- 
tive a  C.  &  D.  correspondent  made  a  tour  of  inspection  of 
the  newly-inaugurated  exhibition  at  the  Bingley  Hall. 
Although  pharmacy  is  not  much  in  evidence,  there  are  many 
things  that  will  interest  the  pharmacist.  The  Vinolia  Com- 
pany show  original  packages  of  otto,  essential  oils,  tonquin 
beans,  and  the  like.  A  student  of  dietetics  learns  much, 
and  there  is  a  small  but  excellent  display  (in  the  gallery)  of 
hydrometers  and  thermometers.  Messrs.  Cadbury  are  there, 
of  course,  and  so  is  Van  Houten.  An  excellent  line  of  food- 
warmers  and  stand  for  gas-burner  is  shown  by  Mr.  John 
Thacker,  a  local  maker. 

Female  Pills. 

The  adjourned  inquest  on  the  body  of  Edith  Ellen  Tippetts, 
wife  of  a  Manchester  warehouseman,  was  held  on  May  9. 
Particulars  of  the  former  hearing  were  in  last  week's  issue 
(page  717,),  and  it  was  now  stated  that  the  post-mortem 
examination  showed  that  death  was  due  to  peritonitis,  which 
had  been  brought  on  by  puncturing  the  uterus  with  some 
instrument,  such  as  a  knitting-needle.  Evidence  was  given 
by  Mr.  Robert  Mountain,  chemist  and  druggist,  8  Bury  Road, 
Riwtenstall, the  proprietor  of  the  "female  pills"  which  were 
suspected  as  the  indirect  cause  of  death.  Mr.  Mountain 
deposed  that  he  was  not  the  actual  maker  of  the  pills,  but 
that  they  were  his  speciality.  They  contained  dried  sulphate 
of  iron,  powdered  Barbadoes  aloes,  powdered  colocynth, 
powdered  southernwood,  oil  of  pennyroyal  and  an  excipient. 
la  reply  to  the  Coroner  (Mr.  Sidney  Smelt)  witness  said  the 
pilh  were  for  anaemia,  amenorrhcea,  and  constipation. 
"  Who  told  you  they  were  good  for  these  things  1 "  said  the 
Coroner.  "  It  is  the  outcome  of  my  experience,"  replied 
Mr.  Mountain.  "  I  have  dispensed  thousands  of  prescriptions, 
and  have  been  acquainted  with  medicines  for  twenty-nine 
years.  I  am  also  familiar  with  medical  literature,  and 
understand  the  use  and  action  of  drugs  and  their  properties 
and  characteristics."  Continuing,  he  said  he  did  not 
prescribe,  and  the  pills  were  not  intended  to  act  as  an  ecbolic. 
He  was  convinced  they  would  be  useless  for  that  purpose, 
and  if  people  asked  for  them  in  that  connection  he  would 
not  supply  them.  The  Coroner  said  if  the  pills  were  taken 
in  large  doses  they  would  only  act  as  a  purgative,  and  this 
statement  was  confirmed  by  the  tvo  doctors  who  made  the 
post-mortem  examination.  The  jury  eventually  returned  a 
verdict  that  deceased  died  from  peritonitis  due  to  an  injury 
to  the  uterus,  there  being  no  evidence  to  show  how  it  was 
caused. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Ten  poisoning  fatalities  are  reported  since  our  last  issue, 
half  of  them  being  due  to  unscheduled  poisons.  Phos- 
phorus paste  and  chloride  of  zinc  (in  the  form  of  soldering- 
fluid)  are  coincident  in  having  caused  two  deaths  each  ;  the 
other  unscheduled  medium  employed  being  nitric  acid,  taken 
by  a  petty  officer  at  Chatham,  who  afterwards  jumped  into 
the  sea.    The  phosphorus  was  taken  by  an  Ipswich  man  and 
a  Birmingham  woman,  and  the  chloride  of  zinc  was  taken 
(by  misadventure  in  both  cases)  by  a  Grimsby  fisherman  and 
a  labourer  at  Barry.    The  scheduled  list  includes  two  deaths 
from  carbolic  acid,  two  from  laudanum,  and  one  from  oxalic 
acid.    The  last-named  was  taken  by  a  Chudleigh  labourer ;  a 
Brom;grove  manufacturer  and  a  Bremerhaven  seaman  took 
laudanum  in  overdose,  while  the  carbolic-acid  victims  were 
a  Radford  man  and  a  labourer's  wife  at  West  Gorton.  The 
carbolic  acid  was  procured  in  the  latter  case  from  Mr. 
J.  F.  Fieldsend,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Gorton  Brook, 
Manchester,  on  the  pretence  that  it  was  tj  be  used  for 
cleansing-purposes.    The  Coroner  at  the  inquest  on  May  13 
exonerated    Mr.    Fieldsend    from  any   negligence,  and 
said     he    had     taken     every    possible     precaution.  — 
Besides  the  fatalities  mentioned,  eight  attempts  at  suicide 
by  poisoning  are  recorded.    A  Plaistow  cabinet-maker  tried 
oxalic    acid  ineffectually  ;    a    Birmingham  widow  took 
laudanum,  but  not  enough;  while  an  Oldham  factory-girl 
tried  the  same  poison,  with  the  same  result.    An  Evesham 
woman,  whose  husband  illused  her,  took  a  quantity  of  "Kill- 
germ,"  and  nearly  died.     A  woman  appeared  at  Worship 
Street  Police  Ccurt  on  May  8,  charged  with  attempting 
suicide  with  red  precipitate  powder,  and  a  commercial 
traveller  was  arraigned  at  Southporb  for  taking  a  large 
quantity  of  tincture  of  belladonna.    An  Ongar  man  took  a 
quantity  of  spirit  of  salt,  and  a  Wherstead  youth  got  an 
8-cz.  bottle  of  carbolic  lotion  (1  in  40)  from  Mr.  F.  Palmer, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Ipswich,  and  a  6-oz.  bottle  of  carbolic 
acid  from  an  assistant  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  F.  Thurston, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Ipswich,  a  quantity  of  either  or  both 
of  which  he  drank,  but  lived  to  be  committed  for  trial. — A 
young  woman  at  Appledore  mistook  embrocation  for  brandy, 
and  swallowed  a  liberal  dose.    The  timely  application  of  the 
stomach-pump  saved  her  life.

Musical  Success. 
Mr.  Joseph  Walsh,  of  Butler's  Medical  Hall,  Lower  Sack- 
ville  Street,  Dublin,  won  the  silver  medal  in  the  tenor  class 
at  the  ITeis  Ceoil  on  May  6.  Mr.  Walsh,  who  is  well  known 
for  his  musical  ability,  is  an  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  of  Ireland. 

Must  Give  Less  Medicine. 

The  Killarney  Guardians  have  been  informed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  that  the  cost  of  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  for  the  year  ended  March  3  L  was  considerably  in 
excess  of  that  in  similarly  classed  unions.  In  the  event  of  a 
recurrence  the  Local  Government  Board  stated  that  they 
would  refuse  recoupment  upon  the  excessive  expenditure. 
The  Chairman  said  that  in  medicine  alone  the  cost  was  140/. 
higher  than  Tralee.  The  Cierk  said  their  expenses  were 
500/  less  than  the  previous  year.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the 
Local  Government  Board  what  course  the  Guardians  were 
to  adopt  to  reduce  the  cost  of  medicines  in  hospital. 

Poisoning  Cases. 

A  young  farmer  died  last  week  at  Limavady  from  poison- 
ing with  strychnine,  self-administered. 

On  May  8,  a  three-year-old  child  of  Mr.  M.  J.  Harfy 
trainer,  of  Alston  House,  Croom,  co.  Limerick,  picked  up  a 
bottle  containing  embrccaticn,  and  crank  some  of  the  con- 
tents. The  mother  at  once  took  the  child  to  the  doctor,  but 
it  died  on  the  way. 
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The  Analyst's  Decision  to  be  Final. 

The  Strokestown  Guardians  have  been  written  to  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  relative  to  the  analyst's  report  on 
a  sample  of  liniment,  arid  they  asked  the  Guardians  to  inform 
the  contractor  that  when  a  drug  is  reported  by  the  analyst 
to  be  below  the  standard  the  contractor  must  replace  it.  In 
the  present  instance  four  months  elapsed  before  the  drug 
was  replaced.  The  contractor  was  also  to  be  reminded  that 
he  agreed  to  accept  the  analyst's  decision  as  final  and  con- 
clusive when  entering  into  the  contract. 

"Want  Irish  Soap. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Sligo  Board  of  Guardians  Mr. 
Jinks  objected  to  Lancashire  soap  being  used  in  the  work- 
house in  preference  to  an  Irish-made  soap,  and  he  moved 
that  the  resolution  giving  the  contract  to  an  English  firm 
be  rescinded.  After  some  discussion  the  Guardians  agreed 
to  rescind  the  contract,  and  to  advertise  for  Irish-made  soap. 

Local  Medicine  Preferred. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  (he  Boyle  Board  of  Guardians  the 
Local  Government  Board  wrote  asking  why  the  lowest  tender 
for  medicines,  &c  ,  was  not  accepted.  The  Clerk  said  that 
Mr.  Boyer&'s  tender  was  13  per  cent,  under  the  standard,  while 
a  Liverpool  fiim  tendered  at  20  percent,  c  ff .  The  Guardians, 
however,  gave  the  contract  to  Mr.  Boyers  to  avoid  sending 
for  medicines  to  Liverpool.  A  reply  in  these  terms  was  sent 
to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Contract  Cancelled. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Cavan  Board  of  Guardians  last  week 
a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  stating 
that  they  could  not  alter  the  decision  of  their  medical 
inspector,  which  led  to  the  cancelling  of  the  contract  of  Mr. 
Cole,  chemist,  Cavan,  for  the  supply  of  medicines.  The 
Guardians  then  considered  the  tenders,  and  that  of  Messrs. 
Hunt,  Dublin,  at  10  per  cent,  off,  being  the  lowest,  was 
accepted.

Dr.  Ninian  M.  Falkiner's  presidential  address  at  the  open- 
ing meeting  of  the  Section  of  State  Medicine  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Medicine  in  Ireland  on  "The  Registration  of 
Disease"  has  been  published  in  pamphlet  form  by  Mr.  John 
Falconer,  53  I'pper  Sackville  Street.

A  Chlorodyne-  drinker. 

On  May  8,  an  old  man  named  MArthur  was  sent  to  gaol 
for  two  months  at  Berth  for  fraud.  The  indictment  con- 
tained fifteen  different  charges,  nine  being  for  obtaining 
bottles  of  chlorodyne  from  a  chemist  in  Crieff  by  fraud. 

Cancer-investigation. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Caird,  a  Dundee  manufacturer,  has  offered  to  the 
directors  of  the  Dundee  Infirmary  to  erect  a  cancer-hospital 
at  a  cost  of  over  18  000Z ,  containing  six  wards  capable  of 
accommodating  from  ten  to  twenty  beds,  and  a  ward  for 
private  patients.  He  has  also  promised  to  guarantee  1,000/. 
a  year  for  five  years  for  a  laboratory  for  original  work  in 
cancer-research.    The  offers  have  been  gratefully  accepted. 

A  Question  of  Skill. 

Evidence  was  led  before  Sheriff  Henderson,  in  the 
Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court,  on  May  8,  in  an  action  raised  by 
Mrs.  Margaret  Lawrie,  or  Craik,  against  William  Edwards, 
surgeon  dentist,  61  Queen  Street,  "Edinburgh,  in  which  she 
claimed  KOI.  damages  for  injuries  said  to  have  been  sustained 
in  connection  with  a  dental  operation  conducted  by  defender. 
Eighteen  teeth  were  extracted  from  Mrs.  Lawrie's  mouth  by 
the  defender,  but  after  the  operation  the  pain  and  swelling 
in  the  gums  was  so  great  that  she  was  unable  to  use  the  new 
set  of  false  teeth  provided.    In  her  evidence  she  said  she 


took  five  splinters  of  bone  from  her  gums,  and  had  to  take 
opiates  to  relieve  the  pain.  She  was  practically  an  invalid 
for  some  months  after  the  operation.  A  dentist  who  was 
examined  said  in  his  opinion  there  had  been  negligence  in 
the  operation,  but  not  want  of  skill.  Several  dentists  deposed 
to  the  skill  of  defender,  and  the  Sheriff  reserved  judgment. 

Glasgow  Notes, 

It  is  understood  that  the  new  Trade  Association  will 
shortly  begin  business  in  earnest,  but  no  information  is  yet 
available  as  to  its  first  line  of  defence  or  offence. 

An  inspection  of  local  chemists'  windows  shows  that  there 
is  everywhere  a  marked  increase  in  the  proportion  of  packed 
goods  and  specialities  made  up  on  the  premises,  or  bearing 
the  occupier's  name  and  address. 

A  Glasgow  chemist  who  employs  female  assistants  says 
that  in  respect  of  cleanliness,  regularity,  honesty,  and 
reasonable  submissiveness  he  prefers  them  to  males,  but  in 
his  experience  they  do  not  learn  the  business  so  thoroughly 
because  they  expect  to  get  married  and  quit  it. 

In  the  "  Answers  to  Correspondents  "  column  of  a  local 
weekly  newspaper  the  genius  who  enlightens  the  world  with 
his  encyclopedic  knowledge  informs  an  inquiring  aspirant 
that  the  "  profession  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  is  an 
eminently  genteel  calling,  particularly  suited  to  ladies,  whose 
more  sympathetic  nature  and  manner  in  dealing  with  the 
sick  and  suffering  ought  to  make  them  more  popular  as- 
assistants  and  successful  in  the  business  than  men." 

Owing  to  the  continued  east  winds  and  lack  of  sunshine 
vegetation  is  very  backward  all  round  Glasgow.  The  catkins 
of  the  willow  and  hazel  are  still  abundant,  and  the  flowers- 
of  the  elm  and  ash  have  just  appeared.  There  is  an  abund- 
ance of  wood-anemone,  lesser  celandine,  wood-sorrel,  and 
primroses,  and  here  and  there  a  small  colony  of  male  or 
female  Mercurialis  perennis,  and  the  seedlings  of  such  sturdy 
umbellifers  as  bishop's  weed,  sweet  cicely,  and  cow-parsnip. 
But  even  the  exuberant  daisy  and  dandelion  are  in  arrears, 
and  the  woods  and  copses  are  comparatively  bare. 

Business  Change. 
Mr.  James  Freeland,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dunoon,  has 
moved  into  larger  premises  in  the  fashionable  Clyde  summer 
resort.  They  have  been  fitted  throughout  with  new  fittings 
in  excellent  taste.  An  important  attraction  is  a  compact 
soda-fountain,  one  of  the  first  to  be  introduced  at  the  northern 
seaside  places.  On  the  opening  day  free  drinks  were  dis- 
pensed at  the  fountain,  and  the  musically  inclined  were 
treated  to  selections  of  popular  music  on  the  gramophone. 

A  Miner's  Claim. 
In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  an  action  has  been 
raised  against  Dr.  William  Craig,  of  Cowdenheath,  by  a 
miner  named  Foy,  for  500/.  damages.  Foy  was  in  the 
employment  of  the  Fife  Colliery  Company  (Limited)  last 
summer,  during  which  time  a  deduction  was  made  from  his 
wages  for  the  services  of  the  defender.  In  May  last  his  wife 
gave  birth  to  a  child,  at  which  he  had  to  procure  the  services 
of  a  nurse,  and  when  defender  was  called  in  it  is  stated  that 
through  ignorance  or  neglect  he  did  not  discover  that  the 
child's  limbs  were  dislocated,  and  that  owing  to  the  sufferirg 
it  endured  the  child  died.  Defender  says  his  terms  of 
engagement  did  not  include  attendance  at  confinements, 
and  that  after  he  was  called  in  the  child  was  properly 
treated. 


French  mem 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  Question  of  Plague  Propagation.— At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  Professor  Proust 
read  a  paper  by  M.  Garnaleia,  of  Odessa,  regarding  the  pro- 
pagation of  plague  by  rats.  The  result  of  the  Russian 
scientist's  researches  is  that  plague  is  not  transmitted  from 
one  rat  to  another,  but  that  they  are  liable  to  taint  alimentary 
products,  such  as  rice  or  grain.  He  suggests  that  attention 
to  this  fact  may  be  an  important  factor  in  securing  immunity 
from  plague  for  Europe. 
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Mllb.  Cassive's  Massage. — The  well-known  actress,  Mile. 
Cassive,  has  been  sued  by  her  medical  adviser,  Dr.  Verdier,  for 
his  fees.  His  bill  included  157  visits,  massage  with  electricity 
(faradisation  and  galvanisation),  at  20 P.— 3,140 f.  Mile. 
Cassive  regarded  the  charges  as  excessive,  and  refused  to 
pay,  but  the  Court  held  "  that  the  fees  claimed  are  not  out  of 
proportion  with  the  state  of  fortune  of  the  patient,"  and 
awarded  the  full  amount. 

Poisoned  Paint  —It  is  reported  from  Avignon  that  a 
M.  Fernand  Robinet  has  just  died  in  that  town  under  some- 
what extraordinary  circumstances.  About  four  months  ago 
he  had  his  bedroom  painted  in  what  is  known  as  the  "  new 
art "  stjle,  and  his  death  is  attributed  to  arsenic-poisoning 
inhaled  from  the  paint.  It  was  only  when  the  symptoms  of 
poisoning  were  manifested  in  a  peremptory  manner  that  he 
was  treated  for  arsenical-poisoning,  but  it  was  too  late.  He 
succumbed  to  efforts  caused  by  vomiting  provoked  by  large 
doses  of  magnesia    The  police  have  taken  the  matter  up. 

The  Case  op  Danval,  the  convict  pharmacist,  who  was 
recently  pardoned,  has  given  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  interest 
and  some  discussion  in  pharmaceutical  circles  here.  As  a 
whole  pharmacists  are,  of  course,  glad  that  one  of  their 
calling  should,  to  some  extent  at  leas%  be  relieved  of  the 
stigma  of  having  poisoned  his  wife,  but  Professor  Carles,  of 
Bordeaux,  has  voiced  the  views  of  our  experienced  and  hard- 
thinking  men  here  in  saying  that  a  good  many  people  are  of 
opinion  that  the  first  steps  taken  in  this  matter  by  some  of 
our  French  scientists  were  not  happy,  and  that  they  would 
have  gained  in  authority  and  respect  in  confining  themselves 
to  their  laboratories  and  academies,  in  showing  a  little  more 
circumspection  in  newspaper  interviews,  and  a  less  noisy 
propaganda  with  a  public  incompetent  to  understand  their 
scientific  arguments. 

Minimising  Dispensing  Risks  — A  death  was  caused 
last  year  at  the  Laribois;ere  Hospital,  Paris,  through  a  nurse 
giving  a  patient  a  dese  of  poison  instead  of  the  remedy 
prescribed  by  the  doctor.  The  mistake  arose  from  the  fact 
that  the  labels  on  some  of  the  jars  in  the  hospital  dispensary 
had  become  partly  obliterated.  In  order  to  minimise  as  far 
as  possible  the  risk  of  such  fatal  errors  M.  Monrier,  Director 
of  the  Assistance  Pablique,  has  decided  that  in  future  all 
poisonous  substances  used  in  the  various  Paris  hospitals  shall 
be  kept  in  special  receptacles,  impossible  to  be  confused  with 
ordinary  bottles  and  jars  containing  non-poisonous  substances. 
These  new  receptacles  are  now  being  tried  at  the  Lariboisiere 
Hospital.  They  take  the  form  of  glacs  bottles  for  quantities 
of  15  grammes  to  a  litre,  and  jugs  or  jars  for  larger 
quantities.  They  are  triangular  in  form,  and  the  bottles 
will  be  of  yellow  glass,  with  two  sides  fluted.  In  this  way 
it  is  hoped  that  confusion  will  in  future  become  impossible, 
and  the  risk  of  dispensing  errors  therefore  greatly  mini- 
mised. 


Hmertcan  motes. 


To  Reduce  Cost  op  Sulphur. — The  claim  is  made  by 
Mr.  John  S.  Fleming-,  Vice-President  of  the  Uoited  States 
Sulphur  Reduction  Company  that  by  a  process  which  will  be 
used  by  the  company  the  cost  of  sulphur  will  be  reduced  by 
one-half.  The  company  will  manufacture  sulphur  from  iron 
pyrites. 

No  Intention  to  Violate. — The  prosecution  instituted 
by  the  Philadelphia  Pharmaceutical  Board  against  John 
Wanamaker,  the  well-known  dry-good3  store  magnate,  for 
having  violated  the  "poison  laws,"  by  the  sale  of  a  poison, 
without  the  necessary  regulations,  has  fallen  through.  This 
prosecution  was  based  on  the  alleged  act  of  a  salesman  at 
Wanamaker's  store  in  selling  the  Board's  local  agent  an 
ounce  of  corrosive  sublimate,  in  the  photographic  department, 
without  obtaining  the  name  and  address  of  the  buyer  or 
askiDg  for  what  use  it  was  intended,  also  that  it  did  not  bear 
a  poison  label.  The  Magistrate  dismissed  the  case  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  had  been  no  intention  to  violate  the 
law  regarding  the  sales  of  poisons. 

American  Pharmaceutical  Association — The  semi- 
centennial meetiog  of  this  body  will  bs  held  at  Pniladelphia 
in  the  week  beginning  September  8.  The  convention  which 
formulated  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  adopted  the 


present  name  of  the  Association  was  held  in  a  ball  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  Zane  Street,  on  October 
6  and  7, 1852.  It  is  anticipated  that,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
golden  jubilee  all  of  the  living  ex-Presidents  of  the  Associa-

"improvements  in  nitrocellulose  compounds  for  various 
useful  purposes."  There  is  also  a  requisition  for  "an 
automatic  washing  and  developing  machine  for  photo  plates 
and  prints  "  by  Harry  Alexander  Alston,  of  Cdpa  Town. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  S.  C.  Sivertsen,  of  Observatory, 
Cape  Colony,  has  purchased  the  businesses  canied  on  in 
Mowbray  and  vicinity  under  the  style  of  Godfrey  &  Co.  It 
is  understood  that  the  Mowbray  shop  will  be  entirely 
refitted. — Messrs.  Cameron  &  Hamilton,  chemists,  Sir  Lowry 
Road,  Cape  Town  and  Salt  River,  have  purchased  the  entire 
block  of  buildings  at  Observatory,  Cape  Town,  wherein  they 
had  leased  and  were  fittirg  a  pharmacy.  The  deal  is  one  of 
the  biggest  conducted  here  by  a  retail  firm. 

Natal  Excise-duty  on  Spirit. — With  further  reference 
to  the  article  on  metbylation  in  Natal  (see  C.  ,f  I).,  April  19, 
page  616),  the  Excise-duty  on  spirit  made  in  the  colony  has 
been  fixed  at  7*.  6d.  per  gal.  There  is  to  be  a  rebate  of 
duty  on  rectified  spirit  of  wine  made  from  spirit  distilled 
in  the  colony,  and  used  by  chemists  and  druggists  in 
the  preparation  of  medicines,  perfumery,  and  non-potable 
articles.  Methylated  spirit  mads  from  colonial  spirit,  and 
wine  made  in  Natal  under  a  licence,  are  exempt  from  duty. 

No  Loyalty,  no  Licence. —  A  sagacious  scribe  on  a. 
Cape  weekly  thinks  "it  would  be  an  exceedingly  wise 
thing  to  do  with  rebel  doctors,  chemists,  and  dentists, 
whether  British  or  foreign,  what  has  already  been  done  in 
the  cases  of  two  rebel  attorneys,  and  that  is  to  hive  their 
licences  to  practise  permanently  withdrawn,  and  their  names 
removed  from  the  register."  The  mischief  some  of  these 
fellows  are  reported  to  have  caused  is  very  dreadful,  the 
writer  states,  and  he  is  convinced  that  loyal  subjects  could 
not  possibly  object  to  that  procedure  on  the  part  of  tho 
executive. 

Nothing  Lacking. — In  the  course  of  a  descriptive  visit 
to  the  canvas  town  of  Zeildorp,  a  writer  in  the  Sloemfonteih- 
Pod,  where  the  refugees  are  sheltered,  states  that  the  dis- 
pensary was  visited,  in  which  there  was  nothing  lacking  for 
the  latest  improved  treatment.  "  We  do  not  allow  our  drugs 
to  get  stale  ;  that  is  the  reason  why  we  don't  get  the  largest- 
sized  bo' ties,"  said  Dr.  Laurence.  "Fresh  consignments  are 
constantly  arriving,  for  we  only  keep  enough  stock  for  our 
immediate  reeds.  And  there  is  no  limit  as  to  expense, 
either.  This  drug" — lifting  a20-oz.  bottle — "  is  18s.  a  pound, 
and  we  can  use  half-a-pound  a  day  if  we  like.  As  for  medical 
comforts,  well,  if  any  patient  does  not  get  sufficient  I  have 
only  myself  to  blame,  for  the  Government  gives  me  an  abso- 
lutely free  hand  in  the  matter." 
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The  Merchandise-mark  Act  (Cape  Colony)  is  a  model 
of  what  an  Act  of  Parliament  should  be  in  its  way,  but  it  is 
peihaps  unfortunate  that  its  provisions  are  rarely  if  ever 
enforced.  For  example.  Clause  2  provides  that  the  expression 
'  trade-mark"  means  a  trade-mvrk  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  Cape  Act,  or  without  registration  if  such  mark  is 
protected  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  any  British  possession 
or  foreign  State;  while  the  expression  "  trade-description " 
means  any  description,  statement,  or  other  indication,  direct 
or  indirect  (a)  as  to  the  number,  quantity,  measure,  gauge, 
or  weight  of  any  goods,  or  (//)  as  to  the  place  cr  country  in 
which  any  goods  were  made  or  produced.  This  last  clause 
(7')  particularly  applies  to  all  packed  pharmaceutical  goods 
imported  into  the  country  ready  for  delivery  to  the  public, 
but  is  more  honoured  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance. 

In  the  Orange  River  Colony. — By  a  proclamation  in 
the  "  Gazett3,"  it  is  enacted  that  from  April  17  no  person  not 
already  practising  ia  the  Orange  River  Colony  shall  be 
entitled  to  practise  as  a  physician,  surgeon,  dentist,  chemist, 
or  druggist  unless  duly  registered  in  the  Colony.  The 
certificate  of  registration  will  be  issued  on  production  of  the 
diploma,  accompanied,  if  required,  by  a  sworn  declaration 
;u  to  its  authenticity  and  the  identity  of  the  applicant. 
Those  entitled  to  a  certificate  must  be  either  persons  entitled 
to  practise  iu  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  or,  the  holders  of  a 
foreign  diploma  from  a  country  which  grants  to  British 
practitioners  equal  privileges.  This  is  the  official  announce- 
ment of  the  extension  to  the  Orange  River  Colony  of  the 
provisions  for  the  regulation  of  medicine  and  pharmacy 
already  in  vogue  in  the  Transvaal. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

A  general  meetixg  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Hofmeyr's 
<Jhumb,'rs,  Ca,je  Town,  on  April  17,  the  President  (Mr.  Geo. 
Darroll)  in  the  chair.  The  attendance  was  rather  small,  but 
among  those  present  were  the  Vice-President  of  the  Society 
(Mr.  F.  W.  C.  Thomas,  member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy 
Board),  Messrs.  Geo.  Hamilton,  H  S.  Smiles,  Alex.  Cameron, 
IL.  M^ness  Elgar,  and  the  Secretary.  Mr.  A.  J.  Rivett,  resi- 
dent director  of  Lennon  (Limited),  was  represented  by  proxy. 

Before  the  business  of  the  meeting  was  proceeded  with 
the  President  referred  to  the  great  loss  South  Africa  and  the 
whole  Empire  had  sustained  through  the  death  of  Cecil 
J  -hn  H  nodes,  and  a  vote  of  sympathy  was  passed  and  recorded, 
all  members  standing  with  bowed  heads. 

Various  Matters. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  general  meeting  were  then  read 
and  confirmed.  The  Benevolent  Fund  amounts  to  37/.  15s., 
and  officers  to  administer  same  were  appointed,  consisting  of 
the  President  in  office  as  Chairman,  and  the  Treasurer,  while 
the  provisional  members  of  the  committee  are  Messrs.  S. 
Johnson  (Lennon,  Limited)  andE.  L.  Rilling.  The  Secretary 
intimated  the  receipt  of  von  Herkomer's  portrait  of  Dr.  John 
Attfield,  presented  to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Francis  Oldfield,  of 
Wcverley,  near  Bloemfontein,  O  R  C.  Mr.  Thomas  asked  that 
the  picture  be  framed  and  hung  at  his  expense. 

A  communication  from  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  relative  to  the  Martindale  memorial  was  read,  ar.d 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  thank  the  Editor  for  the 
particulars  extended,  which  were  fully  appreciated. 

Arrangements  to  hold  a  chemists'  dinner  were  placed  in 
(he  hands  of  a  committee,  and  the  function  will  take  place 
at  an  early  date. 

Unstamped  Proprietary  Medicines. 
The  question  of  the  continued  exportation  to  South  Africa 
of  certain  British  propi  ktary  medicines  stamped  was  brought 
up  on  a  motion  of  the  President,  who  had  been  pressed  by  a 
section  of  the  trade  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  he  handled 
it  at  some  length.  A  member  stated  that  a  certain  British 
proprietary  medicine  went  out  to  New  Zealand  unstamped, 
but  the  proprietors  refused  to  export  to  South  Africa  in  the 
same  manner.  This  occasioned  various  caustic  comments, 
but  it  was  decided  that  it  was  a  matter  to  be  dealt  with  by 
South  Africa  as  a  whole,  and  therefore  the  other  trade 
organisations  would  require  to  be  approached.  Correspond- 
ence with  the  Eastern  Province  Association,  the  Natal, 
Transvaal,  and  Rhodesia  Societies  is  to  be  initiated  accord- 
ingly. 


New  Members.

U  Iboapital  SMspensarp. 


WE  recently  had  an  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  dis- 
pensary of  the  Mount  Vernon  Consumption  Hospital 
at  Hampstead.  The  hospital  is  a  rectangular  building,  with 
a  frontage  of  about  170  feet,  the  main  entrance  being  in 
the  centre.  The  principal  staircases  are  just  inside  the 
entrance,  and  a  wide  corridor  runs  from  end  to  end  with 
room?  arranged  on  either  side.  The  ground-floor  contains 
the  administration-offices,  whilst  the  out-patients'  depart- 
ment and  the  dispensary  are  situated  in  the  basement.  It 
must  not  be  inferred  from  its  situation  that  the  dispensary 
is  small  and  dark ;  on  the  contrary,  for  size  and  convenience 
few  dispensaries  can  compare  with  it  in  comparison  with 
the  size  of  the  hospital.  There  are  100  in-patients,  but  a 
much  larger  number  of  out-patients,  some  4,699  new  out- 
patients being  treated  last  year.  The  dispenser  is  Miss 
Hilda  Rosenthal,  who  holds  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
certificate.  Miss  Rosenthal,  who  has  held  the  post  of  dis- 
penser for  two  years,  was  trained  at  the  Manchester  College 
of  Pharmacy,  and  at  the  time  of  our  visit  was  filling  the 
medicine-basket  for  the  in-patients.  The  prescriptions  are 
on  large  folio  sheets,  and  contain  a  chart  showing  the  extent 
of  the  lung-mischief.  As  may  be  expected,  the  tonic-syrups 
are  much  in  evidence,  but  the  variety  of  drugs  in  use  is  by 
no  means  limited.  Chinosol  in  pill  form  is  one  of  the 
newer  medicaments  which  is  being  tried  at  present.  Tne 
dispensary  is  shelved  on  all  four  sides,  except  where  poison 
and  alkaloid  cupboards  and  the  out-patients'  window  are, 
and  the  drugs  are  arranged  in  gold-labelled  bottles  in 
classes.  A  table  in  the  centre  is  brightened  by  vases  of 
flowers — a  sore  sign  that  a  laily  dispenser  is  employed — and 
a  general  tidiness,  which  mere  man  cannot  hope  to  success- 
fully imitate,  prevails.  Cod-liver  oil,  which  is  supplied  to 
nearly  all  the  patients,  is  kept  in  a  large  iron  drum,  fitted 
with  a  tap,  and  has  frequently  to  be  replenished.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  open-air  treatment  is  being 
extended,  as  many  as  forty  patients  sleeping  in  the  open 
air.  The  use  of  paper  handkerchiefs  is  now  being  restricted 
by  the  more  general  use  of  Dettweiler's  sputum-flasks.  The 
sputum  is  burnt  and  the  flasks  sterilised  each  night,  and  a 
steam  disinfector  is  used  to  render  all  clothing  innocuous 
before  it  is  sent  to  the  laundry. 

An  anonymous  supporter  of  the  hospital  ha?  recently 
given  100,000/.  to  provide  and  partially  endow  a  country 
branch  and  convalescent  home,  and  the  foundation  of  the 
new  hospital  at  Northwood,  Middlesex,  was  laid  by  Princess 
Christian  on  May  13. 


NEWCASTLE  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

A  special  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  the 
evening  of  May  7,  to  consider  the  question  of  a  compulsory 
curiiculura  and  division  of  the  Minor  examination.  Mr. 
Robert  Wright,  President,  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  F.  R. 
Dudderidge  opeced  the  discussion,  and  advocated  the 
division  of  the  Minor,  but  was  opposed  to  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  The  President,  Messrs.  B.  Noble,  T.  Maltby 
Clague,  E  Bennison,  Gibson,  and  Gilderdale  having  spoken, 
the  following  resolution  was  carried  by  a  large  majority : — 

Thai  thia  Association  supports  any  well-devised  scheme  for  the 
division  of  the  Minor  which  will  allow  candidates  to  pass  the 
subjects  separately. 

Mr.  Bennison  next  spoke  strongly  in  favour  of  a  compulsory 
curriculum,  but  had  not  the  sympathy  of  the  meeting,  the 
following  being  carried  :  — 

That  this  Association  i3  not  prepared  to  pas3  an  opinion  on  the 
subject. 

Delegates  were  appointed  to  represent  the  Association  at 
the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Dundee,  and  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Federation,  which  will  be  held  at  the 
same  time  and  place. 
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COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mouut  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  May  7,  Mr.  George  D.  Beggs  (President)  in 
the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  John  I.  Bernard 
(Vice-President),  Patrick  Kelly,  T.  Batt,  J.  E.  Connor  (Newry), 
T.  N.  Moffitt  (Belfast),  George  Brown,  R.  Blair  (Cork),  T.  H. 
Edgar,  J.  Smith,  R.  Simpson,  Vincent  Johnston,  and  Pro- 
fessor Tichborne. 

Compounding  in  Institutions. 
Replies  were  read  from  several  institutions  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  the  Council's  memorandum  on  the  subject  of 
compounding  by  unqualified  persons,  and  the  sale  of  poisonous 
medicines  and  liniments  in  improper  bottles.  The  Managing 
Committee  of  the  Meath  Hospital  forwarded  a  copy  of  a 
resolution  which  they  had  passed  stating  that  they 

recognised  the  importance  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the 
memorandum,  and  were  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  safeguard- 
ing the  public  in  the  dispensing  of  poisons ;  that  they  had  long 
since  taken  ample  precautions  in  the  matter  ;  and  that  they  would 
gladly  afford  any  members  of  the  Council  who  visited  the  hospital 
an  opportunity  of  satisfying  themselves  that  that  was  so. 

A  letter  from  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Belfast,  stated 
that  in  that  hospital  all  the  medicines  were  dispensed  by 
duly  qualified  licentiates  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
that  poisons  and  liniments  were  only  supplied  in  bottles  in- 
tended for  the  purpose. 

A  letter  from  Steevens'  Hospital,  Dublin,  stated  that  the 
subjects  dealt  with  in  the  memorandum  should  have  the 
attention  of  the  Governors  of  the  hospital. 

The  reply  of  the  Secretary  of  Jervis  Street  Hospital  said  : — 

I  am  directed  to  thank  your  Society,  and  to  say  that  the  recom- 
mendations contained  therein  have  been  already  acted  on  in  this 
hospital. 

The  reply  of  the  Royal  City  of  Dublin  Hospital,  Baggot 
Street,  stated  that  Mr.  Wells,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  was 
in  charge  of  the  compDunding  department  of  the  hospital, 
and  that  the  necessary  steps  bad  been  taken  with  regard  to 
the  supplying  of  poisonous  liniments  in  proper  bottles  both 
in  the  hospital  and  in  the  dispensaries. 

A  letter  from  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Incurables  stated  that 
the  Resident  Medical  Officer  of  that  institution  was  a  fully- 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  that  under  no  circumstances 
were  nurses  allowed  access  to  the  dispensary  except  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  medicines  recently  compounded,  and 
that  there  were  no  students  in  the  general  hospital. 

The  reply  from  the  Incorporated  Dental  Hospital  stated 
that  the  memorandum  had  been  laid  before  the  Governors 
and  duly  noted. 

The  letter  from  the  Richmond,  Whitworth,  and  Hardwicke 
Hospitals  stated  that  the  memorandum  would  receive  the 
best  attention  of  the  Governors. 

The  President  :  We  have  done  our  duty  and  there  is 
nothing  more  to  be  said. 

The  Vice-President  :  We  ought  to  pass  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Editor  of  the  Freeman's  Journal  for  the  very  able 
article  which  he  published  on  the  subject.  The  Council,  I 
am  sure,  feel  that  the  Freeman  has  done  its  duty  even 
though  it  has  not  induced  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  do 
theirs. 

The  article  referred  to  was  read  by  the  Registrar  for  the 
information  of  members  of  Council  who  had  not  seen  it 

The  Vice-President  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Editor  of  the  Freeman,  and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  the 
President  and  passed  unanimously. 

Education  in  Cork. 

Iq  reference  to  an  application  of  Mr.  E.  A.  O'Keeffe,  Head 
Science  Master  of  the  Crawford  Municipal  Technical  Insti- 
tute, Cork,  for  the  recognition  by  the  Council  of  the  botany 
class  of  that  institution, 

Mr.  Blair  said  it  was  not  yet  possible  to  start  a  class  for 
materia  medico  in  the  Institute,  but  he  would  be  very  glad 
if  the  Council  would  recognise  the  botany  class.  The  master 
of  the  class  was  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  of  Queen's 
College,  Cork,  and  was  very  highly  qualified. 


The  Vice-President  :  What  provision  is  there  for  instruc- 
tion in  materia  medica  ? 

Mr.  Blair  :  At  present  it  is  done  in  the  College. 

The  Vice-President  :  Do  we  accept  their  certificates  1 

Mr.  Blair:  Yes. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Blair,  seconded  by  the  Vice- 
President,  the  application  of  the  Crawford  Institute  was 
granted. 

A  donation  was  received  and  acknowledged  from  the 
Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland,  of  a  copy  of  their  register. 

Reports  from  the  Examiners 

showed  that  at  the  recent  Preliminary  examination  there 
were  31  candidates,  of  whom  16  passed  ;  that  at  the  examina- 
tion for  the  Licence,  23  candidates  presented  themselves,  of 
whom  9  passed  ;  that  at  the  Registered  Druggists'  examina- 
tion 1  candidate  presented  himself  in  Dublin  and  8  in  Belfast, 
of  whom  3  failed  ;  and  that  at  the  Assistants'  examination,  4 
candidates  came  up,  of  whom  3  passed. 

A  report  was  read  from  the  special  committee  which  had 
been  appointed  to  confer  with  the  examiners  on  the  proposed 
alterations  in  the  conduct  of  the  examinations.  After  a  dis- 
cussion on  this,  in  which  the  President,  the  Vice- 
President,  Professor  Tichborne,  and  other  members  took 
part,  the  following  decisions  were  arrived  at : — 

As  to  the  Preliminary  examination — that  it  shall  in  future  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  and  following  day  in  Jan.uary,  April, 
July,  and  October,  commencing  at  11  A  M. ;  that  both  examiners 
shall  be  present  during  the  two  days ;  that  the  first  day  shall  be 
devoted  to  papers,  and  the  second  to  the  oral  examination,  un- 
finished papers  to  be  disposed  of  on  the  second  day  ;  that  the 
examiners  shall,  for  their  own  guidance  and  for  the  information  of 
the  Council,  draw  up  a  time-table  showing  the  time  allowed  for 
each  subject ;  and  that  a  fee  of  11.  Is.  be  allowed  to  each  examiner 
for  his  second  day's  work. 

The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  an  addition  to  the 
regulations  to  the  effect  that  the  minimum  percentage  of 
marks  should  be  required  in  all  the  sub-divisions.  At 
present  in  the  Latin  examination  the  minimum  percentage 
was  20,  given  for  both  translation  and  -grammar  combined, 
the  result  of  which  was  that  a  candidate  might  get  through 
whose  knowledge  of  grammar  was  very  defective.  The 
effect  of  the  amended  regulation  would  be  that  the  can- 
didate would  have  to  get  at  least  20  per  cent,  in  both 
translation  and  grammar. 

The  President's  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  President  said,  as  to  the  Licence  examination,  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  examiners  was  that  the  first  day 
(Wednesday)  should  be  exclusively  occupied  with  papers,  all 
of  which  should  be  given  in  on  that  day.  This  would 
prevent  candidates  engaged  in  writing  answers  to  papers 
being  taken  away  from  that  work  to  answer  oral  questions. 
Half  of  the  following  Thursday  should  bs  taken  up  with 
practical  chemistry,  and  the  other  half  with  practical  phar- 
macy. The  whole  of  Friday  should  be  given  to  Oral 
examination  in  all  the  subjects. 

These  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  a  further 
resolution  was  passed  appointing  the  examiners  to  act  as 
inspectors  on  the  first  day,  when  papers  are  to  be  handed 
in. 

An  Irish  Pharmacy  Degree. 

The  Vice-President  brought  forward  amotion  asking  the 
Council  to  "consider  the  advisability  of  applying  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  University  Education  in  Ireland  to 
provide  a  university  degree  in  science  for  Irish  pharmacists." 
This,  Mr.  Bernard  said,  was  a  suggestion  from  Dr. 
Mc Walter  to  meet  a  want  which  had  been  long  felt.  Here- 
tofore, when  licentiates  completed  their  examinations,  they 
did  not  go  any  farther.  The  object  of  the  proposed  degree 
was  to  induce  them  to  seek  higher  qualifications  so  as  to 
enable  them  to  secure  Local  Government  Board  appoint- 
ments. The  Vice-President  read  a  long  letter  from  Dr. 
Mc  Walter,  setting  forth  the  grounds  on  which  he  maintained 
that  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  degree  was  desirable. 
It  would  tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  qualification  of  the 
whole  body  of  pharmaceutical  licentiates.  The  letter 
pointed  out  that  such  degrees  were  given  cn  the  Con- 
tinent. 

The  President  seconded  the  motion.  They  might  not  at 
first  have  a  large  number  of  licentiates  looking  for  the 
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degree,  but  still  it  would  be  a  stimulus  to  aspiriDg  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  to  pursue  their  studies. 

Professor  TlCHBORNE  said  that  two  years  ago  he  proposed 
the  estiblishnunt  of  a  kind  of  fellowship  or  second  grade 
for  the  purpose  of  inducing  the  licentiates  to  pursue  higher 
studies  in  order  to  batter  their  position.  He  knew  at  the 
time  that  he  was  not  going  to  succeed  with  the  motion 
because  of  a  feeling  amongst  some  members  that  they  would 
not  like  to  have  a  superior  grade  lording  it  over  them.  He 
pressed  the  motion,  however,  and  was  very  decidedly  beaten. 
They  were  now  asked  to  do  the  very  same  thing.  He  was 
not  goiDg  to  oppose  the  present  motion  because  he  should 
be  sorry  to  oppose  anything  that  appeared  like  progress  ;  but 
they  &hould  remember  that  no  university  would  give  any 
degree  to  a  person  who  was  not  one  of  its  own  graduates  ; 
and  even  if  it  did  offer  such  a  degree  as  that  sought  to  be 
established  it  would  be  open  to  any  graduate  of  the  univer- 
sity. It  was  not  likely  that  it  would  be  made  a  sine  qua 
iwn  that  the  person  coming  up  for  it  should  be  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  They  might  now  pass  a  re-olution  to  the 
effect  that  some  such  degree  was  desirable. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  could  not  see  that  there 
would  be  any  harm  in  asking  for  the  establishment  of  such 
a  degree  as  that  suggested.  He  did  not  believe  that  there 
would  be  any  jealousy  on  the  part  of  ordinary  licentiates 
towards  the  holders  of  it.  At  present  under  their  Acts  of 
Parliament  the  Society  could  only  give  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist's  licence.  He  thought  the  Society  had  been  too 
much  out  of  the  public  gaze  except  in  the  matter  of  prose- 
cutions. Besides,  there  were  positions  held  by  foreigners 
which  licentiates  of  the  Society  should  seek  to  obtain. 

Mr.  KELLY  said  he  was  not  present  when  Professor  Tich- 
borne  brought  forward  the  proposal  which  he  had  mentioned. 
If  he  had  been  he  would  have  supported  it.  No  one  desired 
to  see  pharmacy  going  ahead  more  than  he  did.  But  they 
should  remember  that  the  licentiate  would  have  to  graduate 
in  the  university  from  which  he  sought  the  degree ;  and  the 
obtaining  of  B  A.  in  the  Koyal  University  meant  a  great  deal 
of  hard  study  and  the  expenditure  of  much  money.  In 
Germany  and  elsewhere  on  the  Continent  education  was 
much  cheaper  than  it  was  in  Ireland.  The  Council  might 
refer  the  mat'er  to  a  committee. 

On  the  motion  of  Professor  Tichborne  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  was  postponed  for  a  month.

Alcohol  in  the  Developer 

is  scarcely  a  new  idea.  It  was  used  in  the  early  days  of 
dry-plate  photography,  with  the  idea  of  preserving  the 
pyrogallol  developer,  and  was  abandoned  because  it  was 
found  to  be  unnecessary.  It  is,  however,  proposed  by  Dr. 
Hauberrisser,  in  the  Photogram,  to  use  alcohol  in  the 
developer  as  a  hardener,  and  the  following  formula  is 
suggested : — ■ 

Sodium  sulphite      ...    83  gr. 

Amidol         ...       ...       ...       ...     8  gr, 

Water   3&  cz. 

Alcohol  (96-per  cent.)    3j  oz. 

The  alcohol  is  added  after  the  amidol  and  sulphite  have 
completely  dissolved.  The  developer  may  find  uses  under 
certain  conditiors,  but  the  cost  of  the  alcohol  is  prohibitive 
in  this  country,  and  the  volatile  nature  of  the  solvent  is  a 
disadvantage  in  hot  climates. 

Ensign  Developers. 

Chemists  will  have  noticed  that  Messsrs.  G.  Houghton  k 
Sons,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  have  placed  on  the  market  a 
series  of  "  Eosign  "  photographic  specialities.  The  latest 
additions  are  developing  cartridges  and  toning  and  fixing 
cartridges.  The  two-tube  system  has  been  adopted  in  the 
case  of  the  developer,  the  smaller  tube  contains  the  metol 
and  quinol  ;  and  in  the  toning  and  fixing  cartridge  a  tiny 
inner  tube  contains  the  gold  salt.  This  method  of  packing 
has  the  advantage  of  stability  and  the  "  Ensign "  goods 
being  also  attractively  labelled  should  sell  well.  The 
developers  are  sold  in  boxes  of  half-a-dozen  cartridges,  or 
boxes  containing  a  set  of  developing,  toning  and  fixing 
chemicals  sell  at  Is.

AT  the  Woolwich  Union  Rjlief  Offices  on  Friday,  May  9,  Mr- 
E.  Negus  Wocd  (Deputy  Coroner)  concluded  the  inquts", 
with  reference  to  the  death  of  Dr.  George  Ingledew,  aged 
53yeais,  19  Nightingale  Vale,  Woolwich.  At  the  previous 
sitting  (see  C.  <£  D  ,  April  26,  page  652)  Dr.  Fuller  expressed 
the  belief  that  death  was  due  to  shock,  but  the  relatives 
suggested  that  deceased  had  been  given  strychnine  instead 
of  morphine,  and  the  inquiry  was  adjourned  to  ascertain  if 
that  was  so. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Back,  s>licitor,  now  appeared  for  Mr.  Gold- 
thorpe,  chemist  and  druggist,  Plums'ead,  from  whose  shop 
the  morphine  had  been  obtained. 

John  Morley,  the  deceased's  messenger-boy,  gave  evidence 
as  to  being  sent  on  the  night  of  April  14  by  Dr.  Ingledew 
to  Mr.  Goldthorpe's  shop  with  a  note  and  a  shilling,  and 
getting  a  white  packet  from  the  assistant. 

Mr.  Patrick  Oavanagh  stated  that  he  had  been  in  Mr. 
Goldthorpe's  employ  about  a  fortnight  on  April  14,  and  had 
been  about  a  week  at  the  Herbert  Road  shop.  "  When  the 
lad  brought  the  note  to  me,"  he  said,  "  I  took  it  round  the 
counter  and  asked  the  manager  if  it  was  wrong  or  right  to 
serve  the  lad.  Mr.  Ingham  said,  'Yes,  it  is  all  right;  Dr. 
Ingledew  often  buys  morphia  here,'  and  he  told  me  where 
the  morphia  was  kept." 

The  Coroner  :  Are  you  sure  you  did  not  give  strychnine  ? 

The  Witness  :  Positive,  for  I  have  never  served  strychnine 
in  that  shop. 

The  Coroner :  Do  you  know  the  difference  between 
strychnine  and  morphia,  or  not  ? 

The  Witness  :  Oh,  yes  ;  I  know  the  difference  distinctly. 

The  Coroner :  Was  there  any  date  or  signature  on  the 
order  1 

The  Witness :  No  date,  but  it  had  Dr.  Ingledew's  initials. 

By  Mr.  Beck:  He  had  not  served  any  poisons  before  to 
anyone,  nor  did  he  know  where  they  were  kept.  On  this 
occasion  Mr.  Ingham  told  him  which  was  the  poison-cup- 
board, and  told  him  that  the  morphine  was  kept  two  shelves 
from  the  bottom.  He  weighed  1  dr.,  according  to  the  order. 
Never  having  been  to  the  cupboard  before,  he  had  to  look 
carefully  for  the  bottle.  It  was  labelled  "  Morphinre 
hydrochlor." 

By  the  Coroner:  The  strychnine  and  morphine  bottles 
were  quite  dissimilar  in  appearance.  He  had  over  three 
years'  experience  at  the  trade. 

Mr.  John  Bertram  Ingham,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager 
of  Mr.  Goldthorpe's  shop,  160  Herbert  Road,  Plumstead, 
deposed  to  authorising  the  sale  of  morphine,  which  was  not 
entered  in  the  poison-book  because  the  order  came  from 
a  medical  man.    Nor  was  the  order  kept. 

The  Coroner  :  You  should  have  kept  it,  and  I  do  not  agree 
with  you  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  do  so. 

A  long  discussion  here  followed  between  the  Coroner,  Mr. 
Beck,  and  the  witness  whether  initials  were  a  legal  signa- 
ture, the  Coroner  adding  that  they  had  only  the  bare  state- 
ment that  even  initials  were  there. 

Continuing  his  evidence,  Mr.  Ingham  said  that  during  the 
last  twelve  or  fourteen  months  he  had  received  a  similar 
order  from  Dr.  Ingledew  about  every  ten  days  or  a  fortnight 
for  morphine.  None  of  the  orders  were  kept.  He  would  not 
have  accepted  such  an  order  from  a  stranger. 

Mrs.  Mary  Catherine  Ingledew,  widow  of  deceased,  said 
she  saw  the  boy  Morley  bring  back  the  white  packet  with  a 
yellow  poison-label  on  it.  The  deceased  put  the  packet  into 
his  pocket,  but  later  gave  it  to  Mr.  Thomas,  his  assistant,  to 
make  up.  The  powder  looked  a  dirty  white,  and  wa9  not  a 
perfect  powder  ;  it  seemed  imperfectly  crushed.  It  was  put 
in  a  12-oz.  bottle,  and  only  water  ad  Jed.  Deceased  did  not 
take  any  that  night,  but  about  11.30  the  next  day  she  found 
him  sitting  in  his  armchair,  and  he  said,  "  That  man  has  sent 
me  strychnine  instead  of  morphia;  go  and  get  me  some 
morphia."  The  bottle  was  then  on  the  shelf,  but  some  was 
gone  out  of  it.  The  remainder  was  turned  into  a  basin,  and 
some  morphine  fetched  in  the  bottle.  She  at  once  sent  for 
Dr.  Fuller,  but  the  deceased  was  seized  with  spasms,  and  his 
arm  became  as  hard  as  iron,  his  face  rigid,  and  he  died  very 
shortly  after. 

By  Mr.  Beck:  He  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  morphine 


every  few  days,  and  sent  the  boy  for  some,  as  he  had  used 
all  he  had.  She  did  not  believe  he  had  any  strychnine  in 
his  surgery.  Mr.  Thomas,  the  deceased's  dispenser,  always 
made  up  this  mixture  for  the  deceased,  and  when  he  went  to 
do  so  on  this  occasion  he  said,  "  This  looks  very  inferior  stuff." 

The  Coroner  :  Have  you  anything  else  to  add  1 

The  Witness  :  I  would  like  to  know  of  Mr.  Ingham  how 
many  shelves  there  are  in  the  cupboard,  and  was  the  bottom 
reckoned  by  Mr.  Cavanagh  as  a  shelf;  and,  again,  where  was 
the  strychnine  kept  ? 

Mr.  Ingham  :  There  are  five  shelves,  and  the  strychnine 
would  be  on  the  bottom  one  and  the  morphia  on  the  second. 

Mrs.  Ingledew  :  From  the  contradictory  evidence  they  do 
not  seem  to  know  where  anything  is  kept. 

The  Coroner  :  You  must  not  say  that. 

Dr.  Fuller  (recalled)  said  that  the  story  of  the  spasm3  he 
first  heard  that  day.  He  now  thought  death  was  caused  by 
strychnine. 

Mr.  Thomas  was  then  called,  and  said  that  though  he 
acted  as  the  deceased's  dispenser  or  assistant  he  was  not 
acquainted  with  drugs,  and  did  not  know  the  difference 
between  strychnine  and  morphine. 

The  Coroner :  How  on  earth,  then,  do  you  make  up  the 
drugs  ? 

Tne  Witness  :  I  worked  only  by  the  labels  on  the  bottles. 

The  Coroner  :  I  do  not  think  I  would  like  you  to  make  up 
my  medicines.    Such  so-called  dispensing  is  shocking. 

The  Witness :  They  were  always  done  under  the  doctor's 
eyes. 

The  Coroner  :  For  a  person  to  coolly  talk  of  mixing  drugs 
without  the  slightest  knowledge  of  them  suggests  to  me  a 
danger  that  is  almost  criminal  in  my  views. 

The  Witness  :  But  I  could  read  the  labels  all  right. 

The  Coroner  :  Do  not  argue  such  a  subject  with  me.  You 
have  heard  my  views  on  such  dispensing. 

Continuing,  the  witness  said  that  the  deceased  used  to 
take  10  to  15  gr.  of  morphine  at  a  timo.  Witness  had 
obtained  morphine  for  the  deceased  of  Mr.  Wing,  chemist,  of 
Powis  Street,  Woolwich  ;  also  of  Mr.  Palmer,  of  Woolwich 
Common,  and  of  Mi.  Harwood,  of  the  New  Road.  Mr.  Wing 
charged  Is.  2d.  per  dr.,  and  Mr.  Goldthorpe  Is.  per  dr.  He 
had  also  got  strychnine,  but  it  was  liquid,  not  a  powder. 

Mr.  Beck  :  Had  the  deceased  any  strychnine  in  his  surgery  ? 

The  Coroner :  How  could  he  possibly  know  when  he  does 
not  know  the  appearances  of  strychnine  ? 

Mr.  Beck  :  But  he  would  know  if  the  strychnine-bottle  was 
empty. 

The  Coroner  :  That  would  not  prove  none  was  there.  What 
made  you  say,  "  This  looks  very  inferior  stuff  "  1 

The  Witness :  It  looked  different  to  me  from  the  usual 
morphia,  for  it  seemed  crystal?,  and  not  a  powder.  He  did 
not  draw  Dr.  Ingledew's  attention  to  the  matter,  and  it  did 
not  occur  to  him  it  was  wrong. 

The  Coroner  :  You  go  in  for  a  little  study  and  examination 
before  you  mix  up  any  more  drugs,  or  yon  may  find  yourself 
in  an  awkward  position.  It  is  useless  asking  you  any  more 
on  a  subject  you  admit  total  ignorance  of. 

Dr.  Fredk.  Womack,  of  2  Greencroft  Gardens,  South 
Hampstead,  stated  that  he  was  toxicological  expert  to  the 
L.C.C.  and  lecturer  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital.  The 
bottle  containing  what  had  been  the  contents  of  the  stomach 
he  found  contained  8  oz.  of  a  solution  which  he  found  con- 
tained 4  5  gr.  of  strychnine.  The  contents  of  the  stomach 
thus  did  not  contain  a  fatal  dose,  but  probably  some  had 
already  been  absorbed.  There  was  no  trace  of  morphine  in 
the  contents  of  the  stomach.  He  had  heard  the  evidence, 
and  believed  death  was  due  to  strychnine. 

The  Coroner  then  summed  up,  and  the  jury,  after  a  long 
consultation  in  private,  returned  the  following  verdict : — 

That  the  deceased,  George  Ingledew,  died  suddenly  from  the 
effects  of  strychnine,  which  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Cavanagh  to  the 
deceased  through  the  boy  Morley,  in  mistake  for  morphia,  which 
the  deceased  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking,  and  ordered.  We, 
however,  are  unanimously  agreed  that  Mr.  Cavanagh  did  nob 
supply  strychnine  with  felonious  intent,  but  by  a  mistaken  idea 
that  he  was  serving  morphia.  We  further  agree  that  Mr.  Thomas, 
who  was  an  inexperienced  man,  should  not  havo  had  the  control 
of  drugs  with  which  he  dispensed  the  deceased's  medicine,  and  he 
ought  to  be  severely  cautioned  against  further  dispensing. 

The  Coroner  having  expressed  agreement,  the  proceedings 
closed. 
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association  affairs. 


Hastings  and  St.  Leonards  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

The  first  annual  dinner  of  this  new  Association  was  held 
Isst  week  at  the  Castle  Hotel,  Hastings.  The  President  of 
the  Assoc: a  im  (Mr.  F.  Kossiter)  was  in  the  chair,  and 
supporting  him  were  the  Mayor  of  Hastings,  Dr.  Batterham 
(President  of  the  East  Sussex  Medico-Chirurgical  Society), 
]).-.  Jowers,  Dr.  South,  Dr.  Pritchard,  Dr.  BalliDgall,  and  Dr. 
Sanderson,  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  (Vice-President  of  the  Phar- 
uiaceu  ical  Society).  Mr.  John  Smith  was  in  the  vice-chair, 
and  amongst  others  present  were  Messrs.  A.  Batting.  G. 
Batting,  H.  Embank  Smith,  F.  Tree,  E.  Ripley,  T.  D.  Vint, 
A.  C.  Tharle,  H  Cheshire  (Borough  Analyst),  Sidney  Smith, 
H.  C.  Edwards,  W  Dawes,  G.  Parker  (Bexhill),  A.  E. 
Marriott,  F.  J.  Crisford,  A.  Barnes,  and  Messrs.  Rogers  and 
Bocth  (Tnnbridge  Wells). 

The  Chairman  gave  the  loyal  tcasts,  afterwards  congratu- 
lating the  members  of  the  Association  on  the  success  of 
their  first  dinner. 

Mr.  Tharle  proposed  "The  Major  and  Corporation,''  and 
Alderman  Langbam  (Mayor  cf  Hastings)  responded. 

Thereafter  Mr.  John  Smith  gave  "Medicine  and  Phar- 
macy," two  departments  of  scientific  work  running  on  the 
same  lines,  for  he  regarded  the  trained  medical  man  and  the 
trained  pharmacist  as  workers  in  the  same  field.  As  phar- 
macists they  delighted  to  do  honour  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion, for  they  knew  it  was  a  hard  and  arduous  calling,  and 
that  its  members  lived  and  carried  on  their  labours  in  the 
light  or  public  opinion. 

Dr.  Batterham,  replying  for  "Medicine,"  thought  that  Mr. 
Smith  might  fairly  have  placed  pharmacy  in  the  first  place 
in  his  kindly  speech,  for  the  work  of  the  skilled  pharmacist 
was  closely  allied  to  the  practical  side  of  medicine.  Mr. 
Smith  had  alluded  to  the  work  of  a  distinguished  pharmacist, 
Mr.  Martindale  A  1  medical  men  appreciated  Mr.  Martin- 
dale's  labours,  and  otved  him  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude. 

Mr.  C.  B  Allen,  who  responded  for  "  Pharmacy,"  traced 
the  early  development  of  pharmacy,  and  gave  a  history  of 
the  various  legislative  efforts  that  had  been  made  to  organise 
pharmacy,  and  protect  the  public  from  unskilled  practi- 
tioners. He  said  he  had  come  away  from  a  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  which  had  sent  hearty  greetings  to 
that  Association,  and  wished  it  every  success.  Pharmacy,  it 
had  been  said,  was  the  outcome  and  offspring  of  medicine, 
but,  as  a  distinguished  pharmacist  had  observed,  it  wa3  not 
the  handmaid  of  medicine,  but  its  wife.  (Applause  )  He 
the  n  detailed  the  various  steps  taken  by  the  old  apothecaries 
of  England  to  guard  their  interests,  from  the  first  Act  of 
Parliament,  passed  in  1511,  to  recent  times. 

The  Mayor,  in  proposing  "  The  President,"  spoke  of  Mr. 
Rossiter  as  being  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  He  had 
known  Mr.  Possiter  for  many  years,  and  knew  that  whatever 
he  took  in  hand  he  did  exceedingly  well,  as  witness  his  work 
for  so  many  years  as  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Art  and 
Science.  Mr  li  jssiter  returned  thanks,  after  which  Mr.  T.  D. 
Vint  gave  "  Oar  Guests,"  for  whom  Mr.  Rogers  responded. 
The  annual  meeting  was  adjourned  until  Thursday,  May  15. 

Three  Town  Juniors  Smoke. 

The  Three  Towns  Junior  Chemists  held  a  successful 
"smoker"  at  Farley's  Hotel,  Plymouth,  on  May  7.  Among 
those  present  wore  Mr.  C.  T.  Weary  (President  of  the  Senior 
Section)  and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Hearder,  F.  A.  Spear,  and 
i^ovning.  Mr.  E.J.  Groombridge  occupied  the  chair,  and 
the  secretary  (Mr.  E.  Lovatt)  had  arranged  a  capital  pro- 
gramme of  music,  to  which  Messrs.  Weary,  Cocks,  Spear 
Downing  Groombridge,  Richards,  and  Lacy  contributed. 
Mr.  Lamble  acted  as  accompanist. 


Chemists*  Assistants*  Association. 

The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  on  May  8  at  73  New- 
man Street,  W,  Mr.  J  W.  Peck  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Messrs.  Frost  and  Bateson  were  elected  scrutineers  to 
examine  the  voting-papers  for  the  election  of  the  new 
Council,  and  Mr.  Tweedy  read  the  literary  report  of  the 


session.  Mr.  Strother  (the  Hon.  Treasurer),  in  dealing  with 
the  financial  statement,  pointed  out  that  there  were  thirty- 
six  patrons  of  the  Association,  but  only  twenty-seven  had 
paid  subscriptions,  while  sixty-five  members  had  paid  for  this 
year.  The  balance  carried  forward  was  3d.  less  than  last  year. 
Messrs.  Britton  and  Snow  had  acted  as  auditors,  and  were 
thanked. 

Mr.  Snow,  as  an  old  member  and  founder,  said  he  believed 
that  more  spirit  was  shown  in  the  old  days  when  the  Associa- 
tion was  first  formed.  He  suggested  that  the  members 
might  take  districts  and  call  upon  every  chemist's  assistant  in 
that  neighbourhood  with  the  view  of  getting  them  to  join 
the  Association. 

Mr.  Tweedy  objected  to  "  touting  for  members." 

Mr.  Lownsbrough  said  some  150  members  were  on  the 
books,  but  only  sixty-five  had  paid.  Twenty-four  new 
members  had  been  elected,  but  of  these  thirteen  had  never 
attended  a  meeting,  so  that  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  new 
members  were  any  good  to  the  Association. 

Mr.  Jones  was  of  opinion  that  a  great  lack  of  business 
was  shown  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association. 
The  meetings  were  late  in  starting,  and  frequently  at  the 
time  a  meeting  should  be  in  progress  a  committee  was  sitting 
in  the  other  room. 

Mr.  Fratklin  supported  this  view. 

Mr.  Frost  complained  that  no  notice  had  been  given  to 
members  as  to  nominations  for  the  Council.  He  had  been  a 
member  two  years  himself  before  he  received  even  a  voting 
paper.  He  suggested  that  an  addition  should  be  made  to 
rule  4,  "  that  nominations  for  the  Council  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  secretary  on  or  before  a  certain  date  in 
April  of  each  year  to  be  fixed  later." 

Mr.  Ffoulkes  supported  this  motion.  He  stated  that  the 
lack  of  new  blood  to  the  association  had  been  lamented  and 
the  Council  had  let  this  opportunity  of  infusing  new  life  slip 
past.  The  Council  apparently  nominated  each  other,  year 
by  year,  and  elected  one  another  annually  to  the  executive 
posts. 

The  motion  was  ultimately  carried. 

A  scrutiny  of  the  voting  papers,  thirty-five  of  which  had 
been  received,  showed  that  Messrs.  Latreille,  Tweedy, 
Lownsbrough,  Matthews,  Peck,  Strother,  Thompson,  Franklin, 
Garsed,  Coupland,  Britton,  Jones,  Haylings,  and  Hymans, 
were  members  of  the  new  council,  and  that  Messrs.  Curry, 
Barker  and  Wendon  were  the  unsuccessful  candidates. 

The  scrutineers  having  been  awarded  the  thanks  of  the 
meeting,  Mr.  Ffoulkes  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Peck, 
the  President  of  the  past  year. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Coupland  and  carried  unani- 
mously, amidst  acclamation.  This  terminated  the  business  of 
the  evening,  and  ended  the  session. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

This  Association  wound  up  the  session  on  Monday  evening 
with  a  meeting  held  at  the  Church  House,  Dawsbury,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  R.  Gledhill. 

Federation. 

The  correspondence  read  by  the  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  Walker) 
included  a  letter  from  the  Bradford  Association,  intimating 
that,  after  further  considering  the  proposed  formation  of  a 
Federation  of  West  Riding  Chemists'  Association,  that 
Association  had  expressed  it  approval  of  the  scheme. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  Barnsley  Association 
approved  of  the  scheme,  but  had  not  intimatpd  their 
approval.  It  was  stated  that  the  Halifax  and  Wakefield 
Associations  also  approved,  the  only  West  Riding  Associa- 
tions disapproving  being  Leeds  and  Sheffield.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Associations  which  had  not 
formally  conveyed  their  approval,  in  order  that  the  scheme 
might  be  got  into  shape  for  next  session. 

Mr.  Broadhead  said  they  might  congratulate  themselves 
at  the  close  of  the  session  that  their  Association  was  active 
and  progressive.  They  had  dealt  with  many  important 
subjects  during  the  session,  such  as  the  division  of  the 
Minor  and  the  compulsory  curriculum,  upon  which  they 
were  in  the  ranks  of  the  forward  movement.  It  seemed  to  be 
becoming  recognised  that  a  federation  of  local  associations 
in  West  Yorkshire  was  a  practical  and  workable  idea.  He 
was  rather  glad  that  it  had  met  with  a  certain  amount  of 
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opposition.  It  proved  that  in  certain  quarters,  where  apathy 
and  inertia  seemed  to  be  the  guiding  principles  of  political 
advancement,  there  was  a  feeling  that  such  a  powerful 
organisation  as  the  proposed  federation  was  likely  to  be  a 
source  of  danger  to  those  who  regarded  stagnation  and 
apathy  as  the  proper  conservation  of  vested  interests.  The 
Federation  would  break  through  a  good  deal  of  that  apathy, 
and  would  be  able  to  deal  with  many  subjects  more 
effectively  than  any  number  of  small  associations.  It 
would  be  able  to  deal  with  the  question  of  the

very  effectively.  He  reminded  them  that  he  introduced  the 
question  before  the  Association  eighteen  months  ago,  with  a 
view  to  suggesting  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  that  steps  be  taken  to  check  the  abuse  of  the  title. 
It  was  right  that  the  time  was  inopportune,  the  draft  Bill 
being  prominently  before  the  country.  That  Bill  was  any- 
thing but  prominently  before  the  country  now,  though  he 
scarcely  agreed  with  those  who  said  it  was  as  dead  a?  Qaeen 
Anne.  It  was  under  the  influence  of  a  powerful  armsthetic, 
and  would  take  a  great  deal  of  reviving.  (Laughter).  If 
its  heart  was  as  weak  as  the  hearts  of  some  of  its  supporters, 
it  was  a  bad  job  for  the  draft  Bill.  They  had,  however,  an 
Act  of  Parliament,  which  was  only  half-administered,  It 
was  decided  under  the  Act  that  only  qualified  persons  shall 
perform  certain  acts,  and  it  was  further  enacted  that  only 
qualified  persons  shall  use  certain  titles.  How  was  the  Act 
enforced  as  regards  titles  1  Not  at  all.  He  believed  that  if 
they  could  only  get  a  Council  that  would  take  a  test  case 
there  would  be  no  fear  of  losing  it.  At  the  same  time  he 
believed  that,  if  a  case  were  taken  to  the  highest  court  and 
lost,  it  might  be  the  very  best  thing  that  could  happen  for 
pharmacy.  There  was,  however,  not  much  fear  of  losing. 
The  objection  to  this  course  was,  he  believed,  very  largely 
private  objection.  In  certain  quarters  it  would  be  incon- 
venient, but  there  were  ways  and  means  whereby  everything 
could  be  regulated,  if  it  were  decided  that  the  titles  could 
only  be  used  by  qualified  individuals,  just  as  the  practice 
was  conserved  to  them.  If  they  could  get  the  new  members 
of  the  Council  to  give  a  pledge  to  support  a  test  case,  they 
would  be  doing  a  very  important  thing.  Could  anything  be 
done  to  obtain  the  opinions  of  candidates  for  the  Council  1 
It  was  no  use  approaching  the  Council  itself,  because  resolu- 
tions had  previously  been  sent  up  and  no  notice  taken  of 
them. 

After  some  discussion  as  to  how  the  candidates  should  be 
approached  (the  session  be'mg  at  an  end  and  the  election 
near  a1}  hand),  a  resolution  was  adopted  recording  the 
Association's  desire  to  ascertain  the  opinions  of  the  candi- 
dates on  the  preservation  of  the  title  in  conformity  with 
the  15th  section  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1858,  it  being  hoped 
that  the  candidates  would  reply  through  the  trade  Press. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  until  September. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

The  meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  this 
Association  at  the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel  on  May  14  was 
more  businesslike  in  tone  than  any  of  its  predecessors.  The 
quantity  (and  quality)  of  the  attendance  was  encouraging, 
and  the  business,  although  informally  conducted,  showed 
symptoms  of  definite  aim.  There  still  appears,  however,  an 
inexplicable  shyness  in  admitting  the  Press  to  assist  at  the 
deliberations.  The  Chairman  of  the  committee  (Mr.  Albert 
Cooper)  presided,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  J.  F. 
Harrington  (Kensington),  H.  Cracknell  (Bayswater),  W.  J.  L 
Philp  (Notting  Hill),  G.  P.  Pond  (Fleet  Street),  C.  E.  Pickering 
(Marylebone),  C.  J.  G.  Banker  (Great  Dover  Street,  S  E  ), 
A.  Pellew  (AValworth),  P.  H.  Barton  (Cambridge  Road,  N.E  )| 
F.  E.  Bastard  (Tottenham),  F.  W.  Truman  (Old  Kent  Road), 
W.  A.  Goodall  (Fulham),  S.  W.  Dawson  (Norwood),  R 
Willson  (New  Kent  Road,  S.E.),  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  H. 
Jones).  The  first  business  raised  was  by  the  Secretary,  who 
intimated  that  about  3,000  circulars  had  been  printed,  and 
copies  had  been  sent  to  members  of  the  committee  and  of 
the  Association.  However,  there  were  several  minor  mistakes 
discovered  in  the  wording  of  the  circular,  and  "Xrayser's" 
comment  in  the  C.  $  D.  of  May  3  (page  697)  was  specially 
mentioned.     It  was  agreed  that  there  was   reason  for 


criticism  of  the  particular  "object"  referred  to,  and  the 
paragraph  was  accordingly  changed  to  read  :  — 

To  protect  various  trade  customs  (particularly  those  affecting 
London  chemists),  which  are  not  sufficiently  recognised  by  Magis- 
trates and  others  in  authority,  and  are  sometimes  overruled  in 
Courts  of  Law.  To  support  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  or  any 
other  trade  organisition,  in  any  action  taken  with  this  object,  or, 
failing  their  action,  to  take  the  initiative. 

It  was  ultimately  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Cracknell, 
that  the  circular,  with  this  and  other  corrections,  be  re- 
printed and  distributed,  as  originally  proposed.  Mr.  Truman 
then  reported  the  success  of  a  meeting  of  South  London 
chemists  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Camberwell,  which  had 
resulted  in  an  accession  of  nearly  a  dozen  new  members  to 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  then  made  feeling  reference 
to  the  death  of  Mr.  Frederick  Andrews,  of  Leinster  Terrace,  W., 
who  was  a  member  of  that  committee.  He  (Mr.  Cooper)  had 
known  Mr.  Andrews  for  many  years,  and  thev  all  knew  the 
keen  interest  he  took  in  trade  matters.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  for  some  years,  and 
did  his  duty  faithfully  and  well  to  his  brethren  and  the  craft 
generally.  He  moved  a  formal  motion  of  condolence,  to  be 
sent  to  the  family,  and,  after  Mr.  Banker  had  seconded  in  a 
few  appre3iative  phrases,  the  meeting  expressed  its  silent 
acquiescence  upstanding. 

The  next  subject  of  interest  referred  to  the  annual  general 
meeting.  The  Secretary  suggested  that,  although  the  rules 
distinctly  said  the  annual  meeting  was  to  be  held  in  May, 
this  year  it  had  better  be  postponed  till  June.  This  led  to  a 
complicated  discussion,  as  Mr.  Barton,  Mr.  Pickering,  and 
others  deprecated  the  evident  desire  to  break  the  newly 
formed  rules  ;  but  things  were  ultimately  straightened  out 
by  Mr.  Pond,  who  moved  that,  owing  to  exceptional  circum- 
stances (such  as  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  coronation  of  King  Edward  VII  ),  the 
annual  meeting  be  this  year  held  on  June  18  Mr.  Pickering, 
as  an  amendment,  suggested  May  29,  but  he  had  no  bickers, 
and  June  18  was  agreed  upon  nem.  con.  Mr.  Pond  evidently 
appeased  Mr.  Pickering  by  stating  tnat  the  Association  was 
so  infantile  and  irresponsible  in  its  unreasonableness  that  it 
could  not  quite  keep  its  own  rules  yet,  bat  it  would  promise 
to  do  better  in  future.  A  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Bustard,  Burton,  Truman,  Cracknell,  and  Glyn-Jones,  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  annual 
meeting,  and  auditors  are  to  be  appointed  later.  The 
Secretary  made  the  satisfactory  statement  that  the  Associa- 
tion financially  is  already  sound.  He  had  a  balance  of  over 
101.  in  hand  Fourteen  new  members  were  elected,  and, 
discussing  again  the  annual  meeting,  it  was  resolved  that 
everybody  connected  with  ths  trade  be  invited  to  attend, 
and,  in  order  that  as  much  publicity  be  given  to  it  as 
possible,  the  announcement  of  the  meeting  is  to  be  advertised 
in  the  trade  journals.  IS  was  likewise  agreed,  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Bastard,  that  a  motion  be  brought  forward 
for  discussion  at  the  annual  meeting,  urging  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  bring  a  test  case  into  the  court3  to  decide 
the  question  as  to  the  right  of  a  limited  company  to  use  the 
title  of  "  chemist." 


N.E.  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  North-Eist  Lancashire  Chemists' 
Association,  called  to  consider  the  coming  Pharmaceutical 
Council  election,  was  held  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel,  Black- 
burn, on  Tuesday  night,  May  13,  Councillor  Ciitcbley  pre- 
siding. The  following  resolations  were  passei -.—Moved  by 
Mr.  W.  Holt,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  B.  Pickworth  : 

That  in  view  of  reiterated  expressions  of  this  Association  that 
practising  under  trade  names  simply  is  not  in  accordance  with 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Aci,  1863,  and  as  we  cannot  expect 
such  traders  to  forget  their  private  interests  whan  the  interests 
of  the  general  body  are  at  issue,  we  recommend  oar  members  to 
strike  out  the  following  names  on  the  voting  paper:  Messrs. 
Carteighe,  Glyn-Jones,  and  Southall. 

Moved  by  Mr.  W.  Pickup,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Holt : 
That  this  meeting  requests  the  committee  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  petitioning  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  asking  them,  in  view  of  recent  legal  decisions,  to  take  a 
test  case  re  the  use  of  title  by  companies. 

Tiie  Association  wishes  to  express  its  satisfaction  as  to  the  way 
in  which  Mr.  R,  L.  Gilford,  its  representative  on  the  Council,  has 
endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Association,  and  also 
to  express  its  appreciation  of  his  services.

The  Cheque- duty. 

M-.  Austen  Chamberlain,  on  behalf  of  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Ex;hequer,  informed  Mr.  Patrick  O'Brien  last  week  that 
if  anybody  has  b.'en  so  forgetful  as  to  place  an  extra  penny 
stamp  on  bank-cheques  they  can  get  the  penny  back  from 
the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Stamp  Act,  1891,  Section  10. 

It  is  Abandoned. 

One  of  the  first  things  which  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  did  thi9  week  was  to  announce  to  the  House  of 
Commons  that  he  had  decide!  to  abandon  the  proposed 
additional  duty  on  cheques.  The  effect  upon  the  House  was 
marked.  Had  the  Government  fallen  the  Opposition  could 
not  have  cheered  with  greater  vigour,  and,  although  this  was 
not  a  matter  for  surprise,  the  bulk  of  the  Ministerialists 
showei  with  emphasis  that  they  also  were  glad  that  the 
obnoxious,  thicg  had  been  got  rid  of.  The  Chancellor  made 
no  excuses  ;  his  surrender  was  unconditional,  and  it  was  this 
that  saved  him  from  the  undiluted  bitterness  of  humiliation. 
Had  he  endeavoured  to  defend  himself  the  House  would 
have  become  abusive.  His  frankness  tickled  the  humour  of 
the  audience,  and  thecheersof  his  opponents  quickly  became 
lost  in  good-natured  laughter.  Nevertheless,  some  of  his 
admi-sions  were  damaging.  He  said  that  when  he  proposed 
the  tax  on  all  cheques  he  did  not  appreciate  to  how  very 
large  an  extent  these  cheques  were  drawn  for  very  small 
sums  by  persons  even  of  very  small  means  engaged  in  busi- 
ness. Surely  he  ought  to  have  got  up  all  the  facts  before  he 
took  any  step.  He  also  expressed  surprise  that  the  alterna- 
tive he  had  proposed  did  not  commend  itself  to  bankers. 
The  opinion  of  bankers  could  have  b3en  obtained  very  easily 
before  the  alternative  plan  was  stated  in  the  House.  In 
these  sentences  I  am  merely  summarising  the  uncompli- 
mentary gossip  of  the  Lobby.  It  seems  to  have  been  the 
feeling  in  the  country  that  impressed  him  most.  He  had 
never  expected  so  great  an  outcry.  To  use  his  own  words, 
he  found  this  feeling  prevailing  so  largely  that  he  could  not 
anticipate  receiving  nearly  as  much  from  the  additional  duty 
as  he  had  supposed,  owing  to  the  large  extent  to  which  pay- 
ment in  cash  would  be  substituted  for  payment  by  cheques. 
Therefore,  as  the  duty  was  not  based  on  any  particular 
principle,  and  as  the  amount  which  he  should  expect  to 
receive  from  it  was  comparatively  sma'l,  he  had  decided  not 
to  press  it  further.  By  way  of  postcript  I  ou,ght  to  add  that 
even  now  all  members  are  not  pleased.  Certain  gentlemen 
are  known  to  have  been  at  great  pains  to  prepare  speeches 
sjlliciently  powerful  to  transfix  the  Chancellor  to  his  seat. 
The  speeches  must  now  be  burned,  and  there  is  some 
lamentation. 

Another  Shops  Bill  Gone. 

Lord  Avebury's  Shop  Hours  (No.  2)  Bill  has  gone  the  way 
of  No.  1,  but  its  fa'e  was  decided  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
Monday  in  a  somewhat  curious  fashion.  Ia  February  it 
will  be  recollected  his  Lordship  introduced  the  first  Bill, 
which  was  rejected.  He  then  prepared  a  second.  No  doubt 
he  believed  that  the  changes  he  had  made  with  the  view  of 
conciliating  the  Opposition  were  very  important,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  only  material  difference  was  a  provision 
that  the  order  of  the  local  authority  to  close  shops 
within  a  Riven  area  at  a  certain  hour  should  be 
confirmed  by  Parliament,  and  it  was  th.3  want  of  some 
thing  drastically  different  that  led  to  the  destruction  of 
the  measure.  Lord  Avebury  introduced  the  Bill  in  a  brief 
speech.  He  said  he  thought  he  had  succeeded  in  producing 
proposals  which  were  not  marked  by  the  defects  which 
roused  the  ire  of  certain  noble  lords  in  February,  and  he 
dwelt  on  the  importance  of  something  being  done.  He  was 
followed  by  ilia  Earl  of  Wemyss,  who  reiterated  all  the  old 
arguments  against  the  Bill.  It  was  class  legislation,  and  as 
such  the  House  of  Lords  ought  to  hive  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
At  this  point  an  unexpected  turn  was  given  to  the  debate. 
The  Earl  of  Morley,  who  acts  as  chairman  of  Committees 
in  the  Upper  Chamber,  raised  the  question  whether  under 


the  rules  of  the  House  the  Bill  could  be  entertained  at  all. 
He  pointed  out  that  to  all  intents  and  purposes  it  was 
practically  the  same  Bill  which  their  Lordships  rejected 
three  months  ago,  and  there  was  an  excellent  rule  that  no 
Bill  could  be  introduced  a  second  time  in  the  same  session. 
The  Lord  Chancellor  took  the  same  view,  and  so  did  the  new 
official  leader  of  the  Opposition,  Earl  Spencer,  but  the  noble 
earl  pleaded  that  the  Bill  was  one  in  which  the  rule  might 
be  waived.  The  mere  suggestion  is  an  indication  of  the  free- 
and-easy  way  in  which  the  Lords  are  wont  to  transact  their 
business.  It  was  apparently  a  dread  that  things  might  be 
thought  to  go  on  in  too  free-and-easy  a  style  if  the  concession 
were  made  that  instigated  the  Prime  Minister  to  intervene. 
He  said  he  was  "much  impressed"  with  the  views  of  the 
noble  lord  on  the  Woolsack  and  of  his  deputy,  and  he  did 
not  see  how  they  could  depart  from  the  precedent  which 
guided  their  debates.  This  settled  the  matter,  for  the  Earl 
of  Cork  at  once  got  up  and  moved  the  previous  question,  the 
carrying  of  which  rung  the  knell  of  the  Bill.  Nothing  more 
can  be  done  in  the  matter  this  year. 

Appointment  op  a  Commercial  Committee. 

Arising  out  of  the  agitation  for  a  Minister  of  Commerce,  a 
Commercial  M>nis  er  has  been  appointed  among  members  of 
the  House  of  Commons  which  "shall  deal  with  matters  that 
may  arise  from  time!  to  time  affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  the  country,  and  which  shall  further 
the  progress  of  Bills  relative  to  those  interests." 

British  Trade  with  India. 

Lord  George  Hamilton  says  he  is  unable  to  give  any 
undertaking  that  the  Indian  Customs  duties  will  be  removed 
or  reduced.  It  had  been  suggested  by  Sir  John  Rolleston 
that  the  duties  on  goods  entering  India  from  the  United 
Kingdom  might  be  removed  so  as  to  get  rid  of  a  hindrance 
to  British  trade. 

The  Sugar  Question. 

The  Colonial  Secretary  has  promised  that  there  will  be  a 
full  opportunity  of  discussing  the  proceedings  of  the  recent 
Sugar  Convention  and  the  final  protocol  before  it  is  ratified. 
No  date  is  fixed. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Celluloid. 

A  discussion  of  some  length  took  place  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  Tuesday  on  the  danger  of  using  articles  made  of 
celluloid.  Lord  Saltoun,  who  stated  that  a  member  of  his 
family  had  sustained  seiious  scalp-wcunds  through  the 
burniDg  of  a  celluloid  comb,  asked  "  whether  the  Govern- 
ment would,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  celluloid  is  a  highly 
inflammable  and  sometimes  explosive  substance,  manu- 
factured chit  fly  from  gun-cotton,  and  that  ib  is  used  freely 
in  articles  of  attire  such  as  combs  and  collars,  cause  such 
modifications  to  be  used  in  its  manufacture  or  place  such 
regulations  upon  its  sale  as  would  render  impossible  the 
recurrence  of  the  many  serious  accidents  which  have 
resulted  from  its  unrestricted  sale."  Lord  Belper  replied  on 
behalf  of  the  Home  Offije.  He  pointed  out  that  celluloid, 
if  free  from  impurity,  Will  not  >ake  fire  except  at  a  very  high 
temperature,  and  the  accidents  that  have  occurred  must 
have  been  due  to  the  impuiity  of  the  materials  employed. 
During  the  last  few  years  all  celluloid  factories  in  which 
gun-cotton  eLters  into  the  process  of  manufacture  have  been 
brought  under  the  provisions  of  the  Explosives  Act,  and  are 
under  licence.  The  result  is  that  greater  attention  is  now 
paid  to  the  puiity  of  the  materials  than  was  formerly  the 
case.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  extend  this  supervision 
to  the  manufacture  of  celluloid  abroad.  Celluloid  is  used 
for  an  enormocs  number  of  purposes,  and  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  very  great  difficulty  either  to  interfere  with  or 
restrict  the  sale.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  in  view 
of  the  very  small  number  of  accidents  compared  with  the 
large  quantity  of  articles  sold,  the  Home  Secretary  does  not 
see  his  way  to  interfere  by  legislative  means.  He  seems  to 
think,  however,  that  something  might  be  done  in  the  way  of 
warning  the  public  of  the  danger.

THE  first  soiree  of  the  season  took  place  at  Burlington 
House  on  May  14.  The  President  (Sir  William  Huggins) 
received  the  guests,  amongst  whom  were  Sir  Michael  Foster, 
Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  Sir  Wm.  Roberts-Austen,  Sir  Francis 
Laking,  Sir  Gabiiel  Stokes,  Dr.  Gladstone,  Sir  Wm.  Crookes, 
Professor  Armstrong,  Principal  Oliver  Lodge,  Sir  R.  Douglas 
Powell,  Professor  Mtldola,  Lord  Rayleigh,  Professor  Dewar, 
Sir  W.  S.  Church,  and  Sir  Thomas  Sanderson. 

The  Exhibits, 

always  interesting,  did  not  strike  us  as  showing  many  new 
features.  Mr.  J.  Mackenzie  Davidson  was  again  showing 
his  stereoscopic  ar-ray  transparencies  and  the  development  of 
photographic  negatives  in  ordinary  light  ( C.  &  I)  ,  May  3, 
page  691).  Mr.  W.  R.  Pidgeon  exhibited  a  portable 
electrical  iDfluence-machine  suitable  for  .v-ray  work  in  camp, 
whilst  Mr.  Cossor  was  there  with  a  new  therapeutic  a;  ray 
tube  constructed  so  that  the  rays  pass  through  an  area  of  the 
tube  from  1  to  2  inches  in  diameter,  and  can  by  this 
means  be  exactly  localised  when  treating  disease.  Apparatus 
for  colour-photcgrapby  was  shown  by  Mr.  Sanger  Shepherd, 
the  process  beirjg  the  one  recently  explained  in  the  C.  4' 
April  12,  page  576 ;  and  Sir  H.  Trueman  Wood  gave  a 
lantern-demonstration  of  the  three-colour  process  during  the 
evening.  Professor  II.  A.  Miefs  showed  some  attempts  to 
reproduce  polarisation-effects  by  the  three-colcur  printing. 
The  photographs  were  taken  by  limelight,  with  an  exposure 
of  from  seven  to  twelve  seconds  with  the  red  screen,  ten  to 
eighteen  seconds  with  the  green  screen,  and  from  2-J  to  4i 
seconds  with  the  blue  screen. 

The  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik  displayed 
specimens  to  illustrate  Professor  Henmann's  method  of  pro- 
ducing synthetic  indigo.  The  initial  material  is  naphthalene  ; 
this  is  converted  by  oxidation  with  sulphuricacid  into  phthaUc 
anhydride,  then  into  anthranilic   acid  and  phenjlglycin 
— ortho-carboxylic  acid.    The  last  body,  by  treatment  with 
caustic  alkali  at  a  high  temperature,  yields  indoxjl,  which 
is  afterwards  oxidised  into  indigo.    University  College 
was  showing  some  lecture-models,  and  the  circular  slide 
rule  and  planosphere,  dated  1670,  which  tradition  connects 
with  Sir  Isaac  Newton.    Professo-  SlLVANUS  Thompson 
again   exhibited  the  various  editions  of    Gilbert's   "  De 
Magnete "  and   the  Gilbert  Club  translation.    Dr.  Wm. 
Gilbert  was  born  in  Colchester  1540,  died  1603,  and  was 
President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  physician 
to   Queen    Elizabeth.     The    stone    implements  recently 
excavated  at  Stonehenge  were   shown  by  Sir  Edmund- 
Antrobus,  the  hammerstones  and  mauls  used  in  trimming 
and  shaping  the  stones  being  verv  remarkable.    The  mauls 
are  dense  sarsen,  v  e'ghing  from  37  to  64  lbs  ,  and  each  has 
a  rude  waisS  around  which  a  band  and  thongs  of  hide  cculd 
be  fixed  so  that  it  could  be  used  by  three  or  more  men. 
Mr.   W.   A.   Shenstone    exhibited  some  lenses    and  a- 
prism  of    vitreous    silica    which    he  has  succeeded  in 
making.    Professor  Wyndham  Dunstan  had  brought  from 
the  Imperial  Institute  specimens  of  the  poisonous  fodder- 
plants  which  he  and  Dr.  Henry  recently  reported  on.  He 
was  also  showing  Jli/osnjami/s  mvticus,  and  several  Indian 
aconites  and  the  alkaloids  obtained  from  them.  Specimens) 
of  Indian  and  Australian  gums — Codilospermum,  Go.isypium, 
and  Sterculia  accrifolia — remarkable  for  the  fact  that  they 
develop  acetic  acid  on  exposure  to  air,  were  shown.  Another 
resin,  /  'aUitrus  verrucosa,  resembles  sandarac  in  its  properties, 
l'rofesssor  W.  Ramsay  was  showing  that  to  many  people  the 
colour  of  a  vacuum-tube  containing  krypton  is  lilac,  whilst 
to  others  it  appears  to  be  green.  The  colour  is  also  influenced 
by  the  wearing  of  spectacles  ;  at  least,  so  Professor  Ramsay 
rold  us— it  made  no  difference  to  our  representative.  The 
Marine  Biological  Association  have  been  investigating* 
the  scales  of  fish,  and  find  that  it  is  possible  to  determine 
the  age  of  individual  fish  with  considerable  precision.  The 
lines  of  growth  are  shown  under  the  microscope,  correspond- 
ng  to  the  annual  rirjgs  seen  in  a  transverse  section  of  a 
tree.  Mr.  Vernon  Harcourt's  apparatus  for  regulating  the 
administration  of  chloroform  was  also  shown  ;  and  Lieut.-Col. 
Bruce  and  Mr.  J  E.  Dulton  exhibited  specimens  of  a  new 
'rypanosoma,  which  has  been  discovered  in  the  blood  of 
cattle  and  native  African  children.

I^HE  following  subjects  are  suggested  for  investigation, 
.  anil  the  Executive  Committee  hopes  that  members  of 
the  B.F.C.  will  undertake  to  work  at  one  or  more  of  these 
questions.  New  subjects  have  baen  added  to  the  list  to 
replace  those  already  worked  out. 

The  Hon.  Secretaries  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a  special  fund  was  raised  last  year  to  defray  expanses 
connected  with  original  research.  The  Executive  Committee 
will  be  glad  to  receive  applications  from  membars  for  grants 
from  the  above  fund. 

PLANT-ANALYSIS. 

(1)  Arnica. — "What  is  the  active  principle,  and  what  are  the 
■relative  proportions  of  it  in  the  root  and  ilower? 

(2)  Ash. — What  are  the  percentages  of  ash  that  should  be 
found  in  the  following  drugs  in  powder? — Rhubarb  (B.  rhaponti- 
•cum,  B.  palmatum,  B.  officinale),  storax,  guaiacum-resin,  digi- 
talis, catechu,  cambogia,  belladonna  (leaves  and  root),  araroba, 
aniseed- fruit. 

(3)  Cascaba  Sageada. — What  is  the  nature  of  the  various 
resins  contained  in  the  bark  ?  The  caacara  sagrada  of 
■commerce  apparently  consists  of  two  species,  B.  Purshiana  and 
B.  calif  or  nica,  the  latter  having  a  much  paler  fracture.  It  is 
■desirable  to  ascertain  how  far  these  differ  in  activity,  percentage 
of  active  principles,  yield  of  extract,  &c.  (See  Year-book  of 
Pharmacy,  1893,  page  131,  and  Y.B.P.,  1899,  page  131.) 

(4)  Castob  Oil. — A  research  having  for  its  object  the  isolation 
of  the  purgative  principle  either  from  the  oil  or  seed  is  required. 
(See  Year-booh  of  Pharmacy,  1898,  page  184;  1893,  page  163 ; 
1901,  page  125.  See  Pharm.  Journal,  [4],  5,  page  84,  and  P.J., 
[4],  1L,  page  152.) 

(5)  Chamomile. — Reseirch  upon  the  bitter  principle  of  Anthemis 
■nobilis.  (See  Bulletin  cle  la  Societc  Chimique  de  Paris,  [2],  41, 
{page  483.) 

(6)  Cimicifuga  Racemosa  (Actcsa racemosa ). — Further  informa- 
tion is  needed  on  the  chemical  nature  of  the  constituent  or  con- 
stituents to  which  the  rhizome  of  the  plant  owes  its  activity. 
<8ee  Y.B.P.,  1885,  page  149.) 

(7)  Damiana  is  reported  to  contain  a  bitter  substance,  resins, 
and  volatile  oil.  As  the  liquid  extract  of  the  leaves  is  now 
■extensively  used,  a  thorough  systematic  examination  of  the  drug 
(is  desirable. 

(8)  Dulcamara. — It  is  uncertain  whether  this  drug  contains 
ihe  alkaloid  solanine  or  not.  Experiments  upon  it  are  therefore 
needed. 

(9)  Euphorbia  Pilulifeea. — Required,  a  report  upon  the 
chemistry  of  this  drug. 

(10)  Fucus  Vesiculosus. — The  med'cinal  virtues  have  been 
attributed  solely  to  the  presence  of  iodine  and  bromine.  It  is  not 
improbable  that  the  drug  may  also  contain  some  organic  con- 
stituent of  importance.  A  complete  chemical  investigation  is 
required. 

(11)  Mezeeeon-babk. — What  is  the  chemical  nature  of  the 
acrid  principle  of  this  bark  '? 

(12)  Papaver  Rhceas. — An  examination  of  the  red  colouring- 
matter  of  the  petals  is  required. 

(13)  Senna-fruits. — A  comparison  of  the  constituents  of  the 
ieaves  and  fruits  would  be  of  interest. 

(14)  Simabub a-bark  — A  comparison  of  the  constituents  of  this 
drug  with  those  of  quassia-wood  is  desirable. 

(15)  Stbophantiius. — Information  is  desirable  on  the  be3t 
methods  of  separating  the  different  active  principles  obtained 
from  strophanthus-seeds  : — ;1)  Y.B.P.,  18i8,  page  54  and 
page  162;  (2)  Y.B.P.,  1899,  page  59 ;  (3)  Y.B  P.,  1901,  page  167 ;

(16)  Tabaxacum. — What  is  the  active  principle  of  the  root? 
To  what  constituents  are  the  cholagogue  and  diuretic  properties 
due  ? 

(17)  Veratbine. — Can  a  process  be  devised  for  preparing  an 
alkaloid  of  more  definite  composition  than  the  official  veratrine 
from  cevadilla  seed  ?  (See  Y B.P.,  1898,  page  58;  Y.B  P.,  1339, 
page  54.) 

(18)  Pboximate  Analyses  of  following  drugs  are  required: — 
Cerens  grandijiorus,  Citrullus  colocynthis,  and  Cassia  fistula. 

CHEMISTRY. 

(19)  Adeps. — A  satisfactory  test  for  the  presence  of  cotton  oil 
is  needed.    A  good  test  for  lard  oil  is  required. 

(20)  Ferri  Arsenas.— The  official  test  supplies  only  the  means 
of  determining  the  amount  of  ferrous  iron  present.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  a  method  for  the  determination  of  the  arsenic 
content  should  be  ordered.    (See  P.J.  [4],  7,  pige  530.) 

(21)  Glycebin. — Required,  a  good  method  for  estimating  this 
substance,  applicable,  if  possible,  to  pharmaceutical  preparations. 


(22)  Olive  Olive. — An  inquiry  into  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
tests  for  this  oil,  and  their  bearing  on  the  purity  of  commercial 
samples,  is  much  needed. 

(23)  Resins,  &c. — Is  it  desirable  to  introduce  acid  and 
saponification  values  into  the  official  descriptions  ?  If  so, 
experiments  to  determine  the  limits  of  these  for  the  more 
important  resins,  &c,  should  be  carried  out. 

(24)  Sodium  Arsenate. — A  better  method  of  assay  than  that 
now  official  would  be  welcome. 

(25)  Tannins. — The  various  methods  employed  for  the  estima- 
tion of  tannin  in  astringent  drugs  and  preparations  give  very 
discrepant  results.  Required,  a  thorough  research  into  the  com- 
parative merits  of  these  processes. 

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  PHARMACY 

(26)  Cannabis  Indica. — Preparations  of  uniform  strength  of 
this  drug  are  a  desideratum.  Experiments  are  also  required  as  to 
best  method  of  preparation  and  solvent.  Experiments  are  also 
needed  to  determine  the  difference  in  yield  of  resin,  cannabine, 
and  cannabinol  between  the  guaza  of  Bombay  and  the  ganjah  of 
Calcutta. 

(27)  Compressed  Drugs  and  Coated  Pills.— Required,  a 
report  on  the  strength  and  quality  of  the  compressed  drugs  and 
coated  pills  of  commerce. 

(28)  Effect  of  Cultivation,  Soil,  Climate,  and  Time  of 
Collection  on  BIedicinal  Plants. — Compare  the  proportions 
of  active  constituents  of  indigenous  plants  grown  in  different 
districts,  and  the  effect  upon  these  constituents  of  time  of 
collection. 

(29)  Ergot. — The  determination  of  the  proportion  of  alkaloid 
extracted  from  ergot  by  the  official  processes  for  the  various 
preparations. 

(30)  Extraction  of  Drugs  by  Pressure. — This  mode  of 
extraction  (see  Dr.  Symes's  suggestions  in  Y.B. P.,  1838,  page  356) 
is  likely  to  produce  good  results  with  a  number  of  drugs. 
Required,  a  series  of  experiments  in  this  direction,  showing  the 
effect  of  the  process  on  the  quality  and  yield  of  extracts  as  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  products  obtained  by  the  ordinary 
modes  of  extraction. 

(31)  Extractum  Taraxaci  Liquidum. — The  sp.  gr.  and 
proportion  of  solid  residue  appear  to  vary  much  in  commercial 
specimens.  Is  this  due  to  variable  amount  of  extractive  in  the 
dry  root,  and,  if  so,  should  the  strength  be  adjusted  by  the 
percentage  of  extractive,  as  in  the  official  method  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  extractum  pareirse  liquidum  ? 

(32)  Jaborandi. — The  leaves  as  imported  are  much  mixed  with 
stalks.  Should  the  leaves  be  completely  separated  from  the 
stalks  for  the  making  of  official  preparations  ?  What  is  the 
alkaloidal  strength  of  old  leaves,  young  leaves,  and  stalks? 

(33)  Liquor  Senn.e  Concentbatus. — In  this  preparation  the 
senna  is  exhausted  by  repercolation  ;  in  the  liquor  for  preparing 
syrupus  senna;,  B.P  ,  a  process  of  double  maceration  is  employed. 
Which  is  the  better  method  ? 

(34)  Mispronunciation  of  Latin  Pharmacopoeia  Names  in 
Common  Use. — It  is  suggested  that  a  short  proeody  be  compiled 
for  purposes  of  reference. 

135)  Olive  Oil. — It  ha3  been  suggested  that  for  some  galenical 
preparations  puiified  cotton  seed  oil,  arachis  oil,  or  sesame  oil 
might  be  substituted  for  olive  oil.  A  series  of  plasters,  liniments, 
ointments,  &c,  should  be  prepared  with  each  of  these  oils,  and 
the  resulting  products  compared. 

(36)  Pepsin. — A  good  method  of  assaying,  peptonising,  and  not 
merely  determining  the  dissolving  power  of  pepsin,  suitable  for 
inclusion  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  is  wanted.  (See  Allen, 
P.J.  [4],  5,  561.) 

(37)  Podophyllum-resin. — Much  of  the  podophyllin  in  the 
market  is  of  foreign  manufacture,  and  does  not  answer  the  require- 
ments of  the  official  resin.  An  examination  of  commercial 
specimens  would  be  of  value. 

(38)  Standardisation  — It  is  suggested  that  the  Phirmacoptvia 
preparations  of  aconite,  stramonium,  strophanthus,  Calabar  bean, 
colchicum,  and  jaborandi  should  be  standardised.  Processes  of 
assay  are  required. 


The  Alabone  "  Cure." — The  conclusion  of  a  two  page  article 
on  this  subject  in  this  week's  Truth  is  : — "  There  is  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  treatment  has  hai  remarkable  success,  and 
those  who,  like  Colonel  Trench,  have  seen  its  success  con- 
spicuously demonstrated  are  right  in  considering  the  matter 
worthy  of  serious  investigation  in  the  interests  of  the  hundreds  of 
sufferers  whom  medical  science  is  at  present  unable  to  save  or 
relieve.  My  view,  therefore,  is  that  the  treatment  ought  to  be 
thoroughly  and  impartially  tested  ;  and  even  if  the  result  is  to 
prove  it  worthless,  and  to  finally  stamp  Mr.  Alabone  as  a  mere 
imposter,  the  result  will  not  have  been  wholly  without  value.  It 
is  not  to  the  credit  of  the  medical  profession  that  a  matter  of  so 
much  national  moment  should  be  dismissed  with  a  sneer  or  a  jeer, 
or  considered  exclusively  from  the  stand-point  of  professional 
'  trade-unionism.'  " 
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Scientific  progress* 


New  Compound  from  Cordia  Excelsa. — Thorns  (Bo: 
Deut.  Pharm.  Gcssell.,  1902,  140)  describes  a  new  crystalline 
compound  which  he  has  isolated,  with  Dr.  Peckolt's  aid,  from  the 
fresh  leaves  and  the  bark  of  the  Brazilian  plant,  Cordia  cxcelsa. 
The  body  was  termed  "  Cordianin"  by  Peckolt,  who  first  isolated 
it,  but  it  appears  to  be  identical  with  the  compound  allantoin. 

Cinnamon  Oil.— The  principal  constituent  of  cinnamon  oil 
is  cinnamic  aldehyde.  In  addition  to  this  eugenol  and  phellan- 
drene  have  also  been  recognised  in  small  quantities.  Schimmel 
&  Co.'s  chemists  have  made  an  exhaustive  investigation  of  the 
oil,  and  have  isolated  quite  a  number  of  hitherto  unrecognised 
bodies  in  addition  to  those  named.  Amongst  them  is  methyl- 
amyl  ketone,  which  has  already  been  isolated  from  oil  of  cloves. 
In  addition  there  were  found  pinene,  cymene,  furfurol,  benzalde- 
hyde,  nonylaldehydo,  cumic  aldehyde,  linalol,  and  caryophyllene. 
Two  other  compounds  are  probably  present —viz.,  hydrocinnamic 
aldehyde  and  linalyl  isobutyrate.— (Pharm.  Zeit.,  1902,  279.) 

Bitter-almond  Oil.  -In  one  of  a  series  of  papers  on  the 
Essential  oils  which  are  being  published  by  E.  Kremers  with  a 
view  to  assist  in  the  revision  of  the  next  edition  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopeia,  the  question  of  Bitter-almond  oil  is  dis- 
cussed (Pharm.  Review,  1902,  127).  From  the  examination  of 
twenty-six  samples,  it  is  clear  that  most  of  the  oils  of  commerce 
have  come  into  contact  with  synthetic  bcnzaldehyde  more  or  less, 
and  that  pure  oil  is  the  exception  and  not  the  rule.  Only  five 
samples  were  free  from  chlorinated  compounds,  and  the  amount 
of  benzoic  acid  varied  from  3  to  12  per  cent.  The  author  asks  for 
ample  criticism,  in  order  to  assist  his  object  in  furthering  the 
revision  of  this  group  of  bodies  in  the  new  edition  of  the  U.S. P. 

A.  New  Urlne-deposlt.  Dr.  T.  R.  Bradshaw  (the  Lancet) 
has  identified  monohydric  magnesium  phosphate  in  the  urine  of  a 
patient  who  had  been  taking  for  dilatation  of  the  stomach  mag- 
nesium carbonate  and  sodium  bicarbonate  in  moderate  doses, 
and  al60  powdi  r^d  magnesia.  The  deposit  is  in  the  form  of 
sparkling  crystals,  which  under  the  microscope  are  seen  to  be 
very  thin,  elongated  needles.  It  dissolved  in  acetic  acid  without 
effervescence,  but  was  insoluble  in  alkalies.  It  yielded  the  re- 
actions of  a  salt  of  magnesium,  and  after  solution  in  dilute  acid 
gave  a  yellow  precipitate,  with  ammonium  molybdate  and  with 
ammonio-nitrate  of  silver — reactions  which  showed  it  to  bean 
orthophosphate.  On  heating,  the  deposit  changed  to  pyro- 
phosphate. 

Artificial  Musk. — As  is  well-known,  the  basis  of  the  arti- 
ficial musk  of  commerce  is  a  trinitrobutyl  toluene.  A  large 
number  of  analagous  compounds  have  been  prepared  in  order  to 
see  whether  they,  too,  have  a  musk  odour,  and  it  has  been  found 
that  in  general  similar  compounds  of  this  series  have  but  a  feebly 
musk-like  odour,  and  are  useless  for  commercial  purposes.  This 
is  the  case  with  the  nitro  butyl-xylenes,  and  the  amyl  and  propyl 
toluene  derivatives.  Numerous  other  compounds  are  of  a  dis- 
tinct musk  like  odour,  but  appear  to  be  merely  weak  imitations 
of  the  ordinary  artificial  musk,  and  are  the  subjects  of  patents 
only  for  the  sake  of  covering  the  master-patent.  Among  these 
the  most  interesting  is  trinitro  butyl  hjdrindene,  in  which  the 
three  nitro-groups  are  not  symmetrically  arranged. 

The  Valuation  of  Cortex  Granatl.— Stoeder  (Pharm. 
Weekblad.,  1902,  21)  gives  the  following  method  for  the 
valuation  of  this  bark.  Twenty  grammes  of  the  dry  pow- 
dered bark  are  shaken  well  with  100  c.c.  of  chloroform 
and  5  c.c.  of  ammonia  for  twelve  hours,  when  20  c.c.  of 
water  is  added  and  the  whole  allowed  to  separate.  Seventy- 
five  cubic  centimetres  of  the  chloroformic  solution  are  filtered 
(  =  15  gm.  bark)  and  from  the  filtrate  about  two-thirds  of  the 
chloroform  are  distilled  off.  The  remainder  is  transferred  into 
a  separator,  and  the  flask  washed  with  5  c  c.  of  chloroform,  and 
the  alkaloids  are  shaken  out  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  They 
can  now  be  estimated  by  weighing  and  by  titration.  The  mean 
molecular  weight  of  the  alkaloids  is  found  to  be  147'5. 

Oil  of  Sweet-orange  Flowers.— The  composition  of  the 
oil  of  the  llowers  of  the  bitter  orange,  or  true  neroli  oil,  has  been 
the  subject  of  numerous  researches  recently.  Theulier  has  now 
made  an  exhaustive  examination  of  the  oil  Irom  the  flowers  of  the 
sweet  orange,  usually  known  as  Portugal  neroli.  The  pure  oil 
has  a  sp.  gr.  of  about  C'860,  rotation  of  +  29°  30',  and  an  ester 
content  calculated  as  linalyl  acetate  of  about  6  5  per  cent.  It  does 
not  dissolve  in  90-per  cent,  alcrhol,  aiod  no  methyl  anthranilate 
could  be  found.  This  latter  fact  at  once  explains"  the  inferiority 
of  the  Portugal  oil  as  compared  with  the  Bigarade  oil  of  neroli, 
since  methyl  anthranilate  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  charac- 
teristic constituents  of  the  latter  oil.  Theulier  has  isolated  from 
the  oil  a  solid  hydrocarbon  melting  at  55°  C,  apparently  identical 
with  that  from  the  Bigarade  oil,  and  the  terpenes  dextro-limonene 
and  dextro  camphene,  as  well  as  the  alcohol  linalol  and  its 
esters.

"bal  acce  of  charges  "  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  law  account  has  been  criticised 
very  gently  so  far.  I  hope  some  earnest  member  will  press 
for  details  at  the  annual  meeting.  We  are  told  that  during 
the  year  "  in  nearly  200  instances  the  Registrar  was  autho- 
rised to  proceed  for  the  recovery  of  penalties."  Only  about 
thirty  of  these  cases  have  come  before  the  Oourts,  so  that  it 
would  seem  a  pretty  fair  assumption,  allowing  for  defaulting 
defendants,  that  150  five-pound  notes  were  collected  without 
any  expenditure  beyond  postage.  That  750/.  has  gone  in 
addition  to  the  1,452/.  balance,  making  some  2.200/ ,  sunk 
on  legal  matters  in  1901.  For  such  a  sum  we  ought  to 
have  acquired  some  substantial  advantage,  or  at  least  have 
suffered  some  crushing  defeat. 

In  1880,  the  Year  of  the  Great  Company  Case, 

as  it  was  op- 
portunely pointed  out  in  last  week's  editorial,  the  balance 
of  law  costs  amounted  to  1,169/.  There  was  at  that  time 
practically  no  income  from  penalties  collected  in  uncon- 
tested cases,  so  that  that  figure  (1.169/.)  compares  not 
with  the  1,452/.  of  1901,  but  with  the  2,200/.  made  up  as 
shown  above.  The  one  English  case  which  last  year  could 
have  cost  a  big  sum  was  that  of  the  Worcester  florist  agency, 
and  as  the  heaviest  bill  paid  since  that  appeal  amounted  to 
294/.,  the  cost  of  that  case  may  be  set  down  at  250/  at  the 
outside.  For  the  remaining  1,950/.  we  have  had  two  High 
Court  decisions  in  Scotland,  one  interpreting  a  by-law  and 
the  other  authorising  imprisonment  if  fines  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  are  not  paid,  and  the  Medical  Council  work, 
which  was  important  and  perhaps  rather  costly.  But  it  is  im- 
possible to  assess  the  costs  of  these  cases  at  1,000/.  Then,  I 
find,  on  looking  through  the  C.  $  D.  law  reports,  that  in  1901 
there  were,  besides  the  High  Court  cases,  twelve  reports  of 
actions  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  England  and  Wales,  and 
seventeen  from  Scotland.  The  seventeen  realised  in  fines 
much  less  than  half  what  was  got  from  the  twelve.  The 
N.B.  Branch  can  hardly  have  paid  its,way  in  1901. 
Mr.  Martindale 

left  nineteen  guineas  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  its  library,  but  it  is  reported  that  the  Society  had 
to  pay  about  2,1.  legacy-duty  on  this  bequest.  Many  people 
probably,  myself  for  one,  and  evidently  Mr.  Martindale  for 
another,  were  under  the  mistaken  impression  that  legacies 
of  sums  under  20/.  were  not  subject  to  duty.  That  was  so, 
it  appears,  under  an  Act  of  1815,  but  the  concession  was 
repealed  in  a  Revenue  Act  of  1831  so  far  as  bequests  of 
money  are  concerned.  Legacy-duty  is  still  not  chargeable 
in  regard  to  otherwise  liable  goods— as,  for  instance,  jewellery 
books,  furniture,  when  the  value  is  under  20/. ;  but  there  has 
been  no  exemption  since  1831  in  respect  of  money  legacies- 
The  17/.  19;. 

will,  I  hope,  be  spent  in  a  special  purchase  :  on 
something  that  will  ear-mark  it  as  the  Martindale  bequest 
Some  medico-pharmaceutic  work  or  series  is  naturally 
suggested  as  appropriate.  Among  useful  books  of  this 
character  not  at  present  in  the  Library  may  be  named  the 
New  Sydenham  Society's  "Lexicon  of  Medicine  and  the 
Allied  Sciences."  This  is  in  five  large  volumes,  and  is  a 
grand  dictionary  and  much  more.  It  gives  formulas  and 
excellent  monrgrapbs  on  drugs,  as  well  as  on  diseases. 
Buck's  "  Handbook  of  the  Medical  Sciences  "  is  an  American 


work  of  great  value.  It  is  in  eight  volumes  of  about 
800  pages  each,  and  is  noted  for  its  illustrations  as  well  as 
for  its  articles.  The  most  wonderful  medical  encyclopEedia 
is  Raige-Delorine's  and  Dechambre's  "Dictionnaire  Encyclo- 
pedique  des  Sciences  Medicales."  It  consists  of  one  hundred 
volumes  of  some  800  pages  each.  The  world's  medical 
literature  was  ransacked  by  its  contributors  to  provide  this 
work.  As  an  indication  of  the  scale  on  which  it  is  compiled 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  its  treatise  on  opium  occupies 
130  pages. 

The  Shop  Hours  Bill 

is  not  likely  to  get  forward  on  such 
"sympathy"  as  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
gives  it.  The  Hon.  Secretary  of  that  body  had  a  letter  from 
Lord  Avebury  asking  for  a  petition  in  favour  of  his  measure 
as  he  understood  that  the  association  approved  of  it.  The 
Hon.  Secretary  "  cannot  understand  how  the  impression  had, 
got  about  that  the  Association  was  in  favour  of  the  Bill  ; 
the  resolution  passed  only  expressed  sympathy  with  the 
movement."  Lord  Avebury  has  actually  been  officially 
informed  that  the  Association  was  not  sufficiently  acquainted1 
with  the  details  of  his  Bill  to  support  it.  Those  details  have 
been  published  again  and  again  ;  a  copy  of  the  Bill  was,  I 
recollect,  sent  by  this  journal  to  all  chemists'  associations  in 
the  country;  and  I  expect  it  was  in  response  to  this  com- 
munication that  the  M.P.A.  "expressed  its  sympathy  "  whh 
the  movement.  We  shall  know  in  future  what  value  to  place 
on  Birmingham  "  sympathy." 

Some  Trade  Problems 

are  cleverly  discussed  in  a  book  re- 
cently published  by  the  Fabian  Society  entitled  "  Trusts  and 
the  State  ;  a  Sketch  of  Competition."  The  author,  Mr.  H.  W. 
Macrosty,  B.A.,  a  gentleman  who  I  believe  has  been  a 
contributor  to  the  C.  $  D ,  presents  effectively  the 
contrasts  which  result  from  a  survey  of  the  history  of 
trade.  Up  to  the  time  of  Adam  Smith  or  thereabouts  Kings 
and  Emperors  assumed  the  duty  of  taking  care  of  trade. 
"  The  crafts  have  been  devised,"  ran  a  decree  of  the  Emperor 
Sigismund  in  Germany  in  1434,  "  that  everybody  by  them 
should  earn  his  own  daily  bread,  and  nobody  shall  interfere 
with  the  craft  of  another."  The  old  trade  guilds  were  based 
on  a  similar  principle,  and  a  number  of  Tudor  statutes 
enforced  it  in  this  country,  But  as  trade  grew  kings  and 
statutes  were  found  to  be  nuisances,  and  there  came  a  time 
when  manufacturers  and  merchants  prayed  to  be  rid  of  them. 
The  great  French  minister  Colbert,  contemporary  with  our 
Charles  II ,  is  said  to  have  invited  the  merchants  of  Lyons  to 
a  conference,  and  to  have  asked  them  what  he  could  do 
for  them.  "Let  us  alone;  laissez  faire"  they  replied.  But 
it  was  a  century  later  before  that  policy  was  seriously 
advocated.  It  made  its  way,  and  the  Nineteenth  Century 
became 

The  Era  of  Competition. 

The  first  half  of  that  century  was 
the  period  of  experiment ;  the  second  half  was  the  period  of 
free  development.  The  Fabian  philosophers  are  not  in  love 
with  free  competition,  and  Mr.  Macrosty  quite  fairly  shows 
how  all  sections  of  traders  are  getting  a  bit  tired  of  it.  They 
speak  of  it  as  "  unhealthy,"  as  "  ruinous,"  and  as  "  suicidal." 
In  scores  of  cases  they  are  combining  to  suppress  it,  and  yet 
they  do  not  hail  Mr.  Pierpont  Morgan  as  exactly  their 
deliverer.  In  the  course  of  this  demonstration  Mr.  Macrosty 
sketches  among  other  organisations  for  checking  competition 
theP  AT.A.  "  Chemists  and  Druggists,"  he  says,  "  have  a 
more  efficient  organisation  tban  any  of  the  other  trades,  and 
this  has  perhaps  made  them  better  able  to  tackle  the 
problems  of  competition."  So  it  seems  to  an  outsider.  The 
Fabian  ideal  is  the  substitution  of  "collectivism"  for 
competition  ;  the  control  of  industry  by  association,  but  not 
by  associations  directed  and  controlled  by  Mr.  Pierpont 
Morgan  or  Mr.  Rockefeller,  or  indeed  for  any  individual 
advantage  at  all.

The  Council  Election. 

The  contest  for  the  seven  vacant  chairs  on  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  might  be  dead 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  Mr.  C.  E.  Pickering,  President 
of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Managers'  Society,  loses  no 
opportunity  of  letting  the  electors  know  that  he  is  a  candi- 
date. Mr.  Campkin  has  also  placed  his  views  before  the 
electors,  and  it  may  be  inferred  from  the  support  which  has 
been  given  to  him  on  previous  occasions  that  his  views  are 
not  far  wrong,  and  that  he  will  get  a  place  on  the  Council 
when  there  is  an  opportunity.  Mr.  Morrison,  of  Trirjg,  is 
the  only  other  new  candidate,  and  he  stands,  we  believe,  as 
a  country  chemist,  situated  far  enough  from  London  to  be 
non-metropolitan  in  feeling,  and  yet  sufficiently  near  it  to 
be  able  to  give  London  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office. 
The  other  seven  candidates  are  the  retiring  members.  From 
these  we  have  heard  and  asked  nothing,  and  we  may  assume 
that  they  stand  upon  their  records.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  how- 
ever, assures  us  that  he  so  well  appreciates  the  trust 
reposed  in  him  three  years  ago  that  he  again  solicits  the 
suffrage  of  the  electors  ;  and  this,  we  dare  say,  is  what  the 
other  six  mean  by  accepting  nomination  again.  They  are 
Messrs.  Carteighe,  HarriDgton,  Harrison,  Park,  Southall, 
and  Young.  Were  these  gentlemen  opposed  by  seven  other 
stalwarts  it  might  be  desirable  to  examine  more  closely  the 
work  they  have  cone  a9  councillors.  In  our  issue  of 
April  26,  page  678,  we  gave  some  particulars,  apart  from 
which  there  is  little  to  go  upon.  We  suggested  that  a  place 
could  be  found  for  Mr.  Campkin  (hitherto  the  most  popular 
of  the  trio)  by  unseating  Mr.  Park;  and  since  then  the 
Dewsbury  Association  has  also  found  a  place  for  Mr.  Picker- 
ing by  the  exclusion  of  Mr.  Alfred  Southall.  The  Barnsley 
Association  would  displace  only  Mr.  Park.  With  grim 
irony  Blackburn  asks  voters  to  score  out  the  names  of 
Messrs.  Carteighe,  Glyn-Jones  and  Southall,  because  they 
trade  under  other  names.  The  Grimsby  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation asks  the  electors  to  vote  only  for  candidates  who 
pledge  themselves  to  support  a  test  case  being  taken  in 
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favour  of  the  protection  of  the  title  of  chemist— that  is,  to 
take  proceedings  against  such  a  company  as  Boots'  Cash 
Chemists  (Limited)  for  using  the  title  conferred  by  the 
Pharmacy  Act  upon  persons  qualified  by  examination.  Mr. 
Lord  Gifford  made  this  one  of  the  planks  of  his  platform, 
and  the  fact  that  he  has  been  on  the  Council  a  year  without 
public  mention  of  the  matter  might  be  regarded  as  proof 
that  the  question  has  not  been  raised.  We  understand  that 
the  contrary  is  the  case.  One  difficulty  is  that  the 
highest  legal  authority  in  the  country  is  so  convinced  that 
companies  may  under  the  present  law  use  Pharmacy  Act 
titles  that  he  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  a  Bill 
specially  dealing  with  the  matter.  What  is  the  use  of  going 
to  law  on  a  point  about  which  we  know  the  highest  tribunal 


of  the  land  is  against  us  before  we  begin,  and  will  be  at  the 
end  ?  Perhaps  the  action  against  the  London  and  Provincial 
Supply  Association  would  have  been  decided  differently  if 
it  had  been  taken  on  the  title-question,  but  it  happened  to 
be  taken  on  another  issue,  with  the  result  that  the  House  of 
Lords  ruled  that  the  first  fifteen  sections  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1858  do  not  apply  to  companies  at  all — they  are 
outside  altogether,  and  can  do  as  they  like.  Although  the 
precedent  then  established  has  been  set  aside  with  difficulty 
in  actions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  there  is 
no  hope  that  it  would  be  in  proceedings  under  the  identical 
Act  on  which  the  precedent  was  made.  To  us  it  appears 
this  fact  that  companies  are  outside  the  main  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  has  endeavoured  to  bring 
them  within  are  the  best  grounds  for  effort  that  can  possibly 


be  had,  and  fresh  legislation  is  the  direction  for  effort— not 
renewed  litigation  on  a  sentimental  basis. 

As  illustrative  of  the  Council  contest,  we  have  prepared  a 
sketch  map  of  Great  Britain,  showing  where  the  sitting 
members  and  the  three  new  candidates  are  located,  The 
latter  are  indicated  by  crosses,  Mr.  Campkin  having  the 
northernmost  position  and  Mr.  Morrison  westernmost. 
Leaving  the  merits  of  the  candidates  out  of  consideration, 
the  contest  can  be  reduced  to  one  cf  territorial  representa- 
tion, and  in  that  case  it  will  be  seen  that  three  of  the 
retiring  members  are  the  solitary  representatives  of  important 
centres  of  population — namely,  Mr.  Harrison  (of  Sunder- 
land), Mr.  Southall  (of  Birmingham),  and  Mr.  Park  (of 
Plymouth).  The  two  best  represented  parts  of  the  country 
are  Lancashire  and  London,  and  the  retiring  members  are 
Messrs.  Carteighe,  Gljn- Jones,  Harrington,  and  Young;  we 
do  not  suppose  the  districts  would  suffer  much  by  the  rejec- 
tion of  three  of  these,  but  the  Council  would  seriously. 
The  sketch  is  not  given,  however,  as  light  and  leading  on 
the  present  contest — rather  for  guidance  in  the  future.  It 
shows  the  haphazard  manner  in  which  the  Council  is  recon- 
stituted year  by  year.  This  requires  the  caref  ul  considera- 
tion of  local  Associations,  and  if  the  President  of  the  Society 
would  devote  some  of  his  exceptional  territorial  knowledge 
to  carrying  his  scheme  further  by  the  creation  of  territorial 
caucuses  for  the  nomination  of  new  councillors  he  would  do 
the  Society  perhaps  a  greater  service  than  the  scheme  now 
in  force  has  done.  As  we  shall  give  next  week  the  result  of 
our  postcard  vote,  we  shall  be  obliged  if  those  who  are 
interested  in  this  subject  will  post  their  cards  to  us  by 
Monday  next. 


German  Thoroughness. 

The  traditional  idea  of  German  thoroughness  may  not 
infrequently  be  questioned  when  one  observes  the  extent  to 
which,  particularly  in  recent  years  and  in  pharmaceutical 
periodicals,  current  chemical  literature  is  either  overlooked 
or  ignored  by  German  writers.  The  circumstance  which 
suggests  this  remark  is  the  publication  of  a  rather  lengthy 
paper  by  Dr.  C.  R  Biihm,  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Pliarma- 
ceutische  Zeitung  (pp.  297-8),  entitled  "  Cerium  Oxalicum 
Medicinale."  The  author  of  this  paper  was  apparently 
unaware  of  a  recent  invest;gation  of  the  same  subject  by 
Power  and  Shedden,  communicated  to  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  {C.  $  D  ,  June  16,  1900,  page  992),  and 
published  officially  in  the  Journ.  Soe.  Chem.  Industry, 
vol.  xix.,  pp.  636-642.  The  paper  was  abstracted  in  the 
Chem.  Centralblatt,  1900,  ii.,  page  621,  and  the  Chemiker 
Zeitung,  1900,  page  558,  so  that  it  is  within  reference  to 
German  workers.  Although  the  paper  by  Dr.  Eohm,  unlike 
Power  and  Shedden's,  contains  but  little  experimental  data, 
it  discusses  the  subject  in  many  respects  on  similar  lines,  but 
with  the  wrong  assumption  that  "  up  to  the  present  no 
attention  has  been  given  to  this  preparation  in  pharma- 
ceutical and  medical  circles."  The  absence  of  analytical 
details  will  also  serve  to  explain  why  Dr.  Eohm  still  assumes 
cerium  oxalate  to  contain  nine  molecules  of  water  instead  of 
ten  molecules,  as  was  shown  by  Power  and  Shedden,  and 
subsequently  confirmed  by  Meyer  and  Marckwald  (J3cr. 
Berichte,  1900,  33,  page  3003).  It  may  be  remembered  that 
we  called  attention  in  November  last  to  the  fact  that  some 
German  drug-merchants  and  pharmaceutical  analysts  in 
dealing  with  ipecacuanha  ignore  Paul  and  Cownley's 
research  on  the  drug  by  returning  the  whole  of  the  alkaloid 
as  emetine,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  Cartagena  drug. 
This  charge  may  now  be  wiped  out,  for  Dr.  P.  Siedler,  the 
chemist  to  a  leading  Berlin  house,  has  recently  addressed 
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the  Pharmaceutical  Association  there  on  ipecacuanha 
amongst  other  thiogs.  He  examined  bobh  kinds  of  ipe- 
cacuanha, isolating  and  weighing  the  alkaloids,  which  he 
sent  to  Dr.  Kobert  for  physiological  examination.  The 
following  shows  the  percentages  which  Dr.  Siedler  obtained, 
and  those  by  Paul  and  Cownley  : —

There  are  sufficient  differences  between  these  figures  to  call 
for  some  comparison  with  the  English  workers'  results.  In 
1895  Dr.  Kobert  B.  Wild,  of  Manchester,  examined  emetine 
and  cepharline  physiologically,  and  reported  that  emetine  is 
weaker  in  emetic  power  than  cephaeline.  Dr.  Kobert  has 
come  to  exactly  the  same  conclusion,  and  it  is  inferred  in 
the  paper  that  the  extract  of  rich-in-emetine  Rio-root  has  a 
weaker  action  than  the  rich-in-cephaeline  Cartagena-root. 
If  care  is  not  taken,  that  statement  may  be  accepted  in  some 
quarters  as  proof  that  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  is  better  than 
Kio,  whereas  the  emetic  properties  of  the  roots  are  solely 
referred  to,  and  the  author  is  careful  to  explain  that  as  an 
emetic  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  is  preferable  to  the  Rio,  while 
as  an  expectorant  in  lung-affections  the  Kio  is  the  better. 
This  is  wha1;  Dr.  Wild  said,  but  we  should  not  be  surprised 
to  find  Dr.  Kobert  get  all  the  credit  on  the  Continent  On 
one  point  Dr.  Kobert  is  first  in  the  field.  He  finds  that 
psychotrine  has  no  emetic  action,  and  that  the  fatal  dose  for 
a  guinea-pig  is  0  2-0-3  gramme  per  kilogramme  body-weight. 
The  fatal  dose  of  emetine  is  0  047 gramme,  and  of  cephae'line 
0  032  gramme  per  kilogramme.  The  emetic  action  of  the 
alkaloids  is  not,  as  in  the  case  of  apomorphine,  due  to 
influence  on  the  brain-centre,  but  to  direct  action  on  the 
sensory  nerve-ends  of  the  stomach-coating.  As  a  correspond- 
ing member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  since  1892,  Dr. 
Kobert  has  had  the  original  papers  of  the  English  workers 
on  this  subject,  and  we  hesitate  to  regard  the  absence  of 
reference  to  them  in  the  paper  before  us  as  indicating  that 
he  is  not  acquainted  with,  or  has  ignored,  them.  It  cannot 
be  expected  that  all  pharmaceutical  workers  in  one  country 
should  be  acquainted  with  the  current  literature  of  others, 
but  it  is  the  rule  that  workers  in  classic  subjects  should 
glean  English,  French,  and  German  literature,  and  in  their 
publications  give  all  credit  to  those  who  have  worked  before 
them.    Our  German  confreres  here  show  weakness. 


Modest  Research. 

We  print  to-day  a  research  list  compiled  by  the  Secretaries 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  It  contains 
several  subjects  which  young  pharmacists  past  the  examina- 
tion stage  and  careful  in  experiment  might  well  undertake. 
They  may  do  work  of  this  kind  with  advantage  to  them- 
selves and  at  little  cost,  for  the  Conference  has  a  special 
fund  from  which  grants  may  be  obtained  for  the  purchase 
of  materials.  Ia  days  gone  by  several  gentlemen,  who  now 
put  "  F.R.S."  behind  their  names,  did  much  of  the  work  upon 
which  their  fame  was  built  with  the  aid  of  grants  from  the 
fund,  and  there  is  little  reason  why  the  present  young 
generation  should  not  do  the  same.  Applications  should  be 
ma-ie  to  the  Secretaries,  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  In  mentioning  this 
matter,  we  cannot  avoid  bringing  in  a  little  card  issued  by  the 
Ameiican  Pharmaceutical  Association  with  the  Trans- 
actions, received  a  few  weeks  ago  : —

EXPORTING   STAMPED  PROPRIETARIES. 

From  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  (on  page  758)  it  appears  that  South 
African  pharmacists  consider  themselves  unjustly  treated  by 
manufacturers  of  proprietaries  who  export  their  products  to 
the  colony  already  stamped.  Certain  exporters  who  follow 
this  practice,  when  questioned  on  the  subject,  are  reported  to 
have  said  that  the  stamp  showed  that  the  product  was 
genuine,  and  they  had  no  intention  of  shipping  unstamped 
goods  to  South  Africa.  Oar  South  African  brethren  complain, 
however,  that  the  same  firm.3  have  exported  their  wares 
unstampei  for  many  years  to  other  pirts  of  the  world,  and 
even  to  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire.  It  is  evident  that 
the  compjtition  in  the  drug-trade  is  as  keen  throughout  the 
Cape  peninsula  as  anywhere  in  the  world — the  recent  move 
to  adjust  and  maintain  uniform  prices  recently  made  by  the 
leading  South  African  drug  houses  is  prooE  of  this  — but  it  is 
not  only  a  quastion  of  money,  bat  a  matter  of  principle  that 
is  involved.  The  South  African  trader  asks,  with  some  show 
of  reason,  why  he  should  pay  Ids.  per  gross  extra  for  13§r2. 
articles  to  the  British  Government,  when  the  Colonial 
Government  collects  20  per  cent,  duty  on  the  18s.  or  the 
value  of  the  stamps,  and  especially  seeing  such  a  course  is 
unnecessary.  Now  that  the  trade  organisations  have  the 
matter  in  hand  it  will  be  interesting  to  watch  developments. 

HOW  TO   TAKE  QUININE  IN  MALARIA. 

Major  Ronald  Ross,  in  the  ninth  edition  of  his  book  on 
"Malarial  Fever"  (2s.  6d.,  Liverpool  University  Press),  gives 
some  useful  notes  on  takiDg  quinine.  He  explains  that,  as 
quinine  is  wanted  in  the  blood,  and  not  in  the  stomach,  the 
best  form  is  to  take  it  dissolved  by  means  of  acid.  The 
next  best  form  is  that  of  the  powder  shaken  up  in  water. 
Quinine  in  pill 3,  tablet  form,  or  capsules  takes  longer  before 
it  is  absorbed  into  the  blood,  and  if  pills  or  tablets  are  used 
they  should  be  previously  immersed  in  water  for  a  few 
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minutes  so  as  to  disintegrate  them.  The  bitter  taste  of 
suspended  or  dissolved  quinine  can  be  corrected  by  taking 
one  or  two  mouthfals  of  food  immediately  after  the  medi- 
cine. Just  before  meals,  especially  before  breakfast,  is  the 
best  time  for  quinine,  and  its  presence  in  the  blood  should 
be  announced  by  a  ringing  in  the  ears  within  half  an  hour. 
Details  of  the  doses  needed  in  malarial  fever  are  given — for 
a  first  attack  10  gr.  of  quinine  should  be  given  about  every 
twelve  hours  for  a  week,  which  may  be  increased  to  15  or  20  gr. 
In  cases  of  vomiting  it  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  dose, 
and  it  is  often  useful  to  administer  a  saline  purgative  with 
the  first  dose  of  quinine.  If  a  person  has  once  become 
infected  with  malarial  fever,  he  must  continue  to  take 
quinine  regularly  for  at  least  three  or  four  months,  so  as  to 
ensure  extermination  of  the  parasites,  otherwise  relapses  are 
sure  to  occur. 

NAVAL  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

Following  on  the  reorganisation  of  the  Army  Medical 
Service  comes  a  set  of  new  regulations  for  the  entry  of  can- 
didates for  commissions  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Royal  Navy,  and  regulations  as  to  the  promotion  and  pay  of 
naval  medical  officers  embodying  the  provisions  of  an  Order 
in  Council  of  Mirch  24.  The  regulations  for  entry  are  prac- 
tically a  repetition  of  those  already  in  force,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  chsmistry  and  physiology  are  now  made  voluntary 
subjects  of  examination,  and  600  marks  are  allowed  for 
French  and  German.  Tae  full  yearly  pay  and  allowances  will 
be  on  the  following  scale  : —

TAHITI  VANILLA. 

In  the  May  number  of  Chambers 's  Journal,  Mr.  A.  McFarlane 
of  Moorea,  Society  Islands,  contributes  an  interesting  article 
on  vanilla-growing  in  Tahiti,  after  reading  which  one  is 
tempted  to  sigh  for  the  life  of  a  vanilla-planter.  Tahiti,  he 
says,  has  the  finest  tropical  climate  in  the  world— no 
hurricanes,  no  malaria  or  fevers— and  a  friendly  race  of 
natives  to  live  among.  A  man  with  three  or  four  acres  of 
vanilla  has  a  competence  ;  with  ten  or  more  he  is  rich,  and 
for  one  who  likes  to  "  potter"  around  among  flowers  there  is 
no  life  more  attractive,  says  Mr.  McFarlane.  So  much  has 
been  written  about  vanilla  planting  and  curing  that  Mr. 
McFarlane's  article  necessarily  traverses  old  ground,  but  he 
gives  several  interesting  facts  in  describing  the  methods 
employed  in  the  South  Sea  Islands.  Although  Tahiti  is  one 
of  the  largest  vanilla-producing  countries,  yielding  annually 
nearly  100  tors  of  pods,  the  product  is  the  worst  vanilla 
that  reaches  the  European  market.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the 
native  planter,  who  does  not  give  the  necessary  attention  to 
the  curing,  which  is  the  most  important  work.  There  is  no 
secret  about  the  method  of  curing,  although  some  pretend 
that  there  is.    It  consists  in  alternate  exposures  to  the 


sun,  always  under  dark-coloured  blankets,  and  sweating  in 
the  house  in  light  tins  or  boxes.  The  average  price  of 
Tahiti  vanilla  is  6s.  pjr  lb.,  and  as  Mr.  McB^arlane,  who  is  a 
cultivator  and  curer  of  vanilla,  estimates  that  it  costs  2s. 
per  lb.  to  grow  and  cure,  a  good  margin  of  profit  is  left  for 
the  grower.  Most  vanilla-planters  suffer  from  small  itching 
blisters  on  the  hands,  resembling  "  prickly  heat,"  which  is 
brought  about  by  the  constant  handling  of  the  beans. 
Mr.  McFarlane  has  found  a  specific  in  his  own  case,  and 
that  is  a  mixture  oE  equal  parts  of  carbolic  acid,  glycerin, 
and  rose  water  rubbed  on  the  hands — rather  strong  in  car- 
bolic, we  think  ;  perhaps  he  means  carbolic  lotion.

Ceylon  Gazette  has  published  the  draft  of  an  Ordinance  to 
increase  the  import  duty  on  perfumery  and  spirits  imported 
as  perfumery  to  7f.  per  gallon. 

A  Wedding  Present. — Captain  W.  T.  Grice,  command- 
ing F  (Trade)  Company  1st  Calcutta  Volunteer  Rifles,  was 
presented  on  April  28,  with  a  beautiful  bowl-shaped  centre- 
piece of  solid  silver,  bearing  the  crest  of  the  regiment  and 
an  inscription,  by  the  members  of  the  company,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  marriage. 

Holidaying. — Amongst  the  passengers  on  board  the  s.s. 
Arabia  which  left  Bombay  for  England  on  May  3  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  Donald  Smith  (of  Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co., 
chemists,  Madras),  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Grice  (of 
Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.,  Calcutta). — Mr.  Tom  Bliss 
(Messrs  E.  Plomer  &  Co.,  Lahore)  is  expected  to  arrive  in 
London  in  the  first  week  in  July. 


LONDON  UNIVERSITY. 

The  first  "  presentation "  of  the  reconstituted  University 
took  place  on  Wednesday,  May  14,  in  the  "  Great  Hall,"  a 
temporary  building,  much  in  need  of  replacement,  which 
formerly  did  duty  as  the  concert-hall  of  the  Imperial  Insti- 
tute. The  occasion  was  celebrated  with  great  ceremony,  and 
maoy  processions  of  gaily-robed  professors,  mayors,  and 
students,  who  assemble  1  in  various  parts  of  the  building, 
and  marched  to  the  meeting- place  under  the  care  of 
stewards.  The  newly-elected  Chancellor  of  the  University 
(Lord  Rosebery)  presided,  and  was  supported  by  the  Vice- 
Cbancellor  (Sir  Henry  Roscoe),  the  Principal  (Dr.  Rucker), 
and  the  members  of  the  Senate.  After  the  welcome  of  Lord 
Rosebery,  and  bis  reply,  Dr.  Rucker  read  his  report  on  the 
work  of  the  University  during  the  past  year,  and  announced 
the  establishment  of  courses  of  University  extension  lectures 
to  be  given  in  the  mstropolitan  area,  and  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  R  G.  Roberts  to  act  as  inspector  of  secondary  schools. 
With  the  grant  of  10  000/.  per  annum,  made  by  the  County 
Council,  two  professorships  of  chemistry— general  and 
organic— are  to  be  founded  at  University  College,  whilst  the 
teaching  of  German  in  the  colleges  and  polytechnics  is  to 
be  undertaken  by  a  group  of  new  university  lecturers. 
Engineering  is  also  to  receive  attention  by  the  better  equip- 
ment of  the  laboratories  at  King's  and  the  City  and  Guilds 
Institute.  These  and  other  movements  indicate  a  re- 
awakening, and  Dr.  Rucker  dealt  with  satisfaction  on  the 
fact  that  last  year  over  600  contributions  to  scientific 
societies  and  journals  were  made  by  teachers  and  students  of 
the  University. 

The  ceremony  of  presenting  prize-winners  and  graduates 
to  the  Chancellor  then  proceeded.  Among  these  we  observed 
Mr.  Harold  Wilson,  B.Sc.,  examiner  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ;  Mr.  A.  C.  Bodey,  B.Sc,  formerly  lecture-assistant 
in  chemistry  at  the  "Square"  school;  Dr.  T.  A.  Henry,  a 
former  Bell  scholar  of  the  Society  ;  and  Dr.  W.  H.  EccleF, 
who  began  his  career  as  a  pharmacist  in  Lancashire.  This 
ceremony  over,  Sir  Michael  Foster,  M.P.,  congratulated  the 
presentees. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

A  Fromm's  Extract  Loan. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  May  12,  Lords  Jastices  Vaughan 
Williams,  ]{)mer,  and  Mathew  had  before  them  the  case  of 
Day  and  another  v.  Powell  and  another,  on  the  appeal  of 
the  plaintiffs  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Channell  in 
the  King's  Bench  Division  in  April,  1901.  The  action 
related  to  a  loan  of  money  by  the  plaintiffs  to  Fromm's 
Extract  Company  (Limited),  of  which  defendants  (Powell 
and  Warner)  were  director.-".  Mr.  Justice  Channell  held  that 
Warner  was  not  a  party  to  a  promissory  note  given  by 
Powell  in  respect  to  the  loan,  and  against  this  judgment 
plaintiffs  appealed.    The  appeal  was  dismissad,  with  costs. 

Beecham  Actions. 

Mr.  Justice  Buckley, in  the  Chancery  Division,  on  Friday, 
May  9,  had  before  him  a  motion  by  the  well-known  pill- 
manufacturer  of  St.  Helens  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  a  Mr. 
Prebble,  of  Liverpool,  from  passing  off  pills  not  of  plaintiff's 
manufacture  as  and  for  such  pills.  Mr.  Martelli  appeared 
in  support  of  the  motion,  and  Mr.  Green  appeared  for  the 
defendant,  and  consented  to  the  motion  being  treated  as  the 
trial  of  the  action.  His  Lordship  granted  a  perpetual 
injunction  against  defendant,  and  made  an  order  for  him  to 
pay  an  agreed  sum  for  damages  and  costs. 

In  a  similar  action,  Beecham  v.  Nelmes,  the  defendant 
was  represented  by  Mr.  Todd,  and  consented  to  a  similar 
order. 

A  Dye  Dispute. 

Mr.  Justice  Buckley,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  on  Friday, 
May  9  had  before  him  the  case  of  the  Badische  Anilin  und 
Soda  Fabrik  v.  Thompson,  which  related  to  alleged  infringe- 
ment of  patents  for  dyes.  His  Lordship  recently  granted 
the  plaintiff  company  an  interim  injunction  restraining 
the  Star  Chemical  Company,  of  Manchester,  certain  gentle- 
men residing  in  Manchester  and  Stockport,  and  the  Bisle 
Chemical-works,  Switzerland,  from  importing  into  England, 
and  selling  in  this  country  any  dyes  or  dye-stuffs  made  in 
accordance  with  plaintiffs'  patents  dated  1891  and  1892. 
Mr.  Upjohn,  K.O.,  on  behalf  of  the  Basle  company,  now 
applied  that  the  order  to  serve  notice  of  writ  on  that  com- 
pany might  be  discharged.  The  ground  of  the  application 
was  that,  the  action  was  brought  to  restrain  acts  not  intended 
to  be  done,  and  that  the  Basle  Chemical  Company  were  not 
necessary  parties  to  the  action.  It  was  futther  contended 
that  the  application  for  leave  to  serve  out  of  the  jurisdiction 
was  not  supported  by  the  evidence  required  by  the  rules. 
His  Lordship  held  that  a  sufficient  case  was  disclosed  upon 
the  affidavits  to  warrant  the  leave  to  serve  out  of  the  juris- 
diction being  granted,  and  dismissed  the  motion  with  costs. 

Three  motions  by  defendants  in  other  cases  of  a  similar 
nature  were  directed  to  stand  over  until  after  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  could  be  disposed  of. 


The  Two  Syrups. 

Mr.  Wm.  Butterfield,  chemist  and  druggist,  Blackburn, 
was  the  pldntiff  in  an  action  before  Mr.  Justice  Wills  at 
Liverpool  Assizes  on  May  8,  in  which  he  sought  to  recover 
damages  from  an  Accrington  grocer,  named  Hughes,  for 
alleged  misrepresentation  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  Butter- 
field's  Syrup.  The  plaintiff  also  asked  for  an  injunction 
restraining  the  defendant  from  selling  the  syrup.  The  Judge 
asked  whether  it  was  "  our  old  friend  Gripe-syrup  "  and  plain- 
tiff's counsel  said  it  was,  explaining  that  nine  out  of  the  ten 
cases  of  a  similar  kind  had  been  disposed  of.  Defendant 
had  for  years  been  a  customer  of  the  plaintiff,  but  he  had 
been  induced  by  a  former  traveller  of  the  plaintiff's,  named 
Alsop,  to  take  the  latter's  syrup,  on  the  representation  that 
it  was  practically  the  same  as  plaintiff's,  while  it  was 
cheaper.  In  the  defendant's  shop  this  imitation  was  sold 
as  "  Butterfiela's  Syrup."  For  the  defence  it  was  urged  that 
a  mistake  had  been  made  by  defendant's  wife  in  selling 
Alsop's  syrup  for  that  of  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Justice  Wills 
suggested  that  the  patties  should  make  a  settlement.  It 


was  ultimately  agreed  that  a  juror  should  be  withdrawn  on 
the  defendant  giving  an  undertaking  in  terms  of  the  injunc- 
tion sought  for,  each  party  to  pay  his  own  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Good  Samaritan. 

At  the  Manchester  County  Court,  before  Jadge  Parry,  on 
May  9,  an  action  was  heard  in  which  Ellen  Shepherd,  the 
wife  of  a  provision-dealer,  sued  Henry  Clinton,  trading  as 
H.  Clinton  &  Co.,  chemist,  Every  Street,  Ancoats,  for  502. 
damages  for  the  loss  of  a  thumb,  due  to  the  defendant's 
alleged  unskilled  treatment.  In  October  last  plaintiff, 
having  cut  her  thumb,  went  to  the  defendant,  who  dressed 
the  injury  and  charged  her  l\d.  When  she  called  again,  the 
defendant  declined  to  take  the  plaster  off,  and  told  her  to  go 
to  a  doctor.  She  went  to  Dr.  Thompson,  who  had  to 
amputate  the  thumb.  Dr.  Thompson  said  the  plaster  was 
too  tight,  and  had  been  kept  on  too  long.  The  defendant 
said  he  only  rendered  first-aid,  and  told  the  plaintiff  to  go  to 
a  doctor.  The  was  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  material. 
The  Judge  said  the  defendant  had  merely  acted  the  part  of 
a  good  Samaritan,  and  nothing  could  be  said  which  in  any 
way  affected  his  position  as  a  professional  man.  The 
plaintiff  had  shown  a  wrong  feeling  by  bringing  the  action 
for  the  purpose  of  trjirjg  to  get  money.  There  would  be 
judgment  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 

Garnisheed. 

At  the  Southwark  County  Court  on  May  13,  Jadge  Addison, 
K  C,  heard  a  garnishee  summons  issued  by  Messrs.  W.  W. 
Flood  &  Co  ,  wholesale  druggists,  of  High  Street,  Borough, 
S  E.,  against  Dr.  D.  Viliesid,  of  10  Westminster  Bridge  Road, 
for  19/  10  s.,  Dr.  G.  W.  Brown  bsing  the  judgment  debtor. 
It  was  stated  that  Dr.  Brown  sold  his  practice  at  West- 
minster Bridge  Road  for  750/.  to  Dr.  Viliesid,  it  being 
agreed  that  a  balance  of  100/.  of  the  purchase-money,  less 
certain  deductions,  should  be  paid  in  two  instalments 
covering  a  period  of  twelve  months.  At  the  time  the 
practice  was  sold  there  was  a  judgment  against  Dr.  Brown 
for  drugs  supplied  to  him,  and  the  plaintiffs  now  sought  to 
garnishee  the  sum.  It  was  contended  for  the  garnishee  that 
money  actually  due  and  payable  could  not  be  garnisheed, 
but  against  that  it  was  argued  that  an  existing  debt  such  as 
this  was,  payable  at  some  future  time,  could  be  attached. 
Judge  Addison  said  there  was  an  existing  obligation  to  pay 
1002.  within  twelve  months,  and  that  must  be  attached  to 
the  extent  of  19/.  10s.  and  the  costs.  Continuing,  the 
Judge  said:  If  this  were  a  debt  for  a  carriage  accident  or 
anything  of  that  kind  I  could  sympa'hise  with  Dr.  Brown, 
but  I  cannot  sympathise  with  him  when  he  does  not  pay  his 
druggists'  bills.  Mr.  Barbcur,  solicitor  for  Dr.  Viliesid,  the 
garnishee:  He  is  at  the  Front  now.  His  Honour:  Ob,  then 
that  is  all  the  more  reason  why  the  druggists  should  have  this 
order  for  their  money.  Mr.  Barber:  Under  this  agreement 
Dr.  Brown  is  to  receive  half  the  profits  from  Coronation 
seats  to  be  let  at  the  surgery.  That  money  will  come  in 
sooner  than  the  other  so  I  suggest  that  should  be  attached. 
His  Honour :  That  is  something  which  may  accrue,  and 
therefore  it  cannot  be  garnisheed.  That  money  will  not  be 
owing  until  it  has  been  received  by  Dr.  Viliesid.  You 
cannot  attach  a  conditional  debt.  Eventually  his  Honour 
made  an  order  requiring  Dr.  Viliesid  to  satisfy  the  judgment 
against  Dr.  Brown,  the  cotts  of  the  plaintiffs,  as  also  his  own 
costs,  as  he  had  not  made  any  default  out  of  the  100/.  he 
owed  Dr.  Brown  when  such  sum  should  become  due.

Be  Joseph  Bloom  Megoitt,  The  Laurels,  Mans  field,  Director 
and  Manager  of  Messrs.  Samuel  Meggitt  &  Sods  (Limited),  glue 
and  chemical- manure  manufacturers,  of  Suttcn-in-Ashfielo1.— A 
meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  Nottingham  on  May  P.  The 
statement  of  affairs  showed  liabilities  expected  to  rank  for 
dividend  3.7C5J.  15s.  4(7.,  and  assets  282?.  4s.  7(7.  The  Official 
Receiver  said  the  firm  was  turned  into  a  limited- liability  company 
n  1893,  and  debtor  had  been  managing  director,  at  a  salary  which 
atterly  had  been  about  60C7.  a  year.    He  also  returned  himself 
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as  the  holder  of  1,178  fully-paid  10/.  shares ;  but  these  shares, 
even  if  they  were  valuable,  were  not  available,  as  they  were 
deposited  with  a  creditor  to  secure  a  loan  and  interest  amounting 
to  1,520?.  The  bankrupt  attributed  his  insolvency  to  heavy 
household  expenses  and  loss  of  income  consequent  on  no  dividend 
accruing  for  the  past  two  years  on  the  shares  he  held  in  the 
company.  This,  said  the  Official  Receiver,  struck  him  as  an 
inadequate  explanation  of  such  a  statement  of  affairs,  and  he 
suggested  that  extravagance  had  been  a  very  large  factor.  The 
deficiency-account  disclosed  that,  during  last  year,  against  550/. 
of  income,  debtor's  expenditure  had  been  1,000/.  The  office  of 
trustee  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver,  and  Messrs. 
Hameyer,  Linney,  and  Wilkinson  were  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  trustee. 

Be  E.  E.  Burford  (trading  as  Burford  Brothers),  22  Canal 
Street,  Albany  Road,  chemical  merchant. — This  debtor  has  peti- 
tioned the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  and  upon  the  application 
of  Mr.  Lew's  Barnes  the  usual  receiving-order  was  made,  together 
with  an  adjudication  in  bankruptcy.  The  liabilities  are  estimated

5<7.,  the  causes  of  failure  being  stated  as  due  to 
"losses  through  assisting  Marchant  in  cycle  business,  through 
liabilities  incurred  on  my  behalf,  and  misappropiiation  of  moneys, 
and  also  losses  on  trust  accounts,  and  on  guarantees  paid  for  Mr. 
Atkinson,  my  solicitor."  No  further  questions  being  asked,  and 
the  debtor  having  made  the  statutory  declaration,  he  was  allowed 
to  pass.

AN  EMBEZZLEMENT  CHARGE. 

At  the  South-West  London  Police  Court  on  May  8.  Joseph 
Milne  (26),  chemists'  manager,  was  charged  with  embezzling 
3/.  17s.  8^.,  and  further  with  stealing  and  receiving  30.-.  and 
21,  belonging  to  his  employers,  Messrs.  Lewis  k  Barrows 
(Limited).  Mr.  E.  W,  Gough,  chemist  and  druggist,  general 
manager  to  the  prosecutors,  stated  that  in  February  last  the 
accused  was  appointed  manager  of  the  company's  branch  at 
17  Lavender  Hill,  S.W.,  ard  owing  to  a  letter  written  by  one 
of  the  assistants  to  a  director,  he  (the  witness)  examined  the 
prisoner's  accounts,  with  the  result  that  the  21.  "  change- 
money  "  which  the  prisoner  should  have  had  in  his  till  was 
found  to  be  missing,  and  although  the  takings  of  two  days 
amounted,  according  to  the  pay-sheet,  to  16/.  lis.,  the  sum 
actually  banked  by  the  accused  was  12/.  3j.  3d.  In  addition 
to  this,  a  sum  of  E0i.,  which  the  accused  had  received  from 
his  two  assistants,  was  also  missing.  Questioned  by  the 
prisoner,  witness  admitted  that  the  accused  had  borne  agood 
character  during  his  four  years'  service  with  the  company, 
and  that  he  had  proved  himself  a  capable  manager,  having 
pulled  the  business  up  20/  in  a  fortnight.  When  he  (Mr. 
Gough)  acquainted  prisoner  of  the  shortage  he  replied,  "  I 
am  aware  of  it,"  and  took  about  4/.  from  a  shelf  in  a  store- 
room at  the  back  and  gave  it  to  him.  Robert  Evans, 
deputy-manager,  stated  that  when  prisoner  gave  him  the 
money  to  bank  on  the  previous  morning,  he  said  it  was  31. 
short,  but  gave  no  explanation.  There  had  been  no  "rest" 
monfy  in  the  till  lately.  Prisoner:  Didn't  we  generally 
move  the  money  from  the  till  overnight  and  put  it  in 
different  parts  of  the  shop  ?  Witness :  Yes.  In  case  it 
should  get  stolen  ? — Ye?.  Are  you  not  under  notice  to  leave 
this  firm  ? — Yes.  Didn't  you  put  it  down  to  my  fault  ? — No. 
You  said  you  thought  that  conversatiou  I  had  with  the 
general  manager  in  the  back  store  was  the  cause  of  your 
being  dismissed  ?— Yes,  I  did  say  that.  Do  you  think  I 
have  ever  used  any  of  this  money  for  my  own  personal 
benefit  ?— I  cannot  say.  Have  you  ever  seen  anything  to 
give  you  that  idea?— No,  never.  The  Magistrate  observed 
that  if  prisoner  put  by  the  3/.  in  some  part  of  the  shop  to 
take  care  of  it,  that  was  not  being  short  of  it.  Witness :  It 
should  have  been  banked.  Dealing  with  the  alleged  theft 
of  30s.,  witness  said  prisoner  abou!;  three  week?  before 


remarked  that  his  banking-money  was  short  by  30,>\,  and 
asked  for  15s.  to  help  to  make  it  up.  He  (Evans)  gave  him 
the  money  from  his  till,  and  another  assistant  handed  over  a 
similar  amount.  The  Clerk  :  How  do  you  make  up  the  15s. 
loss  from  your  till?  Witness:  By  customers' money.  If  a 
customer  came  in  for  a  bottle  cf  embrocation  I  put  the 
shilling  in  the  till  and  didn't  write  out  a  bill.  Prisoner: 
Sometimes,  after  a  quiet  day,  haven't  I  said  we  will  make  it 
up,  and  haven't  we  made  it  up  out  of  the  "rest  "money? 
Witness :  Yes,  we  made  it  a  good  day.  Wasn't  that  done 
very  often  ? — Yes,  very  often.  The  Magistrate :  That  was  to 
prevent  inquiries  being  made  about  small  takings  ?— Yes,  sir. 
And  when  we  saw  we  had  the  best  week  and  didn't  want  to 
lose  the  opportunity  of  reaching  a  certain  figure  this  winter, 
we  put  a  certain  amount  to  it  to  make  it  larger  ? — Yes.  The 
Magistrate :  Then  your  accounts  were  purely  fictitious, 
that's  what  it  comes  to.  You  may  as  well  have  had  none  at 
all,  or  better.  By  further  cross-questioning  prisoner  elicited 
that  the  "  rest  "  money  was  used  to  make  up  good  days  until 
it  was  finished.  When  they  had  a  poor  Saturday  prisoner 
often  put  a  shilling  or  two  out  of  his  own  pocket  to  make  it 
up.  The  general  manager  remarked  that  this  tinkering  with 
the  accounts  was  a  revelation.  Prisoner  was  remanded  for 
a  week. 

The  hearing  was  resumed  before  Mr.  Garrett  on  May  15, 
when  Mr.  H.  T.  Waddy  appeared  to  prosecute,  and  Mr.  J.  T. 
Lewis  (Lewis  k.  Lewis)  defended.  Mr.  Waddy  said  it  would  be 
proved  that  the  takings  on  May  5  and  6  were  16/.  Is.,  but  the 
prisoner  only  accounted  for  12/.  3s.  4rf.  The  day  after,  when 
the  prisoner  was  questioned,  he  went  out,  and  returned  two 
hours  later,  and  then  produced  about  4/.  from  another  till, 
which  he  said  was  the  missing  money,  and  alleged  it  had 
bsen  there  all  the  time,  but  the  prisoner  was  then  aware 
that  this  till  had  been  examined.  The  evidence  of  Mr. 
Gough  was  read  over,  and  Mr.  Waddy  produced  the  assistants' 
takings-books. 

Mr.  Gough  said  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  prisoner  or  his 
assistants  when  making  a  sale  to  enter  the  amount  on  a 
carbon-book,  one  sheet  of  which  the  customer  would  receive 
as  the  receipt,  and  ih3  duplicate  was  for  the  company. 

By  Mr.  Lewis  :  There  was  no  suggestion  that  the  prisoner 
attempted  to  abscond.  He  only  prodec  d  4/,  whereas  he 
should  have  produced  3/.  17s  3d  and  21.  "rest"  money. 
Prisoner  did  not  say,  "  Here  is  the  3/.  17s.  3d.  and  11.  of  the 
'rest'  money.'  Prisoner  did  say  he  hid  the  money  for 
safety,  as  it  was  his  day's  holiday.  Prisoner  did  not  give  any 
satisfactory  explanation  of  another  23s.  he  had  from  the 
other  assistants'  "rest"  money  in  April. 

Mr.  Lewis :  My  instructions  are  that  the  prisoner  pro- 
duced 4/  17s.  3d.,  which  would  be  1/.  short  of  the  "  rest " 
money  only. 

Mr.  Gough  added  that  the  directors  had  such  confidence 
in  the  prisoner  in  February  as  to  appoint  him  manager 
of  this  branch,  but  beyond  that  he  would  rather  not  speak. 

Robert  Evans,  the  deputy-manager,  recalled  and  further 
examined,  said  that  on  one  occasion,  to  account  for  money 
put  out  of  the  "  rest"  money  into  the  till  to  give  the  appear- 
ance of  a  good  day,  the  "rest  "  money  was  made  up  by  not 
entering  moneys  received  from  some  customers.  When  Mr. 
Milne  borrowed  15s.  of  witness,  he  said,  "Don't  enter  any 
sales  until  the  till  is  made  up  again."  These  sales  had  never 
been  accounted  for. 

Mr.  Garrett :  Then  what  you  mean  is,  you  entered  sham 
sales  to  make  appearances  of  good  sales,  and  left  out  actual 
sales  to  make  up  the  deficiency  ? 

Witness :  Yes,  that  is  so. 

Mr.  Garrett:  Most  extraordinary  ! 

Mr.  Lewis :  Have  you  heard  of  these  irregularities  in  the 
other  shops  of  the  prosecutors  ? 

Mr.  Garrett  would  not  allow  this  question. 

Harry  Richmond  Sharman,  assistant  for  the  last  three 
months  at  the  shop,  also  deposed  to  making  shortages  good 
by  not  entering  receipts.  This  he  did  by  prisoner's  in- 
structions. Evidence  was  also  given  by  F.  D.  Heath, 
G.  F.  Barratt  (inspector  for  Lewis  &  Burrows,  Limited), 
and  P.C.  John  Lewis. 

Mr.  Lewis  said  that  the  prisoner  reserved  his  defence,  and 
called  no  witnes-es,  and  he  was  committed  for  trial  at  the 
next  South  London  sessions  on  May  21.  Bail  was  allowed 
in  one  surety  of  50/.,  and  Mr.  W.  Watson  Will,  of  the 
Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy,  Kennington,  was  accepted.

Pharmacy  in  Norway. 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  May  3,  page  695,  it. is  noted  "that 
only  two  pharmacies  in  the  whole  of  Norway  can  be  sold 
absolutely  by  the  proprietors."  This  is  a  misunderstanding 
either  by  Mr.  Thos.  Barclay  or  your  representative.  The 
fact  is  that  we  have  thirty-six  pharmacies  which  can  be  sold 
by  the  proprietors.  The  value  mentioned  (55,000?.)  seems 
to  be  much  exaggerated.  The  number  of  the  other  phar- 
macies is  about  ninety-five.

Vinegar  of  Squill. 

Sir, — In  the  editorial  comment  on  the  Vinegar  of  Squill 
prosecutions  in  your  last  issue,  you  imply  that  I  suggested 
4  per  cent,  as  a  standard  for  total  solids.  This  is  a  mistake 
as  I  gave  no  figure  as  a  standard,  though  in  my  cross- 
examination  at  Highgate  I  stated  that  in  my  opinion 
9  per  cent,  and  even  7  per  cent,  was  too  high  to  be  taken  as 
a  minimum.  A  number  of  samples  examined  by  myself  in 
the  Analytical  Laboratory  of  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney  (Limited)  have  usually  fallen  within  the  limits  of 
7  and  9  per  cent.,  but  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  state  how 
low  the  limit  may  fall  if  squill  of  different  character  were 
used  in  manufacture.  The  free  acetic  acid  strength  has  in 
my  experience  varied  from  3  3  to  3  6  per  cent,  in  samples 
representing  batches  prepared  on  the  large  scale  by  the  B  P. 
process,  the  so-called  deficiency  being,  without  doubt,  due 
to  (1)  moisture  and  extractive  matter  in  the  squill  and  (2) 
loss  by  evaporation  during  manufacture  and  filtration,  both 
of  which  factors  must  necessarily  vary  and  render  it  difficult 
to  fix  a  standard  even  for  a  freshly  prepared  article.  Since 
deterioration  certainly  occurs  it  is  much  more  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  say  what  should  be  the  minimum  acidity  of  a 
sample  which  has  been  prepared  some  time.  The  percentages 
given  above  represent  grammes  per  100  c.c.  both  in  the  case 
of  acetic  acid  and  of  total  solids.  The  specific  gravity  usually 
falls  between  1  033  and  1-039.  Yours  faithfully,

Its  aims  and  objects  are  not  what  some  of 
its  critics  would  have  us  believe,  a  bending  of  the  knee  to 
the  stores,  but  to  promote  a  strong  and  united  body,  capable 
of  bringing  into  line  those  irreconcilables  who  have  been  the 
stumbling-blocks  in  the  trade  for  many  jears,  and  whose 
attitude  is  just  the  one  to  bring  about  that  curse  to  all 
traders,  a  trade  war,  which  it  is  the  Association's  object  to 
avert  by  all  the  means  at  its  disposal,  or,  failing  in  that,  to 
meet  those  trade  enemies  in  one  united  front,  against  which 
they  shall  throw  themselves  in  vain.

Protection  of  Title. 

Sir, — Will  you  allow  me  to  draw  the  attention  of  voters 
at  the  coming  election  (particularly  Grimsby  members)  to 
the  fact  that  in  my  election  address  I  make  the  protection  of 
the  title  my  chief  care.  For  several  years  I  have  repeatedly 
drawn  attention  to  the  facility  with  which  capitalists  and 
unscrupulous  traders  have  been  and  are  still  being  permitted 
to  use  a  title  to  which  they  have  no  legal  claim.  It  will  be 
my  first  act,  when  on  the  Council,  to  know  how  much  longer 
we  are  to  suffer  from  this  injustice,  and  why  action  has  not 
been  taken  in  certain  cases  where  information  of  this  in- 
fringement has  been  given.  A  test  case  on  the  title-question 
has  never  been  attempted,  so  that  the  case  of  the  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association  so  often  quoted  does  not 
apply  here.  The  present  Acts,  if  properly  used  and  enforced, 
will  be  found  to  be  held  by  the  judges  quite  sufficient  to  put 
a  stop  to  this.  What  right,  for  instance,  have  Messrs.  Spiers 
&  Pond  or  Messrs.  Jesse  Boot  to  the  title  ?  What  examina- 
tions have  qualified  them  ?  Doubtless  there  are  very  few 
chemists  who  cannot  supply  the  Society  with  plenty  of 
material  for  any  number  of  test  cases.  It  is  a  serious 
matter,  and  I  intend  having  it  seen  to.  Should  the  present 
Acts,  after  a  test  case  has  been  heard,  fail  to  protect  the 
title,  then  will  be  the  time  to  amend  them,  and  immediately. 
I  trust  every  other  Association  will  take  the  same  step  as 
Grimsby.

"  Lichen  "  and  "  Pharmaceutical." 

Sir, — Referring  to  "  Xrayser's  "  note  on  the  pronunciation 
of  "  lichen,"  it  is  the  rule  with  derived  words  to  retain,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  pronunciation  of  the  original.  "  Ch  " 
usefully  illustrates  this,  as  we  have  it  from  several  different 
sources.  In  Greek-derived  words  it  has  the  sound  of  "k" 
(e  g.,  chemist,  character,  chaos),  in  those  from  the  French 
it  has  that  of  "  sh "  (chivalry,  chateau),  while  in  words  of 
Saxon  origin  or  very  early  importation  it  is  "  tsh."  Of  course, 
the  number  of  exceptions  is  very  greit ;  if  "lichen"  had 
been  in  common  use  in  England  for  hundreds  of  years,  the 
ordinary  speaker  would  probably  have  irrevocably  settled  its 
pronunciation  in  the  Saxon  way.  In  this  connection  the 
word  "pharmaceutical"  is  interesting;  we  give  the  first  "c" 
the  sound  of  "  s,"  but  a  Greek  scholar,  not  having  heard  the 
word  before,  would  almost  inevitably  render  it  "  k."  This 
point  was  discussed  some  years  ago  during  the  hearing  of  a 
Pharmacy  Act  case  ;  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  now  refer  to  the 
passage,  but  perhaps  you,  Mr.  Editor,  can  do  so,  and,  if  not 
too  long,  quote  the  explanation  there  given.

[After  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  was  passed,  the  Pharmaceutics  1 
Society  drafted  by-laws,  one  of  which  enabled  the  Council  to  elect 
as  members  of  the  Society  chemists  who  had  been  in  business 
before  the  charter  was  obtained,  and  others  who  had  been  in 
business  before  the  Act  passed,  and  whose  bond  fides  was  certified. 
Against  this  a  section  of  the  members  protested,  and  applied  to 
the  High  Court  for  a  mandamus  calling  upon  the  Registrar  to 
furnish  a  proper  register,    The  case  came  on  in  November,  1854, 
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and  was  decided  by  Lord  Campbell  on  January  26,  1855,  his 
judgment,  against  the  applicants,  being  confirmed  on  appeal.  It 
was  in  an  early  stage  of  this  trial  that  the  pronunciation  of  the 
word  "  pharmaceutical  "  arose.  The  Attorney-General,  who  led 
for  the  Society's  registrar,  was  asked  by  Lord  Campbell  why  he 
pronounced  "  c  "  soft.  He  replied  that  it  came  from  the  Greek, 
but  when  it  became  English  it  must  be  subject  to  English  rules. 
He  had,  however,  been  cautioned,  he  said,  by  some  of  his  learned 
friends  as  to  the  pronunciation.  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly,  who  was  for 
the  applicants,  bowed  to  the  opinion  of  his  learned  friends,  who 
were  so  much  superior  to  him  in  learning  as  in  everything  else. 
The  Attorney-General  said  that  was  rather  bad,  as  it  was  Sir 
Fitzroy  Kelly  himself  who  had  cautioned  him.  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly 
remarked  that  whatever  his  Lordship  should  say  was  the  pro- 
nunciation should  be  the  mode  to  be  adopted.  Lord  Campbell 
replied,  "  Then  let  it  be  soft.    Be  it  so." — Editor  ] 

Dividing  the  Minor  Examination. 

Sir, —  It  seems  to  me  that  the  question  of  division  or  no 
dhi-ion  of  the  Minor  examination  is  misleading,  the  real 
and  vital  question  being  whether  the  examination  should  be 
made  easier  for  the  candidates  or  not — a  lower  standard  or 
not,  a  lower  standard  is  the  real  question.  I  am  strongly 
antagonistic  to  any  attempt  to  allow  men  to  receive  their 
diplomas  on  less  exacting  terms  than  I  myself  received  it. 
Having  been  compelled  to  expend  energy  and  capital  in 
obtaining  a  qualification,  I  object  to  others  being  granted 
the  same  qualification  on  less  stringent  terms.  It  would  be 
most  unfair  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  to  do  any  such 
thing,  unless  they  are  p-epared  to  compensate  me  for  the 
surplus  amount  of  energy  and  capital  I  have  expended  in 
attaining  to  what  they  would  thereby  admit  to  be  an  unne- 
cefsary  and  more  or  less  unjust,  and  even  exorbitant, 
standard  of  efficiency.  An  influx  of  men  into  the  trade  at  a 
reduced  standard  of  efficiency  would  seriously  handicap  the 
younger  generation  who  have  obtained  their  diplomas  during 
the  last  five  or  ten  years,  and  who  in  ten  years  to  come  will 
constitute  the  backbone  of  the  body-pharmaceutical.  I 
would  also  like  to  point  out  that  such  a  course  as  lowering 
the  standard  of  a  diploma  is  without  precedent  and  contrary 
to  all  right  custom.  It  is  recognised  at  the  schools  and 
universities  and  medical  colleges  that  the  standard  of  effi- 
ciency must  be  raised  from  time  to  time,  and  the  reason  is 
obvious.  Let  it  be  granted  that  the  physician  or  lawyer  of 
to-day  has  just  the  same  standard  to  attain  as  his  prede- 
cessors of  thirty  years  ago  in  order  to  get  his  diploma,  and 
what  happens  ?    Why,  the  man  is  not  fit  for  his  position. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the  men  who  are  rejected 
time  after  time  at  the  pharmaceutical  examinations  deserve 
to  be  rejected.  Who  are  they  1  Have  we  not  all  seen  them  ? 
They  are  the  men  who  are  "  just  going  up  to  see  what  it  is 
like."  They  are  the  men  who  come  late  to  their  lectures 
and  benches — who  can  afford  to  stop  work  for  half  an  hour 
during  a  simple  analysis  or  volumetric  estimation,  to  smoke 
a  pipe  or  have  a  friendly  chat  with  other  overworked  indi- 
viduals of  like  mind.  They  are  the  men  who  can  afford  to 
go  to  a  theatre  one  night,  and  another  night  to  the  rooms  of 
a  fellow-student  (to  work  with  him),  and  a  third  night,  to 
entertain  their  friend  at  their  own  rooms  for  the  fame  pur- 
pose, and  all  this  in  one  short  week.  They  are  the  men  who 
never  honestly  toil  at  their  work,  and  go  up  simply  on  the 
chance  of  getting  through.  These  are  the  men  who  fail  and 
revile  the  examiners  and  persuade  their  undiscerning 
friends  that  the  examination  is  abnormally  hard,  or  that 
it  is  all  a  case  of  luck.  There  must  be  dozens  of  young 
chemists  up  and  down  the  country  who  agree  with  me  on 
this  subject  and  whose  sentiments  I  am  now  expressing. 
They  cannot  help  regarding  any  reduction  in  the  standard  of 
efficiency  as  a  direct  betrayal  of  their  vested  interests.  I 
would  call  upon  all  such  to  resist  this  and  vote  for  no  can- 
didate at  the  coming  election  who  has  any  sympathy  with 
such  a  retrograde  movement,  whether  by  division  of  the 
examination  or  otherwise.

On  Wednesday  of  this  week  a  representative  of  the  C.  D., 
in  response  to  the  invitation  of  the  directors  of  the  Imperial 
Institute,  went  to  the  private  view  of  the  presents  which 
the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  received  during  their 
tour  round  tb.9  world.    The  presents  are  displayed  in  the 
North  Gallery,  and  have  been  arranged  according  to  the 
progress  of  the  Opltir,  making  a  topographical  display  that 
may  give  some  idea  of  the  comprehensive  nature  of  her 
great  voyage.    The  walls  of  the  gallery  are  decorated  with 
tbe  names  of  the  places  visited,  start'ng  with  Gibraltar  at 
the  east  end  of  the  gallery.    After  Gibraltar  come  Malta, 
Aden,  Ceylon,  Singapore,  Straits  Settlements,  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  Mauritius,  South  Africa,  Canada,  finishing 
appropriately  with  the  address  of  welcome  presented  by  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  Portsmouth  on  their 
Highnesses'  return  to  England.    Illuminated  addresses  bulk 
largely  in  the  collection,   among   which   are  noticeable 
addresses  from  the  Victorian  British  Medical  Association, 
signed  by  Dr.  Nield,  President,  Dr.  Vance,  Secretary,  and 
eight  members  of  Council.    There  is  also  a  handsome  joint 
address  from  the  Medical  Society  of  Victoria  (President,  Dr. 
Martin),   the  Melbourne  Medical  Association  (President, 
Dr.   Thomson),  and  the   Medical    Defenca  Association 
(President,   Dr.   Sjue).     The  University   of  Melbourne, 
the    Queensland    Medical    Association,   the    Sb.  John's 
Ambulance    Association    of    New    Zealand,   the  Koyal 
Society  of    Arts  and   Sciences,  Mauritius,   the  medical 
profession  in  Natal  (headed  by  Dr.   Jas.   H'slop),  also 
contributed  illuminated  addresses.    Items  of  strictly  phar- 
maceutical interest  there  are  none;  but  there  is  shown 
a  photo  of  "the  old  gum-tree  at  Glenelg,"  a  bent,  old 
eucalyptus-tree,  bearing  a  board,  which  states  that  on  this 
spot  the  colony  of   South  Australia  was  proclaimed  on 
December  28,  1836,  while  a  piece  of  wood  from  the  self- 
same tree  is  exhibited  in  another  part  of  the  gallery.  A 
copy  of  "  Australian  Botany,"  handsomely  bound  in  red 
morocco,  presented  by  Mr.  Guilfoyle,  of  Sydney,  and  a  port- 
folio of  crimson  leather,  containing  dried  specimens  of 
Australian  plants,  comes  from  the  director  of  the  Melbourne 
Botanic  Gardens,  and  sundry  other  books  and  pictures,  illus- 
trative of  the  natural  history  of  the  various  countries,  ara 
also  to  be  seen.    Several  exhibits  of  minerals  from  Australia 
are  of  interest  to  chemists,  notably  No.  314,  a  cisket  of 
Gothic  design,  of  carved  colonial  woods,  containing  thirty- 
five  specimens  of    gold ;    a  box  (No.   311)  containing 
specimens  of  Tasmanian  minerals;  and  a  maple-wood  box 
(No.  319)  containing  thirty-six  minerals  from  the  Tasmanian 
Museum  and  Art  Gallery.    Among  these  last  are  tin,  nickel, 
lead,  copper,  iron,  antimocy,  calcium,  wolfram,  zinc,  bismuth, 
and  gold — pure  and  in  combination.     Perhaps  the  most 
interesting,  and  at  the  same  time  most  beautiful,  of  the 
collection  is  a  model  of  a  diamond-mine  (No.  561).  The 
outer  casket  is  made  of  silver,  each  panel  containing  eight 
rough  diamonds  set  in  gold  leaves.    The  inside  is  an  exact 
representation  of  a  Kimberley  diamond-mine,  in  pure  blue 
ground,  with  rough  diamonds  deposited  therein.    The  "tip- 
trucks"  are  made  of  pieces  of  shell  which  burst  at  Kimberley 
during  the  siege,  and  in  each  truck  is  a  rou^h  uncut  diamond. 
The  sheds,  &c.,  are  all  made  of  silver,  and  the  casket  stands 
on  a  base  of  marble,  encrusted  with  rubies  and  garnets  from 
Da  Beers  Mine.     There  is  a  magnificent  display  of  furs, 
chiefly  from  Canada,  and  a  goodly  show  of  native  weapons, 
ornaments,  and  such-like  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
South  Africa.    The  caskets  containing  the  addresses  are 
many  of  them  exceeding'y  handsome,  notably  an  ivory 
casket,  presented  by  the  planters  of  Ceylon,  inlaid  with  no 
fewer  than  512  jewels.    The  exhibition  is  very  interesting,, 
and  well  worthy  a  visit. 


St.  Vincent  Arrowroot. 

The  appalling  disaster  which  has  overtaken  the  island  of  St. 
Vincent  has  brought  about  dearer  prices  for  arrowroot,  which  is 
the  staple  product  of  the  island,  and  a  note  about  the  position  of 
the  London  market  will  be  found  below.  A  Colonial  Office  report 
on  the  trade  of  St.  Vincent  for  the  year  ending  1900(!)  wis 
recently  issued,  from  which  we  learn  that  the  commercial  out- 
look of  the  island  previous  to  the  disaster  was  not  bright, 
especially  iu  regard  to  the  arrowroot-industry,  which  was  the 
only  remaining  source  of  wage-earning  employment  to  the  agri- 
cultural labourer.

Andrews.— At  Forest  View,  Bell  Common,  Epping,  on 
May  9,  Mr.  Frederick  Andrews,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
Lei nster  Terrace,  Bayswater.  Aged  73.  Mr.  Andrews  was 
one  of  the  best-known  and  popular  West  End  chemists,  who 

was  ever  willing  to 
give  what  help  he 
„;;  could  to  any  en- 

deavour for  the  im- 
provement of  phar- 
macy, whether  on 
the  benevolent, 
commercial,  or 
political  side,  and 
he  was  such  a 
genuine  man  soci- 
ally and  so  modest 
in  respect  to  all 
he  did,  that  he  had 
hosts  of  friends 
who  loved  him.  Mr. 
Andrews  was  a 
Londoner,  and  was 
born  on^Cbristmas 
Day,  1828.  He  was 
apprenticed  to  Mr. 
Kouse,  of  Olapham, 
when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society 
was  still  young,  and  in  due  course  passed  the  Minor  and 
Major  examinations,  the  latter  amongst  the  first  lot  after  the 
1852  Act  came  into  force.  He  was  then  with  Messrs.  Allen 
&  Hanburys  in  their  Plough  Court  pharmacy,  where  be 
remained  for  nine  years,  a  very  devoted  servant,  and  his 
devotion  was  reciprocated,  the  firm  ever  regarding  him  as 
a  friend,  and  one  of  the  partners  left  him  a  small  legacy. 
Mr.  Andrews  started  in  business  for  himself  at  Store 
Street,  Bedford  Square,  but  removed  in  1857  to  Leinster 
Terrace,  Bayswater.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  since  he  passed  the  Major,  and  always  took 
an  interest  in  its  proceedings.  After  being  an  auditor,  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Council  in  1880,  and  remained 
on  it  until  December,  1884,  when  he  retired,  and  Mr.  C.  B. 
Allen  was  appointed  in  his  place.  His  last  official  con- 
nection with  the  Society  was  as  a  divisional  secretary, 
an  office  which  he  but  recently  resigned.  He  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade 
Association  of  Great  Britain,  and  a  councillor  all  through 
its  existence.  Similarly  he  joined  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  at  the  commencement  and  worked 
hard  on  its  committees.  One  always  saw  Mr.  Andrews  at 
his  best  as  a  member  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  that  body  and  a  past 
President.  His  passionate  love  of  music  made  the  social 
evenings  of  the  Association  the  most  memorable  of  the  kind. 
He  would  bring  with  him  a  few  friends  with  stringed 
instruments,  and  they  played  so  well,  he  joining  them  on  the 
'cello,  that  one  could  scarcely  realise  how  so  quiet  a  man 
was  capable  of  giving  his  colleagues  so  much  real  pleasure. 
The  Association  will  miss  him  sadly— indeed,  all  who  knew 
him  will.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  lately,  and  had 
gone  to  Epping  for  a  little  change.  On  Friday  morning 
while  he  was  in  bed,  Mrs.  Andrews,  who  was  in  the  room, 
heard  a  sound  of  distress,  and  turning  round  found  him 
dead — a  spasm  of  angina  pectoris  having  brought  the  end. 
He  leaves  a  family  of  four,  including  one  son  (Mr.  C.  Russell 
Andrews),  an  old  "  Square  "  student,  who  some  years  ago  gave 
up  pharmacy.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Epping  Old  Church 
on  Tuesday,  when  representatives  of  the  Western  Chemists.'

— The  death  is  reported  at  Wynb8rg  Hospital, 
Cape  Colony,  of  Lieutenant  Stewart  Murdoch  Mackenzie,  of 
Dris  coil's  Scouts.  Lieutenant  Mackenzie,  who  was  a  native 
of  Musselburgh,  N.B.,  was  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist. 
He  went  out  to  South  Africa  in  1889  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Messrs.  Lennon  (Limited),  who  engaged  him  as 
an  assistant  to  Mr.  J.  McJannet,  of  Beaufort  West.  When 
the  war  broke  out  Mr.  Mackenzie  was  manager  of  the  Fort 
Beaufort  branch  of  Mr.  McJannet's  business.  He  volunteered 
for  service  as  a  dispenser,  and  attained  the  rank  of  sergeant 
in  the  base  hospitals.  Subsequently  he  transferred  for  active 
service  in  Driscoll's  Scouts,  and  for  his  services  at  the  siege 
of  Wepener,  where  his  work  among  the  wounded  proved  in- 
valuable, he  received  his  commission  as  lieutenant.

British. 

THIS  year's  Royal  Academy  Exhibition  is  deceptive.  Most 
of  us  get  our  first  impressions  from  the  newspapers,  and 
as  many  of  those  who  write  the  "  notices"  therein  are  crazy 
about  Mr.  John  S.  Sargent,  R.A.,  one  is  tempted  to  think  he 
has  done  the  whole  1,598  pictures  instead  of  his  ample  eight. 
"All  the  more  credit  to  Sargent,"  whispers  a  modest 
mentor.  Oar  interest  in  Mr.  Sargent  lies  in  the  portrait 
of  Alfred  Wertheimer,  Esq.  (No.  157),  who  is  known  to  our 
readers  as  a  contributor  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference in  association  with  Mr.  C.  T.  Tyrer.  The  portrait 
helps  one  to  realise  Sargent's  popularity,  for  it  is  Mr. 
Wertheimer,  with  &plus  or  minus  something  which  the  artist 
has  put  into  it.  An  Academy  and  Literature  critic  says 
of  it 

The  portrait  of  a  Jewish  youth  remains  in  the  memory  and 
will  remain  a  thing  of  beauty.  Not  that  the  sitter  is  beautiful, 
but  because  the  quiet  dignity  of  the  figure,  so  exquisitely  drawn, 
is  so  modest  in  its  appeal,  so  suggestive  of  controlled  and 
organised  power  in  the  painter  without  a  hint  of  cleverness  or 
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bravado.  How  charged  with  feeling  is  the  faint  light  playing  on 
the  wall,  caressing,  not  grabbing  it,  the  gla33  retorts  hanging 
there  because  they  should  be  therp,  and  not  because,  a3  in  the 
portrait  of  the  Duchess  of  Portland,  a  marble  mantelpiece  is  a 
comely  background  to  a  comely  figure.  It  is  beautiful,  and  if 
you  auk  me  to  explain  further  why  it  is  beautiful,  I  can  only 
answer  that  Euskin  wrote  twenty  volumes  to  explain  why  things 
are  beautiful  and  that  the  world  is  still  unconvinced. 

Barring  the  rapid  change  of  the  glass  retorts  to  a  marble 
mantelpiece,  this  is  the  sort  of  writing  that  is  prevalent  this 
season  in  respect  to  the  Academy.  The  present  writer  is, 
therefore,  extremely  thankful  that  his  commission  was  to 
pick  out  the  pictures  of  men  and  things  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical. Of  the  lot  Mr.  Wertheimer  happens  to  be  the 
most  talked  about,  and  it  is  certainly  a  persistently  memor- 
able picture,  but  it  is  not  exactly  Mr.  Wertheimer.  The  nest 
portrait  in  our  department  is  the  first  in  Gallery  IV. 
(No.  205),  that  of  Dr.  H.  Roc  aid  Carter,  of  Leonard  Place, 
Kersington,  which  only  needs  a  passing  glance;  and  in  the 
same  room  is  The  Lord  Kelvin,  G  O. V.O.,  F.RS.,  by  Mr. 
Ouless,  R.A. — a  fine  face  beautifully  rendered,  but  the 
emblems  of  rank  which  the  old  philosopher  has  chosen  to  be 
painted  in  are  a  trifle  regrettable.  No.  419,  in  Gallery  VII., 
is  a  good  piece  of  portraiture  by  Mr.  Sholto  J.  Douglas,  the 
subject  being  the  Chairman  of  the  Poisons  Committee,  Sir 
Herbert  Maxwell,  Part ,  M  P.  It  is  almost  on  a  level  with 
the  presentation  portrait  of  Sir  Kerry  Trueman  Wood, M  A  , 
which  Mr.  von  Herkomer  has  painted  (No.  281),  and  which 
to  our  thinking  is  as  good  a  portrait  and  picture  as  there 
is  in  the  Academy.  Compare  it  with  the  Sargent  already 
icferred  to  and  with  Professor  Pettigrew,  M.D.,  F.RS. 
(No.  291),  by  Ouless,  close  beside  it.  There  is  in  Gallery 
IX.  a  tiny  oil- poi  trait  (N'o.  657),  by  Mr.  E  igar  Anderson,  of 
Mr.  T.  Morrison  Poiter,  M.R.O.S.  ( Paris),  which  is  a  gem; 
and  Mr.  Hanson  'Walker's  more  ambitious  portrait  of  Dr. 
0.  D.  F.  Phillips,  of  Henrittta  Street,  is  another  success. 
Here  (No.  753)  the  well-known  pharmacologist  is  depicted 
in  his  LL.D.  robes.  In  the  same  room  is  Mr.  W  R.  Symonds's 
portrait  of  Surgeon-General  Jameson,  C.B.,  which  is  {leasing 
and  picturesque,  albeit  the  face  lacks  animation.  In  the 
miniature  cases  is  cne  of  Dr.  \V.  VV.  Shackleton,  of  Bushey, 
by  Miss  Kemp- Welch,  snd  in  the  black-and-white  room 
several  chalk  and  pencil  portraits  by  Mr.  Seymour  Lucas, 
R  A.,  which  are  worth  dozens  of  portraits  in  oils.  That  of 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice — an  exquisite  .'ketch — is  well  paired 
with  No.  1296,  Dr.  Thomas  Morton,  of  Kilburn,  the  treasurer 
of  the  British  Medical  Tempe ranee  Association.  The  last 
portrait  in  the  same  room  is  a  pencil  sketch  by  Mr.  E.  B. 
Johnson  of  his  friend,  Dr.  M.  An;  low  Alabone. 


We  mentioned  a  fortnight  since  that  Mr.  Horace 
Brocklesby  (director  of  Lorimer  &  Co  ,  Limited)  has 
a  picture  in  the  Academy  (No.  565).  It  has  the 
peculiar  honour  of  being  placed  alongside  the  President's 
'  Vision  of  Endymion."  It  is  a  pleasing  and  breezy  sea- 
view,  as  fresh  as  the  morning,  and  although  unambitious  in 
composition,  the  artist  has  admirably  rendered  the  subtle 
atmospheric  depth  seen  "  locking  eastward  o'er  an  ebb-tide.'' 
Amongst  the  sculpture  the  only  piece  which  calls  for  men- 
tion here  is  Mr.  Frank  M.  Taubman's  pretty  statuette  "  Fairy 
Tales."  If  Mr.  Taubman  does  not  take  care  he  will  find  him- 
self amongst  the  immortals. 

French. 

The  Paris  "Salons'"  that  form  the  counterpart  of  the 
Royal  Academy  are  now  open.  There  are  two  exhibitions 
(writes  our  Paiis  correspondent),  one  representing  the  work 
and  traditions  of  the  older  present-day  French  artists,  while 
the  other  contains  a  display  of  the  pictures  of  the  younger 
school — another  "New  Gallery."  This  year  the  latter  have 
the  more  interesting  exhibition,  and  the  two  salons  figure 
side  by  side  in  the  Grand  Palais  of  the  Avenue  des  Champs 
Ely.-Css.    They  remain  open  until  June  30. 

Pictures  relating  to  science  are  never  very  numerous  at 
these  exhibitions,  but  this  year  there  is  one,  of  which  we 
give  an  illustration,  of  special  interest,  as  it  records  the 
crowning  point  of  Pasteur's  great  scientific  career.  It  is  a 
large  canvas  entitled  the  "Jubi'e  de  Pasteur,"  painted  by 
M.  Rixens,  a  well-known  French  artist,  and  is  shown  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Socie  e  Nationale  des  Beaux  Arts  (the 
younger  school).  The  artist  has  devoted  several  ye\rs  of 
patient  work  to  the  picture.  The  amount  of  detail  given  is 
enormous,  and  the  picture  may  well  be  said  to  faithfully 
represent  an  official  ceremony  under  the  Third  Republic. 

The  interesting  event  which  the  picture  represents  took 
place  at  the  New  Sorbonne,  Paris,  on  December  27,  1892,  to 
celebrate  the  seventieth  birthday  of  the  great  chemist  and 
scientist.  The  large  amphitheatre  of  the  Sorbonne  is 
reproduced  with  great  fidelity,  and  some  four  hundred 
portraits  are  given.  In  the  front  seats  the  leading  professors 
if  the  Paris  University  in  (heir  handsome  robes  add  a 
picturesque  aspect  to  the  scene,  and  behind  is  a  packed 
audience  composed  of  students  and  the  minor  lights  of  French 
science.  Oa  the  platform  are  assembled  the  principal 
members  of  the  Institute  of  France.  Pasteur,  the  late 
President  Carnot,  and  Lord  Lister,  form  the  central  figures 
of  the  picture.  Pasteur,  already  weak  and  undermined  by 
illness,  has  just  reached  the  middle  of  the  platform  and  is

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leaning  on  Carnot's  arm,  and  Lister,  in  academical  robes,  is 
in  the  act  of  acclaiming  his  great  colleague,  with  arms  out- 
stretched. 

M.  Rixens  has  had  the  talent  of  giving  to  this  picture, 
•which  might  so  easily  have  appeared  rigid  and  official,  a  tone 
■of  dignity  and  simplicity  which  adds  charm  to  it.  Having 
been  fortunate  enough  to  be  present  a  few  months  ago  at  a 
similar  ceremony  given  in  honour  of  Berthelot  in  the  same 
amphitheatre,  1  can  the  more  appreciate  how  well  the  artist 
■has  succeeded.  I  also  well  remember  the  Pa9teur  Jubilee. 
The  audience  on  that  occasion  included  the  late  Marquis  of 
Dufferin  and  Ava,  Sir  Henry  Riscoe,  and  Professor  Ray 
Lankester.  The  proceedings  were  opened  by  M.  Dupuy,  the 
Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  who  referred  to  the  gathering 
a.3  a  scientific  solemnity  and  a  red-letter  day  alike  for  Franca 
and  humanity.  When  M.  Loubet,  President  of  the  French 
Republic,  saw  the  picture  a  few  days  ago  he  remarked  to  M. 
Rixens  that  he  was  present  at  the  ceremony  in  his  capacity 
of  Minister  of  the  Interior.  The  artist  replied  that  he  was 
aware  of  the  fact,  but  did  not  like  to  ask  the  President  to  sit 
for  his  portrait  in  the  picture.  The  latter  replied,  with  his 
usual  urbanity,  that  he  regretted  this,  as  he  would  have  sat 
•with  pleasure. 

Pasteur  reminiscfnces  are  also  a  prominent  feature  at  the 
•other  salon  (Socie'e  des  Artistes  Franc  Us),  but  they  figure 
there  in  the  section  of  sculpture.  The  handsome  bronze 
monument  of  Pasteur  by  M.  Antonin  Carles  to  be  erected  at 
Dole  is  shown,  also  a  fine  relief  in  plaster,  surmounted  by  a 
bust  by  M,  Paul  Richer.  It  is  a  tribute  to  Pasteur's  dis- 
covery for  the  cltarbon  of  sheep. 

In  the  Salon  of  the  Societe  Nationale  there  is  a  picture  by 
M.  Ro3set  of  a  Paris  street  showing  the  outside  of  a  chemist's 
shop  at  night.  The  legend  of  the  picture  is  simple  enough. 
There  has  been  an  accident  and  the  victim  is  inside  the 
shop.  A  group  of  men  and  women  outside  are  peering 
through  the  windows  with  anxious  and  sympathetic  expres- 
sions of  countenance  and  coloured  lights  are  thrown  on  their 
•faces  from  the  carboys. 

There  is  a  small  exhibition  of  English  and  French  pic- 
tures, chiefly  of  eighteenth-century  artists,  in  London 
^Guildhall,  and  amongst  the  pictures  is  the  sign  of  "Ed. 
Pinaud's  Perfumery,"  Paris,  which  was  painted  by  Jean 
Simeon  Ohardin.  One  side  of  the  sign,  74  inches  long  by  26 
deep,  shows  apparatus,  consisting  of  glass  alembic  with 
an  open  book  towards  the  left  and  a  cactus.  The  other  side 
shows  distilling-apparatus,  and  in  this  case  the  process  of 
destructive  distillation  is  also  depicted.  The  pictures  are 
lent  by  M.  Victor  Klotz.  Ohardin  was  a  pupil  of  Cazes  and 
Coypel,  and  in  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century 
obtained  quite  a  reputation  as  a  sign-painter,  but  afterwards 
be  gave  up  sign-painting  for  pictures  of  the  French 
peasantry. 


NEW   HONORARY  MEMBERS 

OF  THE 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 


T)\  its  charter  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  the  power 
XJ  to  elect  honorary  and  corresponding  members  of  the 
Society,  "  who  shall  have  all  the  privileges  thereof  except 
the  right  of  being  present  at  the  general  meeting?."  Until  ten 
years  ago  there  was  only  one  class  of  such  members  •  then 
corresponding  members  were  created.  The  Council  has  the 
power  to  limit  the  number  of  each  class  ;  thus  honorary 
members  must  not  exceed  fifty,  but  no  limit  has  been  placed 
on  the  number  of  corresponding  members. 
o-1^/1^'  livin£  hoQorary  member  in  point  of  election  is 
Sir  Alfred  B.  Garrod,  M.D  ,  elected  in  1356,  and  next  to  him 
comes  Dr.  Wm.  Odling  (1852),  after  whom  follow  Sir  H  E 
Roscoe  (1870),  and  Professor  Crum  Brown  (1872).  Of  the 
nine  new  honorary  members  elected  last  week,  five  have  been 
corresponding  members.  We  give  this  week  portraits  of  as 
many  of  the  new  members  as  have  been  able  to  communicate 
with  us  in  time  to  get  engravings  made. 

rJ^Di^-rich  Bc?ndi3>  KC-IE-  I'-RS„  was  elected  a 
corresponding  member  of  the  Society  in  1832    H>  is  a  son 


of  Dr.  C.  A.  Brandis,  who  was  Professor  of  Philosophy  in 
Bonn  University.  There  he  was  born  in  18 24,  and  graduated 
in  1848.  In  the  following  year  he  was  appointed  lecturer  on 
botany  at  the  University,  which  post  he  held  until  1855, 
when  he  was  appointed  by  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  then 
Governor-General  of  India,  to  the  charge  of  the  teak  forests  in 
Pegu,  to  which  charge,  in  1858,  that  of  the  forests  in  the 
Tenasserim  and  Martalan  provinces  was  added.  In  1862 
he  was  called  to  Calcutta  to  assist  the  Government  of  India 
in  organising  forest  administration  in  the  other  provinces  of 


Sia  Dietrich  Brandis 

the  British  Indian  Empire.  In  1864  he  was  appointed  as 
the  first  Inspector-General  of  Forests  to  the  Government  of 
India.  In  1866  he  organised  the  professional  training  of 
young  Englishmen  in  the  State  Forests  of  France  and 
Germany  for  the  Indian  Forest  Service.  In  1878  he  established 
the  Imperial  Forest  School  for  the  professional  training  of 
natives  of  India  for  the  Forest  Service  at  Dehra  Dun  in 
north-west  India.  In  1881  and  1882  he  re-organised  forest 
administration  in  the  Madras  Presidency,  and  retired  in 
1883.  In  1887  he  was  made  a  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  the  Indian  Empire,  and  in  1896  the  Edinburgh 
University  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D. 
Sir  Dietrich  lives  at  Capel  House,  Kew. 

Dr.  Leon  Guignard,  who  now  becomes  associated  with  the 
Society,  is,  like  Sir  Dietrich  Brandis,  a  botanist.

ago  he  succeeded  the  late  M.  Planchon  as  director  of  tha 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  He  was  born  at  Mont-Sous- 
Vaudrey  in  1853,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  to  pharmacy 
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in  Paris.  In  1876  he  became  a  hospital  pharmacist,  and, 
studying  at  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  distinguished  himself, 
graduating  as  a  doctor  of  natural  sciences  and  first-class 
pharmacist  in  1882.  The  following  year  he  was  appointed 
professor  of  botany  at  Lyons,  and  since  then  his  progress  in 
the  French  ranks  of  sciencs  has  been  rapid.

Also  Director  of  the  Botanical  Survey  of  India,  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Botany  in  Calcutta  University.  He  is  the  author 
of  monographs  of  Ficus,  Quercus,  Sikkim  orchids,  &c,  and 
of  many  papers  to  learned  societies.  He  is  an  LL  D.  of  his 
Alma  Mater,  and  was  one  of  the  first  corresponding 
members  of  the  Society.

Donald  MacAlister,  of  Tarbert,  Cantyre,  and,  after  laying  the 
foundation  of  his  wide  knowledge  at  the  Aberdeen  University, 
■went  to  St.  John's,  Cambridge,  where,  in  1877,  he  was  Senior 
Wrangler  and  First  Smith's  prizeman — as  high  a  distinction 
as  any  scholar  can  dream  of.  He  turned  to  medicine, 
dividing  his  studies  between  Cambridge  and  St.  Bart's., 
graduating  as  M.B.  at  the  University  in  1881.  He  taught 
mathematics  at  Harrow  and  natural  philosophy  at  St.  Barts'., 
while  he  was  studying  medicine.  He  is  now  Linacre  lecturer 
of  physic  at  Cambridge,  where  he  has  his  home,  having 
married  Miss  Edith  Macalister,  daughter  of  Dr.  Alexander 
Macalister,  Professor  of  Anatomy  at  the  University  there. 
He  succeeded  the  late  Professor  Leech  as  Chairman  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee. 


Mr.  Henry  Clifton  Soiby,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  was  born  at  Wood- 
bourne  in  18Z6,  and  was  educated  at  the  Sheffield  Collegiate

School  and  by  private  tutors.  He  has  always  taken  an  in- 
terest in  scientific  subjects,  and  has  specialised  on  the  micro- 
scopic structure  of  crystals  and  of  iron  and  steel.  He  is  an 
authority  on  minerals  and  rocks,  and  is  Vice-President  of 
the  Sheffield  University  College.  He  has  devoted  much  time 
to  the  development  of  science,  literature,  and  art  in  Sheffield, 
and  has  come  in  contact  with  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  through  the  local  Microscopical  Society. 

Professor  Ralph  Stockman,  M.D  ,  of  Glasgow,  has  long 
been  known  to  members  cf  the  Society.    It  was  in  1883  that

the  writer  induced  him  to  communicate  a  paper  to  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Society  on  the  chemistry  of  senna,  a 
subject  which  the  young  doctor  had  been  working  up  under 
Professor  Schmiedeburg,  at  Strasburg.  He  was  then  an 
assistant  to  Professor  T.  R.  Fraser  in  the  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity, and  the  paper  was  the  beginning  of  much  pharmaco- 
logical work,  some  of  which  was  done  in  association  with 
Mr.  D.  B.  Dott.  He  is  an  M.D.  of  Edinburgh,  and  succeeded 
the  late  Professor  Charteris  in  the  chair  of  materia'medica 
and  therapeutics  at  the  Glasgow  University.  He  is  just 
turned  40.
